Any  person  who  shall  procure,  or  take  in  any  way,  from  PnnMmeBtibr 
any  public  library,  or  library  of  any  literary,  scientific,  historical  or  5riSf?itMi?Sf" 
library  society,  or  association,  whether  incorporated  or  not,  any  Jj^V*^" 
book,  pamphlet,  map,  chart,  painting  or  picture,  with  intent  to 
conrert  the  same  to  his  own  use,  or  with  intent  to  defraud  the  owner 
thereof,  or  who,  having  procured  or  taken  any  such  book,  pamphlet, 
map,  chart,  painting  or  picture,  shall  thereafter  convert  the  same 
to  his  own  use,  or  fraudulently  deprive  the  owner  thereof,  shall  be 
punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  one  hundred 
dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  for  not  more  than 
three  months,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court.

That 
the  State  board  of  swamp  lands  be  and  the  said  board  is  nereby 
authorized  to  appropriate  as  many  acres  of  State  swamp  lands  in  the 
lower  peninsula,  not  exceeding  three  thousand  acres,  as  said  board 
may  deem  proper,  after  a  full  investigation  of  its  merits,  to  lay  ont, 
open  and  construct  a  drain  or  water-course  from  some  point  on  the 
south  end  of  Long  Lake,  Porter  township,  Cass  county,  Michigan, 
to  the  St  Joseph  river,  following  the  general  course  of  Trout  creek, 
which  runs  southeast  and  is  now  the  natural  outlet  of  said  lake, 
being  a  distance  of  about  four  hundred  rods:  Provided,  That  such 
work  be  done  and  such  expenditures  be  made  in  pursuance  of  the 
law  in  relation  to  the  construction  of  swamp  land  roads  and 
ditches,  under  the  supervision  of  the  swamp  land  commissioners 
and  State  board  of  control  of  State  swamp  lands.

such  punishment  shall  in  no  case  exceed  the  limit  fixed  by  law  for

The  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  e^iact,  That  when  i 
it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  sheriff,  coroner,  constable  or  other  officer  SIISi5»ttr'** 
of  the  State  of  Wisconsin,  or  other  person  lawfully  authorized  8t»t^ 
nnder  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Wisconsin  to  act  as  any  such  officer, 
having  in  his  lawful  custody  any  person  or  persons,  arrested  in  the 
State  of  Wisconsin,  under  a  criminal  warrant  or  process,  or  under 
any  writ,  order  or  process  in  a  civil  action  or  proceeding,  issued  out 
of  or  by  any  court  of  said  State  of  Wisconsin,  or  by  any  officer  of 
fiaid  State  of  Wisconsin  authorized  to  issue  such  warrant,  writ,

the  open  swamps  and  ovei^owed  lands  situate  and  being  in  the 
townships  of  Owosso  and  Middlebury,  Shiawassee  county,  in  this 
State:  Provided,  That  said  expenditure  shall  be  made  in  pursuance 
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of  the  provisions  of  law  relative  to  the  constraction  of  swamp  land 
State  roads  and  ditches,  noder  the  supervision  of  the  State  swamp 
land  commissioner  and  said  board  of  control.

last  will  and  testament;  or  in  lieu  thereof,  to  take  the  sum  or  share 
that  would  have  passed  to  heri^  under  the  statute  of  distributions, 
bad  the  testator  died  intestate,  until  the  sum  shall  amount  to  five 
thousand  dollars,  and  of  the  residue  of  the  estate  one-half  the  sum 
or  share  that  would  have  passed  to  her,  under  the  statute  of 
distributions,  had  the  testator  died  intestate,  and  in  case  no 
provision  be  made  for  her  in  said  will,  she  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
election  aforesaid.

SEcnOK  1.  The  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enacty  That 
there  shall  be  and  is  hereby  appropriated  out  of  the  State  treasury 
the  sum  of  seven  thousand  two  hundred  and  forty-nine  dollars  for 
the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-one,  and  the  sum

That 
there  shall  be  four  justices  of  the  peace  in  and  for  the  city  of  Grand 
Bapids,  who  shall  be  elected  at  the  annual  city  election  by  the 
qualified  electors  of  the  whole  city,  who  shall  hold  their  office  for 
the  same  term,  possess  the  same  jurisdiction  and  powers,  subject  to 
the  acts  of  the  legislature  establishing  a  police  court  in  the  city  of 
Grand  Bapids,  perform  the  same  duties  and  be  subject  to  the  same 
liabilities  as  are  or  may  be  provided  by  the  general  law  of  this  State 
in  relation  to  the  election,  jurisdiction,  powers,  duties  and  liabili* 
ties  of  justices  of  the  peace  for  townships:  Provided,  That  the  jus- 
tices of  the  peace  of  said  city  now  in  office  shall  continue  to  hold 
their  offices  for  the  terms  for  which  they  have  been  elected.

AN  ACT  to  reorganize  the  eleventh  and  twelfth  judicial  circuits 
and  to  create  the  twenty-fifth  judicial  circuit 

Section  1.  The  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enact,  That 
from  and  after  the  first  day  of  January  in  the  year  eighteen  hnn* 
dred  and  eighty-two,  tbe  counties  of  Chippewa,  Mackinac,  Manitoa 
and  Schoolcraft  shall  be  formed  into  and  constitute  tbe  eleventh 
judicial  circuit;  the  counties  of  Ontonagon,  Houghton,  EeweenaWi 
fiaraga  and  Isle  Boyale  shall  be  formed  into  and  constitute  the 
twelfth  judicial  circuit;  and  tbe  counties  of  Marquette,  Delta  and 
Menominee  shall  be  formed  into  and  constitute  the  twenty-fifth 
judicial  circuit. 

Seo.  2.  Tbe  judges  of  the  eleventh  and  twelfth  judicial  circuits 
shall  continue  to  hold  courts  at  the  times  and  places  heretofore 
designated,  throughout  said  circuits- as  heretofore  organized  respec- 
tively, until  said  first  day  of  January,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty- 
two,  and  to  do  all  other  judicial  acts,  and  to  exercise  all  other 
judicial  powers  therein  until  that  time. 

Sec.  3.  The  qualified  voters  of  tbe  counties  mentioned  in  the 
first  section  of  this  act  shall,  on  tbe  first  Monday  in  April,  eighteen 
hundred  and  eighty-one,  elect  a  circuit  iudge  of  the  circuit  of 
which  they  are  hereby  made  a  part  respectively,  who  shall  hold  his 
oflBoe,  commencing  on  the  first  day  of  January,  eighteen  hundred 
and  eighty-two,  for  the  term  of  six  years,  and  until  his  successor  is 
elected  and  qualified:  Provided^  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the 
oflBoe  of  judge  in  any  of  said  circuits  unless  he  shall  have  resided 
in  one  of  said  circuits  for  thirty  days  next  preceding  the  election 
therein. 

Seo.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  sheriff^  of  the  several  counties 
meutioned^at  least  ten  days  before  tbe  first  Monday  of  April  next,, 
to  notify  tbe  township  clerk  of  each  township,  and  tbe  inspectors 
of  election  of  each  ward  in  any  city,  in  their  respective  counties,  of 
saia  election  of  circuit  judge,  and  said  township  clerks  and  ward 
inspectors  shall  post  notices  in  tbe  usual  manner  for  such  elections, 
in  townships  and  wards  at  least  three  days  previous  to  the  day  of 
election. 

Ssa  5.  Tbe  said  elections  for  circuit  judge  shall  be  conducted, 
and  returns  made  as  pi'escribed  by  law  for  the  election  of  circuit 
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judges  in  the  several  jadicial  circuits  of  this  State,  and  the  State 
board  of  canvassers  shall,  without  delay,  on  the  receipt  of  the  re- 
turns from  said  counties,  proceed  to  canvass  the  votes,  ai^d  to 
deliver  to  the  persons  elected  a  copy  of  their  determination,  or  cer- 
tificate of  election  as  required  by  law.

(4309.)  SsonoK  1.  When  any  person  shall  die  seized  of  any  lands.  How  land,  tto., 
tenements,  or  hereditaments,  or  of  any  right  thereto,  or  entitled  to  ****«*•"*■ 
any  interest  therein,  in  fee  simple,  or  for  the  life  of  another,  not 
having  lawfully  devised  the  same,  they  shall  descend,  subject  to  his 
debts,  in  manner  following : 

First,  In  equal  shares  to  his  children,  and  to  the  issue  of  any  de- 
ceased child  by  right  of  representation ;  and  if  there  be  no  child  of

All  illuminating  oils  manufactured  or  refined  in  this 
State  shall  be  inspected  before  being  removed  from  the  manu- 
factory or  refinery;  and  if  any  person  or  persons,  whether  manu- 
facturer, vendor,  or  dealer,  shall  sell,  or  attempt  to  sell,  to  any 
person  in  this  State  any  illuminating  oil,  whether  manufactured  in

Seo.  2.  Said  articles  shall  contain:  whatartiGiea 

Firsts  The  name  of  the  proposed  church;  tooonSSn'****^'^ 

Second,  The  city,  village,  or  township  in  which  the  same  is    ^^ 
located; 

Thirds  The  fundamental   principles  of  such  proposed  organi- 
zation. 

Seo.  3.  The  persons  who  have  signed  said  articles  shall,  at  the  Election  of 
time  thereof,  appoint,  by  majority  of  votes,  such  time  and  place  as  ****'*^ 
they  may  deem  proper,  for  the  election  by  majority  of  votes,  by  bal- 
lot, such  number  of  persons,  not  less  than  three,  as  they  may  deem 
necessary  to  serve  as  elders  and  deacons  of  such  church,  congrega- 
tion, or  religious  society;  of  which  election  record  shall  be  made, 
and  a  certified  copy  of  such  record,  signed  by  the  presiding  officer 
and  secretary  of  such  meeting,  shall,  together  with  said  articles  of 
association,  be  recorded  by  the  county  clerk  of  the  county  within  j^^^  ^^ 
which  such  church,  congregation,  or  religious  society,  or  their  place  Mticiefc 
of  worship,  is  located,  in  a  book  by  him  provided  for  that  purpose;

consist  of  real  or  personal  estate,  and  whether  the  same  may  haye 
been  given,  granted,  bequeathed  or  devised,  directly  or  indirectly,  to 
such  corporation  or  society,  or  to  any  person  or  persons  for  tiieir 
use. 

Seo.  6.  Such  corporation  may  also  in  their  corporate  name  sue 
and  be  sued  in  all  courts  and  places,  and  they  may  recover  and  hold 
all  debts,  demands,  rights  and  privileges,  churches,  buildings  and 
parsonages,  and  all  the  estate  and  appurtenances  belonging  to  such 
corporation  or  society,  in  whatsoever  manner  the  same  may  have 
been  acquired,  or  in  whose  hands  soever  the  same  may  be  held,  as 
fully  and  amply  as  if  the  right  and  title  thereto  had  been  originally 
vested  in  such  trustees,  and  they  may  hold  the  moneys  and  personsd 
estate  raised  or  acquired  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  churches, 
parsonages  and  other  buildings;  and  may  hold  such  an  amount  of 
real  estate  as  shall  be  reasonably  necessary  for  a  church,  lecture,  or 
school-room,  and  for  dwellings  for  their  ministers,  but  it  shall  not 
be  lawful  for  such  corporation  to  hold  real  estate  for  any  other 
purpose. 

Seo.  7.  Said  trustees  shall  also  have  power  and  authority,  under 
the  direction  of  such  church  or  society,  to  buy,  sell  and  convey, 
mortgage,  lease  or  release,  any  real  estate  belonging  to  said  society 
or  corporation,  or  held  by  them  as  such  trustees,  and  to  erect 
churches,  parsonages,  and  other  buildings,  for  the  direct  and  legiti- 
mate use  of  such  church,  congregation,  or  society,  and  to  alter  and 
repair  the  same,  and  to  fix  the  salaries  of  their  ministers:  Provided f 
That  no  such  purchase,  sale,  conveyance,  mortgaging,  or  fixing  of 
salaries  shall  be  made  unless  the  vote  of  at  least  two-thirds  of  those

Section  1.  The  People  of  the  Sate  of  Michigan  enact.  That  nowinooipo. 
any  number  of  persons,  not  less  than  five,  who  shall  by  articles  of  jJJ^^"^  ^ 
agreement  in  writing  associate  according  to  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  under  any  name  assumed  by  them,  for  the  purpose  of  engaging 
in  the  production  of  electricity  and  electrical  light,  and  supplying 
any  towns,  cities,  or  villages  with  electricity  and  electrical  light  for 
lighting  purposes,  and  who  shall  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  shall  with  their  successors  and  assigns  constitute  a  body  politic 
and  corporate,  in  fact  and  in  name,  and  any  such  company  so 
formed  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  conferred,  and  be  sub- 
ject to  the  requirements  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  thirty  of  the 
compiled  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-one. 

Seo.  2.  The  articles  of  association  of  every  such  company  shall  Artid«  or 
be  signed  by  the  persons  associating  in  the  first  instance,  and  shall  t^^^etoT^ 
be  acknowledged  before  some  person  authorised  by  law  to  take  the 
acknowledgment  of  deeds,  and  shall  state  the  name  of  the  company, 
the  term  of  the  existence  of  such  company^  which  shall  not  exceed 
thirty  years,  the  object  for  which  such  company  shall  be  formed, 
the  amount  of  capital  stock  of  said  company,  the  number  of  shares 
of  which  said  stock  shall  consist,  the  names  of  the  towns,  cities,

such  presentation,  by  reason  of  laok  of  funds  for  th^  lawful  pay- 
ment of  such  order,  such  treasurer  shall,  at  the  request  of  the  holder 
of  such  order,  make  a  statement  in  writing  of  such  facts  and 
deliver  the  same  to  such  holder,  and  such  holder  may  present  such

The  People  of  tlie  State  of  Michigan  enacts  ThatsMUon^ 
section  one  of  act  number  two  hundred  and  five,  entitled  <^An  act  '^ 
to  authorize  the  boards  of  supervisors  of  the  several  counties  in  this 
State  to  provide  for  the  preservation  and  maintenance  of  the  origi- 
nal section  corners  and  quarter-posts,  as  surveyed  and  recorded  by 
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the  original  sarvey  thereof/^  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  so 
as  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  boards  of  supervisors  of  the  several  counties  are 
hereby  authorized  to  establish  and  perpetuate  any  government  sec- 
tion corners  or  quarter-posts  in  their  respective  counties,  which

ofiQce  of  the  county  surveyor,  and  the  record  so  made  and  entered 
by  the  surveyor  aforesaid  shall  be  received  as  evidence  in  all  the

He  shall  make  an  index  to  snch  record  book,  refer- 
ring in  some  suitable  manner  to  each  survey  so  recorded. 

(593.)  Seo.  103.   All  surveys  made  by  county  surveyors  in  this  How rorryi 
State  must  be  made  in  accordance  with  the  following  principles,  *****"*** 
when  applicable: 

Mrstf  All  corners  that  can  be  identified  by  the  original  field 
notes,  or  other  unquestionable  testimony,  shall  be  regarded  as  the 
original  corners,  and  must  not  be  changed  while  they  can  be  thus 
identified ; 

Second^  Extinct  interior-section  corners  must  be  reestablished, 
at  proportional  distances  as  recorded  in  the  original  field  notes  from 
the  nearest  known  point  in  the  original  section  line,  east  and  west, 
north  and  south  from  such  extinct  section  corner; 

ITiirdf  Any  extinct  quarter  section  corner,  except  on  fractional 
section  lines,  mast  be  reSstablisbed  equidistant  and  in  a  right  line 
between  the  section  corners;  in  all  other  cases,  at  proportional  dis- 
tances between  the  nearest  known  points  in  the  original  line ; 

Fourth,  Central  quarter  corners  of  whole  sections,  and  of  frac- 
tional sections  adjoining  the  north  and  west  boundary  of  townships, 
must  be  established  at  the  intersection  of  two  right  lines  connect- 
ing their  opposite  quarter  section  corners  respectively.  It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  county  surveyors  to  perpetuate  the  original  corners  they 
may  work  from,  by  noting  new  bearing  trees  where  timber  is  near. 
They  shall  also  perpetuate  the  principal  corners  made  by  them- 
selves in  the  same  manner.

give  notice  of  the  taking  of  depositions  and  the  examination  of  wit- 
nesses in  said  cause  before  such  officer,  and  such  notice  shall  have 
the  same  force  and  effect  as  a  notice  of  the  taking  of  depositions 
before  a  circuit  court  commissioner  under  the  present  practice.

That  who  naj 
any  fifteen  or  more  persons,  being  members  of  the  bar  of  Michigan  *"««p®»**^ 
in  good  standing  and  authorized  to  practice  in  the  courts  thereof, 
desirous  to  become  incorporated  for  the  purpose  of  maintaining  the 
honor  and  dignity  of  the  profession  of  the  law,  increasing  its  use- 
fulness in  promoting  the  due  administration  of  justice,  and  culti- 
yating  social  intercourse  among  its  members,  may  execute  under  ArUciM of 
their  hands  and  acknowledge  before  some  person  authorized  to  take  ■«*«^on- 
the  acknowledgment  of  d^s,  one  or  more  duplicate  articles  of 
agreement,  as  hereinafter  specified,  one  copy  whereof  shall  be  filed 
and  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  state,  and  a  record  when  reeowicd. 
shall  be  made  of  such  articles,  or  of  a  certified  copy  thereof,  in  the 
clerk's  office  in  the  county  in  this  State  in  which  the  office  of  snch 
association  for  the  transaction  of  business  may  be  located,  and  upon 
the  execution  and  acknowledgment  of  such  articles,  the  signers 
thereof,  and  those  who  may  thereafter  become  associated  with  them. 
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What  artielflt 
to  contain. 


shall  become  a  body  politic  and  corpomte,  for  the  purpose  set  forth 
in  said  articles. 

Seo.  2.  The  articles  of  association  shall  contain : 

First,  The  names  of  the  persons  associating  in  the  first  instance, 
and  their  places  of  residence ; 

Secondy  The  name  of  such  corporation,  and  the  place  where  its 
office  for  the  transaction  of  business  is  located,  and  the  period  for 
which  it  is  incorporated,  not  exceeding  thirty  years; 

Thirds  The  objects  for  which  it  is  organised; 

Fourthy  The  number  of  its  trustees,  if  any,  and  regular  officers, 
and  the  time  and  place  of. holding  its  annual  meeting; 

Fifthy  The  terms  and  conditions  of  membership  therein. 

Sec.  3.  No  such  corporation  shall  have  power  to  take  or  hold  any 
real  estate  except  such  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  transaction  of 
its  business  and  the  purposes  for  which  it  is  organized,  for  a  longer 
term  than  ten  years. 

Seo.  4.  All  the  funds  received  by  any  such  corporation  shall  be 
used  in  the  first  instance,  or  shall  be  invested,  and  the  income 
thereof  used  for  the  exclusive  purpose  set  forth  in  the  articles  of 
association,  and  no  portion  of  the  funds  of  such  corporation  shall  in 
any  case  be  otherwise  applied.  Such  corporation  may  take  by  gift, 
purchase,  or  devise,  property  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  fifty  thou- 
sand dollars,  and  it  shall  be  lawful  to  invest  the  same  upon  mort- 
gage or  by  loan,  or  in  bonds  on  any  city,  county,  state,  or  United 
States  securities,  but  no  loan  shall  be  made  to  any  trustee  or  officer 
of  such  corporation. 

Seo.  5.  Any  corporation  formed  under  this  act  shaU,  wheneyer 
required  by  the  attorney  general,  or  by  the  legislature,  report  a  fall 
statement  of  all  its  afbirs,  under  the  oath  of  the  president  and 
treasurer,  or  secretary,  and  for  any  neglect  to  furnish  such  report 
when  required,  such  officers  so  neglecting  shall  be  liable  to  a  pen- 
alty of  fifty  dollars  each,  to  be  recovered  by  action  of  debt,  in  the 
name  of  the  people  of  the  State  of  Michigan.

AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  board  of  control  of  State  swamp  lands 
to  make  an  appropriation  of  State  swamp  lands  to  aid  in  the 
construction  of  the  Presque  Isle  Harbor  and  False  Presque  Isle 
State  road. 

SEcnoN  1.  Tlie  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enact.  That  to 
aid  in  the  construction  of  a  State  road  to  be  called  the  Presqne 
Isle  Harbor  and  False  Presque  Isle  State  road,  commencing  at 
northeast  section  corner  of  section  nineteen  (19)  in  town  thirty- 
four  (34)  north,  of  range  eight  (8)  east,  and  running  from  thence  in 
a  southeasterly  direction  by  the  best  practical  route,  until  it  reaches 
the  southwest  section  corner  of  section  thirty-five  (35)  in  township 
thirty-three  (33)  north,  of  range  eight  (8)  east,  being  a  total  dis- 
tance of  ten  and  one-half  miles,  be  the  same  more  or  less,  and  for 
the  purpose  of  drainage  and  reclamation,  the  board  of  control  of 
State  swamp  lands  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  appro- 
priate two  sections  of  State  swamp  land  per  mile,  or  so  much 
thereof  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  building  of  said  road^as  above 
designated,  such  land  to  be  selected  from  any  vacant  Sta^  swamp 
lands  in  Presque  Isle  and  Alpena  counties,  and  said  appropriation 
to  be  expended  under  the  direction  of  the  said  board  of  control  of 
State  swamp  lands.

AN  ACT  making  appropriations  for  the  Michigan  reform  school 

for  girls. 

Appropriation.  SECTION  1.  Tlie  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enact,  That 
there  be  and  is  hereby  appropriated  for  the  Michigan  reform  school 
for  girls  the  following  sums  of  money  out  of  the  general  fund. 

How  expended,  to-wit:  For  the  Current  expenses  of  said  school  for  the  year  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-one,  the  sum  of  eleven  thou- 
sand dollars;  and  for  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
eighty-two,  eleven  thousand  dollars,  making  twenty-two  thousand 
dollars  for  the  two  years;  for  engine,  coal,  and  gas-house,  with 
engine,  boilers,  and  attachments,  water-tower  with  iron  tank  pipes. 
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hydrants,  hose,  pinmbing,  and  sfceam  fitting,  the  sum  of  fifteen 
thousand  dollars;  for  gas  furnishing  apparatus  with  pipes  to  build- 
ings and  lamp-posts,  and  gas  fixtures  to  two  cottages,  the  sum  of 
three  thousand  dollars;  for  furniture  for  two  cottages,  farm-house 
for  use  of  superintendent,  and  two  school-rooms,  the  sum  of  six 
thousand  eight  hundred  dollars;  for  grading,  cisterns,  wells,  side- 
walks, fences,  and  sewers,  the  sum  of  six  thousand  dollars;  for 
cows,  horses,  carriage,  lumber  wagon,  harnesses,  farm  implements 
and  tools,  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars;  for  miscellaneous 
expenses,  including  fitting  up  farm-house  for  use  of  superintendent, 
out-hoases,  laundries,  kitchen,  and  outside  water-closets,  the  sum 
of  one  thousand  dollars;  for  library  and  school  books  the  sum  of 
five  hundred  dollars;  for  building  two  additional  cottages,  with 
plumbing,  heating,  furniture,  grading,  fences,  sewerage,  and  current 
expenses  for  one  year^  the  sum  of  forty-four  thousand  five  hundred 
dollars;  for  chapel  and  school  building,  with  bell,  furniture,  heat- 
ing, etc^  the  sum  of  nine  thousand  seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars. 

iSsa  2.  There  shall  be  assessed  upon  the  taxable  property  of  the  how 
State  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-one  the  sum  of 
ninety-eight  thousand  five  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  and  in  the 
year  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-two  the  sum  of  eleven  thousand 
dollars,  to  be  assessed  and  levied  in  like  manner  as  other  State 
taxes  are  by  law  levied,  assessed,  and  paid,  which  tax,  when  col- 
lected, shall  be  credited  up  to  the  general  fund  to  reimburse  to  the 
same  the  sum  to  be  drawn  therefrom  as  provided  for  in  this  act.

The  clerk  of  said  court  shall  be  appointed  by  the  judge 
thereof,  and  a  memorandum  of  such  appointment  shall  be  entered 
upon  the  record  of  said  court.  Such  clerk  shall  hold  his  office  for 
the  term  of  two  years,  from  and  after  the  first  Monday  in  May  of 
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the  year  of  his  appointment,  and  until  his  successor  is  daly 
appointed  and  qualified;  but  the  first  appointment  under  this 
section  shall  not  take  effect  until  the  first  Monday  in  May,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-two.  The  judge  of  said  court  BemotBi. 
shall  have  power  at  any  time  to  remove  such  clerk  for  incompe- 
tency, dishonesty  or  negligence  in  the  performance  of  his  official 
duties,  and  in  case  of  such  removal,  or  in  case  of  a  vacancy  from 
any.  cause,  the  judge  shall  fill  the  unexpired  term  by  a  new 
appointment. 

Ssa  11.  Before  any  suit  at  law  or  in  equity  shall  be  commenced  oonrtfM. 
in  said  court,  there  shall  be  paid  to  the  clerk  of  said  court  by  the 
party  commencing  such  suit  the  sum  of  two  dollars,  and  before 
any  final  judgment  or  decree  shall  be  entered  in  any  such  suit, 
there  shall  be  paid  by  the  prevailing  party  to  said  clerk  the  sum  of 
four  dollars.  And  if  a  jury  shall  be  demanded  by  either  party  to 
any  such  suit,  such  party  shall  at  the  time  of  making  such 
demand,  pay  to  said  clerk  the  sum  of  three  dollars :  Provided,  i 
That  in  case  both  parties  demand  u  jury,  the  clerk  shall  receive ^"'^' 
such  sum  from  the  party  first  making  the  demand  only.  All 
moneys  so  paid  shall  be  for  the  use  of  said  city,  and  shall  be  paid 
weekly  by  the  clerk  to  the  city  treasurer,  and  placed  to  the  credit 
of  the  general  fund ;  and  the  sums  paid  as  aforesaid  shall  be  held 
to  be  in  full  of  all  clerk's  entry  and  jury  fees  in  any  such  suit, 
from  the  commencement  thereof,  to  and  including  the  issuing 
and  return  of  execution  or  other  final  process.  The  sum  or  sums 
so  paid  shall  be  taxed  as  costs  of  suit  in  favor  of  the  party  paying 
the  same,  if  he  be  the  prevailing  party,  in  addition  to  any  other 
costs  to  which  he  may  be  entitled  by  law. 

Sbc.  13.  The  said  superior -court  shall  have  original  jurisdiction,  JnrMietfon 
concnrrent  with  the  circuit  court  for  the  county  of  Kent,  in  all  •'**"*• 
civil  actions  of  a  transitory  nature,  when  the  debt  or  damage 
claimed  is  over  one  hundred  dollars,  in  which  both  parties  reside 
in  the  city  of  Grand  Bapids;  or  in  which  either  the  plaintiff  or 
the  defendant  resides  in  the  city  of  Grand  Bapids,  and  service  of  a 
copy  of  the  declaration  or  process  by  which  suit  is  begun  shall  be 
had  within  said  city;  or  in  which  the  plaintiffs^  or  one  of  them,  if 
there  be  more  than  one,  reside  in  said  city,  and  the  defendants,  or 
one  of  them,  if  there  be  more  than  one,  shall  be  served  with  a 
copy  of  the  declaration,  or  with  process  in  said  city;  or  in  which 
the  defendants,  or  one  of  them,  if  there  be  more  than  one,  reside 
in  said  city,  and  are  served  with  a  copy  of  the  declaration,  or  with 
process  in  said  city.  Said  court  shall  also  have  such  jurisdiction 
of  all  actions  of  trespass  upon  lands  situate  in  the  city  of  Grand 
Bapids;  of  all  actions  of  ejectment  for  lands  situate  in  said  city; 
of  suits  begun  by  writ  of  attachment  against  non-residents,  if  the 
property  attached  is  in  the  corporate  limits  of  said  city  when  the 
writ  is  sued  out;  of  all  equity  suits  in  which  both  parties  are  resi- 
dents of  said  city,  or  in  which  either  party  is  a  resident  of  said 
city,  or  in  which  any  complainant  or  defendant  shall  be  a  resident 
of  said  city,  or  in  which  the  subject  matter  of  such  suit  is  situate 
in  said  city ;  of  all  foreclosure  suits  upon  land  situate  in  said  city.

And  said  superior  court  shall  have  exclusive  jurisdiction  of  all 
actions  of  a  civil  nature  at  law  or  in  equity,  which  may  be  brought 
by  or  against  the  board  of  education  of  said  city,  or  by  or  against 
the  said  city  or  any  of  its  officers;  and  shall  have  exclusive  appel- 
late jurisdiction,  where  appeals  may  be  made,  of  all  cases  originally 
commenced  and  prosecuted  in  the  police  court  of  Grand  Rapids, 
where  a  final  judgment  shall  be  rendered  by  police  court  in  cases 
arising  out  of  the  breach  of  any  provision  of  the  charter  or  ordi- 
nances of  said  city;  and  exclusive  original  jurisdiction  to  issae 
writs  of  certiorari  in  such  cases  tried  and  determined  in  said  police 
court,  and  determine  the  same,  when  it  may  be  lawfully  done.  All 
the  jurisdiction  conferred  upon  a  recorder's  court  of  the  said  city, 
in  and  by  title  VI.  and  VII.  of  the  revised  charter  of  the  said  city, 
and  the  acts  amendatory  thereto,  is  transferred  to  and  vested  in 
the  said  superior  court  Said  superior  court  shall  also  have  orig- 
inal and  exclusive  jurisdiction  of  all  prop^cutions  and  proceedings 
in  behalf  of  the  people  of  this  State,  for  all  crimes,  misdemeanors 
and  offenses  arising  under  the  laws  of  this  State,  and  committed 
within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  city  of  Grand  Bapids,  except  in 
cases  exclusively  cognizable  by  the  police  court  or  the  justices  of 
the  peace  of  said  city,  and  shall  have  power  to  issue  all  lawful  writs 
and  process,  and  to  do  all  lawful  acts  which  may  be  necessary  and 
proper  to  carry  into  complete  effect  the  powers  and  jurisdiction 
given  by  this  act,  and  especially  to  issue  all  writs  and  process,  and 
to  do  all  acts  which'  the  circuit  courts  of  this  State,  within  their 
respective  jurisdictions,  may  in  like  cases  issue  and  do  by  the  laws 
of  this  State :  Provided^  That  this  act  shall  not  in  any  way  affect 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  circuit  court  for  the  county  of  Kent  over 
any  case  pending  in  said  court  when  this  act  shall  take  effect,  nor 
the  validity  of  any  recognizance  heretofore  made  to  said  court; 
and  the  prosecuting  attorney  for  the  county  of  Kent  shall  appear 
and  act  for  the  people  of  the  State  of  Michigan,  in  said  superior 
court,  in  all  cases  arising  under  the  laws  of  this  State.  All  indict- 
ments for  offenses  committed  within  the  limits  of  the  city  of  Grand 
Bapids,  which  may  be  found  and  presented  to  the  circuit  court  for 
the  county  of  Kent,  by  the  grand  jury  of  said  county,  shall  be 
forthwith  certified  and  transmitted  by  the  clerk  of  said  circuit 
court  to  said  superior  court,  and  thereupon  said  superior  court 
shall  have  as  full  and  complete  jurisdiction  of  said  indictments  as 
if  the  same  had  been  originally  presented  to  said  superior  conrt, 
and  shall  have  full  power  to  take  all  further  proceedings  thereon. 

Sec.  19.  The  supervisor  and  aldermen  of  each  ward,  in  said 
city  of  Grand  Bapids,  shall  on  or  before  the  twenty-fifth  day  of 
May  in  each  year,  make  a  list  of  persons  to  serve  as  jurors  in  said 
superior  court  for  the  ensuing  year;  such  list  shall  be  selected  from 
the  persons  assessed  on  the  assessment  roll  of  the  ward  for  the  same 
year;  and  in  making  such  selection  they  shall  take  the  names  of 
such  only  as  have  the  qualifications  of  electors  of  said  city,  and 
who  are  not  exempt  from  serving  on  juries,  who  are  in  possession  of 
their  natural  faculties,  and  not  infirm  or  decrepid,  of  good  char- 
acter, of  approved  integrity,  of  sound  judgment,  and  well  informed 
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and  capable  of  niiderstanding  and  speaking  intelligibly  the  English 
language,  and  free  from  all  legal   exceptions,  and  who  have  not 
made,  and  in  whose  behalf  there   has    not   been   made   to   said 
supervisor  and  alderman  [aldermen],  or  either  of  them,  any  appli- 
catioii  to  be  selected  and  returned  as  jurors.    Such  list  shall  contain 
not  less  than  one  for  every  thirty  electors  of  such  ward,  computing 
according  to  the  last  preceding  polUist.    In  making  such  selection, 
the  supervisor  and  alderman  [aldermen]  shall  avoid,  as  far  as  prac- 
ticable, selecting  any  of  the  persons  who  were  actually  drawn, 
and  who  served  as  jurors  during  the  preceding  year.    Duplicate  lists  nnpiicate  uib 
of  persons  so  selected  shall  be  made  out  and  signed  by  the  supervisor  JieA.*^**^'*** 
and  aldermen  making  such  selection,  and  within  two  days  thereafter 
one  of  each  of  said  lists  shall  be  filed  with  the  clerk  of  said  superior 
court,  and  the  other  shall  be  filed  with  the  clerk  of  said  city.    On  Dntyofcierk  on 
receiving  such  lists  the  clerk  of  said  superior  court  shall  write  "**'^'*"^ 
down  the  names  contained  therein  on  separate  pieces  of  paper,  of 
the  same  size  and  appearance  as  nearly  as  may  be,  and  shall  fold  up 
each  of  such  pieces  of  paper,  so  as  to  conceal  the  name  thereon,  and 
deposit  the  same  in  a  box  to  be  kept  by  him  for  that  purpose,  to  be 
labeled  ''jury  box.''    The  persons  whose  names  shall  be  so  returned 
shall  serve  as  such  jurors  for  one  year,  and  until  other  lists  from 
the  respective  wards  shall  be  filed.    Upon  receiving  such  new  list, 
the  clerk  of  said  superior  court  shall  destroy  the  ballots  deposited  in 
the  jury  box  for  the  year  preceding,  and  deposit  the  ballots  contain- 
ing the  names  entered  on  such  new  list,  in  the  same  manner  as 
above  required,  at  least  five  days  before  the  holding  of  any  regular 
term  of  said  superior  court.    The  clerk  of  said  superior  court  shall  Howjmydmwn. 
draw  from  said  jury  box  the  names  of  twenty-four  persons,  and  any 
additional  number  that  may  have  been  ordered  by  the  court,  to 
serve  as  jurors.    At  least  five  days  before  the  drawing  of  such 
jurors,  the  said  clerk  shall  give  notice  to  the  mayor,  and  the  two 
justices  of  the  peace  of  said  city  whose  term  of  oflice  will  soonest 
expire,  of  the  day  and  hour  when  such  drawing  will  take  place. 
At  the  time  appointed  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  mayor  and  the  Mayomd 
justices  aforesaid  to  attend  at  said  clerk's  ofiSce  to  witness  such  ilS^tal^iSJlf^ 
drawing;   and  if  any  two  of  said  officers  shall  attend  at  the  time  <i»«<>« 
and  place  appointed,  the  clerk  shall  proceed  in  their  presence  to 
draw  the  jurors.    If  two  of  the  officers  so  notified  do  not  appear,  the  uatrof  deik 
clerk  shall  adjourn  the  drawing  of  such  jurors  until  the  next  day,  JJ^JJ"**™^ 
and  shall,  by  written  notice,  require  any  two  justices  of  the  peace  of 
said  city  to  attend  such  drawing  on  the  adjourned  day.    If,  at  the 
adjourned  day,  any  two  of  the  officers  notified  to  attend  the  draw- 
ing of  such  jurors  shall  appear,  but  not  otherwise,  the  clerk  shall 
proceed,  in  public,  and  in  the  presence  of  the  officers  so  appearing, 
to  draw  the  jurors.

Should  the  court,  in  TUennmi^ 
any  case,  order  talesmen  to  be  summoned,  they  shall  be  selected  by  ^^ 
the  clerk  in  open  court,  drawing  from  said  jury  box,  out  of  the 
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names  not  before  drawn,  the  number  of  names  ordered  by  the  coart, 
and  a  record  of  snch  order  and  drawing  shall  be  entered  on  the 
journal  of  said  court,  and  the  persons  so  drawn  shall  serve  only  in

AN  ACT  to  provide  for  supplying  certain  township  officers  of  this 
State  with  copies  of  a  treatise  on  townships,  and  the  powers  and 
duties  of  township  officers. 

Section  1.  The  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enact.  That 
the  secretary  of  state  shall,  as  soon  as  the  same  can  be  prepared 
and  published  after  the  adjournment  of  the  present  legislature,  pro- 
cure a  sufficient  number  of  copies  of  the  *'  Treatise  on  townships, 
and  the  powers  and  duties  of  township  officers,"  of  which  Sanford 
M.  Green  is  the  author,  to  supply  one  copy  thereof  to  each  of  the 
several  supervisors,  township  clerks,  commissioners  of  highways, 
and  township  drain  commissioners  in  this  State,  and  to  each  of  the 
justices  of  the  peace  in  the  several  townships  in  this  State:  Pro- 
videdf  That  the  said  work,  including  the  forms  of  proceeding8» 
shall  be  carefully  revised  and  corrected  by  the  author^  and  adiqpted 
to  the  laws  as  they  shall  exist  when  the  said  legislature  shall  adjoorny 
and  shsdl  be  approved  by  the  secretary  of  state  and  the  attorney

struct a  State  road,  commencing  at  or  near  the  depot  of  the  Chicago 
and  Northwestern  railroad  at  Stephenson,  in  the  township  of  Ste- 
phenson, and  running  thence  to  Oedar  Forks,  over  the  established 
mail  route,  in  the  township  of  Gedarville,  Menominee  county,  a  dis- 
tance of  about  fourteen  miles.  Said  road  to  be  constructed,  and 
the  appropriation  to  be  expended  under  the  direction  of  said  board 
of  control. 

This  act  is  ordered  to  take  immediate  effect.

AN  AGT  to  provide  for  the  appointment,  defining  the  duties  and 
fixing  the  compensation  of  a  stenographer  for  the  circuit  court 
for  the  county  of  Saginaw. 

Section  1.  The  People  of  the  Slate  of  Michigan  eftact,  That 
a  stenographer  for  the  circuit  court  for  the  county  of  Saginaw  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  governor,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  judge 
of  said  court,  and  on  the  certificate  of  said  judge  that  the  business 
of  said  court  is  such  as  to  render  the  employment  of  a  stenographer 
desirable. 

Sec.  2.  The  person  so  appointed  shall  be  deemed  an  oflBcer  of  the 
court,  and  shall  hold  the  position  during  the  pleasure  of  the  goT* 
ernor:  Providedj  The  court  shall  have  the  power  to  suspend 
him  for  misconduct  or  failure  to  properly  perform  hif^  duties,  and 
in  case  of  such  suspension  he  shall  thereafter  cease  to  hold  the  office 
of  stenographer,  unless  by  order  of  the  court  his  suspension  be 
rescinded.  If  such  suspension  shall  not  be  rescinded  within  thirty 
days  after  the  order,  the  office  shall  be  deemed  vacant,  and  it  shaU 
thereupon  be  the  duty  of  the  governor,  on  receiving  notice  of  such 
yacancy  from  the  presiding  judge  to  fill  the  same  by  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  competent  person  under  the  recommendation  of  said 
judge. 

Seo.  3.  In  case  of  the  death  or  resignation  of  the  stenographer, 
or  his  inability  to  serve,  from  any  cause,  the  governor  shall,  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  judge  of  said  court,  appoint  a  successor  to 
the  office  on  receiving  notice  of  such  vacancy  from  said  judge ;  but 
in  case  of  sickness  or  temporary  absence,  or  suspension  by  the  court 
as  aforesaid  of  the  stenographer,  the  judge  may  appoint  some  com- 
petent person  to  act  in  his  absence  or  during  such  suspension. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  stenographer,  so  appointed,  to 
attend  upon  the  court  at  each  term,  under  the  direction  of  the 
court,  and  to  take  fall  stenographic  notes  of  the  testimony  and 
other  proceedings  on  the  trial  of  cases. 

Sec.  5.  The  stenographer  so  appointed  shall  receive,  as  a  compen- 
sation for  such  services,  the  sum  of  twelve  hundred  dollars  per 
annum,  which  sum  shall  be  paid  in  monthly  installments  out  of 
the  county  treasury  upon  the  order  of  the  clerk  of  said  court,  said 
clerk  being  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  draw  such  orders  and 
the  county  treasurer  to  pay  the  same  upon  presentation :  Providedj 
The  circuit  judge  shall  certify  thereon  that  said  services  have  been 
faithfully  performed. 

Sec.  6.  In  case  the  counsel  for  either  party  to  a  suit  shall  desire 
a  transcript  of  the  whole  or  a  part  of  the  testimony  or  proceedings 
in  any  case  for  the  purpose  of  moving  for  a  new  trial  or  removing 
it  to  the  supreme  court,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  stenographer  so 
appointed  to  furnish  the  same  within  such  time  as  the  judge  shall 
direct,  and  he  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  therefor  from  the  party  so 
requiring  it  the  sum  of  eight  cents  per  folio  for  each  iolio  so  trans- 
cribed, and  the  money  so  paid  the  stenographer  shall  be  received

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Sbotion-  1.  Ths  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enact.  That 
sections  thirty  and  thirty-one  of  an  act  entitled  ^'An  act  further  to 
preserve  the  purity  of  elections,  and  guard  against  the  abuses  of  the 
elective  franchise  by  registration  of  electors,^'  approved  February 
fourteen,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-nine,  as  amended  by  act  num- 
ber thirty  of  the  session  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-four, 
approved  February  five,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-four,  be  and 
the  same  are  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

Sec.  30.  The  city  board  of  registration  of  the  city  of  Detroit  shall 
cause  a  session  of  the  board  of  registration  of  each  ward,  or  election

AN  ACT  to  provide  for  the  incorporation  of  ^'Subordinate  Tents 
of  the  Knights  of  the  Maccabees  of  the  World,''  and  the  great 
camp  thereof  lor  the  State  of  Michigan. 

SxcnoK  1.  The  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enacts  That 
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any  subordinate  tent  of  the  ^'Knights  of  the  Maocabees  of  the 
World"  duly  organized  within  this  State,  under  and  pursuant  to 
the  provisions  of  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  ''Supreme  Tent 
of  the  Knights  of  the  Maccabees  of  the  World/'  may  become  a 
body  corporate  and  polfiio  in  the  manner  following : 

Firsty  At  some  regular  review  of  such  tent  a  resolution  shall  be 
put  to  vote  of  the  members  thereof  expressing  the  desire  and  deter- 
mination of  said  tent  to  be  incorporated,  and  directing  the  officers 
thereof  to  perfect  such  incorporation;  and  if  such  resolution 
receives  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present,  it  shall  be 
declared  passed,  otherwise  lost ; 

Secondf  On  such  resolution  being  so  passed,  the  sir  knight  com- 
mander and  sir  knight  record-keeper  shall  prepare  articles  of 
association,  under  their  hands  and  the  seal  of  the  tent,  setting 
forth  the  number  of  persons  then  in  good  standing  in  the  tent 
desiring  incorporation ;  the  name  by  which  the  tent  is  known ;  the 
date  of  its  organization ;  a  copy  of  the  resolution  mentioned  in  the 
first  subdivision  of  this  act;  the  corporate  name  by  which  the  tent 
shall  be  known  in  the  law ;  the  object  and  purpose  of  the  associa- 
tion, which  shall  in  no  way  conflict  or  be  inconsistent  with  the 
object  and  purpose  of  the  supreme  tent  of  knights  of  the  Macca- 
bees of  the  world,  as  stated  in  its  constitution,  and  the  period  for 
which  it  is  incorporated,  not  exceeding  one  hundred  years ; 

Thirds  A  copy  of  such  articles  of  association  shall  be  filed  with 
the  county  clerk  of  the  county  in  which  such  corporation  shall  be 
formed,  and  shall  be  recorded,  together  with  the  affidavit  hereafter 
named,  by  such  clerk  in  a  book  to  be  kept  by  him  for  that  pur- 
pose; 

Fourthf  The  sir  knight  commander  and  record-keeper  executing 
such  articles  of  association  shall  make  and  annex  thereto,  before 
filing,  an  affidavit  stating  that  they  are  respectively  members  of 
and  occupy  the  official  positions  above  named  in  said  tent ;  that 
the  resolution,  a  copy  of  which  is  set  out  in  the  articles  of  associar 
tion,  was  duly  passed  at  a  regular  review  of  said  tent,  and  received 
a  two-thirds  majority  of  all  members  present ;  and  that  all  the 
statements  in  said  articles  of  association  are  true,  to  the  best  of 
their  and  each  of  their  knowledge  and  belief,  and  that  said  tent  is 
organized  and  acting  under  the  constitution  of  the  supreme  tent  of 
the  knights  of  the  Maccabees  of  the  world.  * 

Sbc.  2.  When  the  foregoing  requirements  are  complied  with  the 
tent  shall  be  a  body  corporate  and  politic  by  the  name  expressed  in 
such  articles  of  association,  and  by  that  name  shall  be  a  person  in 
the  law,  capable  of  suing  and  being  sued,  and  a  copy  of  said  arti- 
cles of  association  and  affidavit  duly  certified  by  the  clerk  in  whose 
custody  the  same  may  be  under  the  seal  of  the  proper  county  shaU 
he  prima  facie  evidence  in  all  courts  of  this  State  of  the  existence 
and  incorporation  of  said  tent. 

Sec.  3.  Whenever  a  great  camp  shall  be  organized  in  this  State 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  constitution  of  the  sapreme  tent 
of  the  knights  of  the  Maccabees  of  the  world,  it  may  become 
incorporated  by  passing  a  like  resolution  as  provided  in  section  one 
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of  this  act,  execating  articles  of  association  under  the  hands  of  its  AiiiciMtobe 
sir  knight  great  commander  and  sir  knight  great  record-keeper  toiy^itatT^ 
and  sea)  of  the  great  camp  containing  like  statements  as  those 
required  in  articles  of  association  for  subordinate  tents,  with  a  like 
afiBdavit  annexed,  executed  by  the  two  great  officers  above  in  this 
section  named,  and  filing  the  same  with  the  secretary  of  state,  and 
a  copy  thereof  certified  by  him  shall  have  the  same  effect  as  evi- 
dence as  provided  for  in  section  two  of  this  act. 

Sec.  4.  Every  corporation  formed  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  what  propatar 
this  act  may  take  and  hold  personal  and  real  property,  so  far  asSST*****''"^ 
may  be  necessary  for  the  proper  purposes  of  the  organization,  not 
exceeding  fifty  thousand  dollars  in  amount,  and  convey,  dispose  of, 
and  deal  with" the  same  as  it  may  from  time  to  time  determine  by  a 
majority  vote  of  members  present  and  voting  thereon. 

Sec.  5.  The  management,  direction,  and  control  of  the  property  in  whom  prop, 
and  business  of  such  corporations  shall  be  vested  in  such  of  its toUjtJbS!^^ 
officers  and  persons  as  a  majority  of  the  members  present  and  act- 
ing thereon  shall  from  time  to  time  determine. 

This  act  is  ordered  to  take  immediate  effect.

AK  ACT  to  amend  section  twenty-six  of  act  number  one  hundred 
and  ninety-four  of  the  session  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and 
seventy-seven,  approved  May  twenty-two,  eighteen  hundred  and 
seventy-seven,  relative  to  the  organization,  regulation  and  man- 
agement of^tbe  asylums  for  the  insane,  and  effectually  to  provide 
for  the  care,  maintenance,  and  recovery  of  the  insane. 

Sbctiok  1.  The  People  of  the  SUde  of  Michigan  enact.  That  seenon 
section  twenty-six  of  act  number  one  hundred  and  ninety-four  of  •°*^**^ 
the  session  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-seven,  approved 
May  twenty-second,  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-seven,  relative  to 
the  organization,  regulation,  and  management  of  the  asylums  for 
the  insane,  and  effectually  to  provide  for  the  care,  maintenance,  and 
recovery  of  the  insane,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to 
lead  as  follows  :

pense of  the  county  to  which  he  belongs,  until  he  shall  be  restored 
to  soundness  of  mind,  if  effected  in  two  years,  and  until  otherwise 
ordered.  The  judge  of  probate  in  such  case  shall  have  power  to 
compel  the  attendance  of  witnesses  and  jurors,  and  shall  file  the 
certificates  of  the  physicians,  taken  under  oath,  and  other  papers, 
in  hie  office,  and  enter  the  proper  order  in  the  journal  of  the  pro- 
bata court  in  his  office.  The  judge  of  probate  shall  report  the  result 
of  his  proceedings  to  the  supervisors  of  his  county,  if  such  person 
belongs  to  that  county,  whose  duty  it  shall  be,  at  the  next  annual 
meeting  thereafter,  to  raise  money  requisite  to  meet  the  expenses  of 
support  accordingly.

■lonwofiimir.  any  manner,  directly  or  indirectly,  in  transacting  or  soliciting 
•■^  within  this  State,  business  for  any  fire  or  inland  navigation  insur- 

ance company  or  association,  not  incorporated  by  the  laws  of  this 
State,  or  to  act  for  or  in  behalf  of  any  person  or  persons,  firm  or  cor- 
poration, as  agent  or  broker,  or  in  any  other  capacity,  to  procure,  or 
assist  to  procure,  a  fire  or  inland  marine  policy  or  policies  of  insur- 
ance on  property  situated  in  this  State,  in  any  company  or  associa-

AN  AOT  to  provide  for  the  enrollment  of  contributing  members 
in  each  company  and  battery  of  state  troops. 

Section  1.  The  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enacts  That 
not  more  than  one  hundred  and  fifty  contributing  members  may  be 
enrolled  in  each  company  and  battery  of  state  troops.  Each  of  such 
contributing  members  shall  pay  into  the  treasury  of  such  organiza- 
tion annually,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  July,  not  less  than  ten 
dollars.  Upon  the  payment  of  such  annual  dues  such  contributing 
member  shall  receive  from  the  commanding  officer  of  such  organiz* 
ation  a  certificate  countersigned  by  the  secretary  thereof,  and  shall 
fhnn  be  exempt  during  the  ensuing  year  from  jury  duty  and  poll  tax  in 
the  same  manner  that  active  members  of  the  state  troops  are  now 
exempt  The  fund  derived  from  the  dues  of  contributing  members 
shall  be  accounted  for  and  used  in  accordance  with  regulations  to 
be  prescribed  by  the  state  military  board. 

This  act  is  ordered  to  take  immediate  efiect.

AN  ACT  for  the  protection  and  preservation  of  deer,  ruffed  grouse^ 
colin  or  quail,  pinnated  grouse,  wild  turkey,  speckled  trout,  and 
grayling. 

Section  1.  The  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enacts  That 
no  person  or  corporation  or  company  shall,  at  any  time,  kill,  or 
expose  for  sale,  transport,  or  have  in  bis  possession,  any  deer,  ruffed 
grouse,  colin   or  quail,  pinnated  grouse,  nor  wild  turkey,  or  any 
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part  of  the  carcass  of  the  same,  after  the  same  has  been  killed,  for 
any  purpose  except  for  consumption  as  food  within  this  State. 

Sec.  2.  No  person,  corporation,  or  company,  shall  kill,  or  expose  Twuportetion 
for  sale,  or  have  in  possession,  except  alive,  at  any  time,  any  deer,  SMtJi****'^ 
raffed  grouse,  colin  or  qnail,  pinnated  grouse,  nor  wild  turkey,  or 
any  part  of  the  carcass  of  the  same,  with  the  intention  of  sending 
or  transporting,  or  having  the  same  sent  or  transported  beyond  the 
limits  of  this  State. 

Sec.  3.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  penalty  fiir 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall  likewise  be^*'***®"®'** 
liable  to  a  penalty  of  fifty  dollars  for  each  offense,  and  shall,  on 
conviction  thereof,  be  committed  to  the  common  jail  of  the  county 
until  such  penalty  is  paid :  Provided,  Such  imprisonment  shall  not 
exceed  thirty  days. 

Sec.  4.  All  prosecutions  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  whanpRMe- 
be  commenced  within  one  year  from  the  time  such  offense  was  SmmencJL 
committed. 

Sec.  5.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  as  permitting  the  How  act 
capture,  killing,  or  transportation  of  any  of  the  kinds  or  species  of  **""*"*^ 
birds,  animals,  or  fish  referred  to  in  this  act,  at  any  time  in  which 
the  same  is,  or  by  any  means  or  manner,  which  is  prohibited  by 
statute  of  this  State,  now  in  force,  or  hereafter  to  be  enacted.

That  JJjyJ^^;^ 
the  board  of  control  of  State  swamp  lands  of  this  State  are  hereby  atoumdf*'^ 
authorized  and  empowered  to  appropriate  not  to  exceed  six  sections 
of  State  swamp  lands  in  the  lower  peninsula,  not  otherwise  appro- 
priated, or  so  much  thereof  as  they  may  deem  necessary  after  a  full 
investigation  of  its  merits,  for  the  purpose  of  straightening  and 
deepening  Portage  creek  and  otherwise  improving  the  carrent  in 
said  creek,  to  aid  in  draining  and  reclaiming  the  open  swamps  and 
overflowed  lands  situate  and  being  in  the  township  of  Pavilion, 
Kalamazoo  county,  in  this  State :  Provided,  That  said  expenditure  ] 
shall  be  made  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  law  relative  to  the 
construction  of  swamp  land  State  roads  and  ditches,  under  the 
supervision  of  the  State  swamp  land  commissioner  and  said  board 
of  control.

proper  and  discreet  persons,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  prepare  a 
suitable  bill  for  the  assessment,  levy,  and  collection  of  taxes,  and  to 
report  the  same  to  the  governor  on  the  completion  thereof  In  case 
of  the  death,  refusal,  or  inability  to  act,  of  any  members  of  said 
commission  before  its  labors  are  completed,  the  governor  shall 
appoint  some  suitable  person  or  persons  to  fill  the  vacancy.

an  opportunity  to  report  to  the  house  in  which  such  amendment 
originated  their  views  in  relation  thereto. 

Sec.  4.  The  members  of  said  commission  shall  receive  a  reasonable 
compensation  for  services  and  expenses,  to  be  fixed  and  allowed  by 
the  State  board  of  auditors;  and  such  commission  may  employ  a 
clerk,  at  a  compensation  to  be  approved  and  allowed  by  the  board 
of  State  auditors.

That  »•«««« 
section  seventeen  of  an  act  entitled  "  An  act  in  relation  to  life  insar-  ""'^ 
anoe  companies  transacting  business  within  this  State/'  approved 
March  thirtieth,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-nine,  being  section 
twenty-nine  hundred  and  fifty-two  of  the  compiled  laws  of  eighteen 
hundred  and  seventy-one,  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

Sectiok  17.  No  policy  of  insurance  on  life  issued  after  this  act  foiMtanof 
shall  take  eflTect,  by  any  company  organized  under  the  laws  of  this  ^^' 
State,  shall  be  forfeited  or  become  void  by  the  non-payment  of  any 
premium  thereon,  after  the  third,  any  further  than  as  follows :  The 
net  value  of  the  policy  when  the  premium  becomes  due  and  is  not 
paid  shall  be  ascertained  according  to  the  '^  American  experience 
table**  rate  of  mortality,  with  interest  at  four  per  centum  per  annum. 
A  surrender  charge  shall  be  first  deducted  from  such  net  value  on 
the  following  basis,  to-wit:  From  policies  that  have  paid  three  full  * 
years'  premiums,  forty  per  cent;  from  policies  that  have  paid  four 
fall  years' premiums,  thirty-six  percent;  from  policies  that  have 
paid  five  full  years'  premiums,  thirty-two  per  cent ;  and  so  on  in  like 
manner  decreasing  the  discount  four  per  centum  for  each  full  year's 
premium  paid  until  the  discount  is  exhausted,  when  no  surrender 
charge  shall  be  made.  After  deducting  the  surrender  charge  from 
the  net  value,  the  remainder  shall  be  considered  a  net  single  pre- 
mium of  whole  life  non-participating  insurance,  and  the  amount  it 
will  insure  shall  be  determined  according  to  the  age  of  the  party  at 
the  time  when  the  unpaid  premium  became  due  and  the  assump- 
tions aforesaid  in  regard  to  rate  of  interest  and  table  of  mortality. 
In  case  of  any  indebtedness  on  any  policy,  such  indebtedness  shaJl 
be  first  deducted  from  the  net  value  remaining  after  deducting  the 
discount,  and  the  remainder,  if  any,  shall  be  used  as  the  net  single 
premium  as  aforesaid.

read  as  follows:

AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  incorporation  of  a  Michigan  Miners' 
Mutual  Fire  Insurance  Oompanj. 

Section  1.  The  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enact.  That 
any  number  of  owners  or  operators  of  flouring  mills,  or  gri^  miilSy 
or  feed  mills,  and  residents  of  this  State,  not  less  than  ten,  may  as- 
sociate together  and  form  an  incorporated  company  for  the  purpose 
of  mutual  insurance  of  the  property  of  its  members  against  loss  or 
damage  by  fire  ur  lightning;  which  property  to  be  insured  shall  be 
located  in  this  State,  and  shall  consist  of  flouring  mills,  grist  mills, 
feed  mills,  with  the  engines,  gears,  machinery,  implements,  and  de- 
vices used  therein  in  the  grinding,  crushing,  cleaning,  and  prepara- 
tion of  all  kinds  of  grains,  seeds,  or  ether  vegetable  products  tor 
food  or  feed,  and  the  accompanying  warehouses,  out  buildings,  and 
sheds  appertaining  to  said  flouring,  grist,  or  feed  mills,  or  the  ma- 
chinery connected  therewith  belonging  to  the  members. 

Sso.  2.  Such  persons  so  associating  shall  file  in  the  office  of  the 
oommissioner  of  insurance  a  statement,  signed  hy  all  the  corpora- 
tors, stating  their  purpose  of  forming  a  company  for  the  transaction 
of  the  business  of  insurance  as  expressed  in  the  first  aectton  of  this 
act;  which  statement  shall  also  comprise  a  copy  of  the  artidee  of 
association  proposed  to  be  adopted  by  them ;  and  shall  publish  a 
notice  of  such,  their  intention,  once  in  each  week  for  at  least  five 
successivo  weeks,  in  a  public  newspaper  published  in  the  county  in 
which  the  office  of  such  company  is  proposed  to  be  located. 

Sec.  3.  The  persons  so  associating,  after  having  filed  the  state- 
ment and  published  the  notice  as  aforesaid,  may  open  books  to  re- 
ceive propositions  and  enter  into  agreements  in  manner  hereinafter 
specified  and  in  accordance  with  the  articles  of  association  of  aaid 
company:  Provided,  however,  That  insurance  companies  organised 
as  aforesaid  shall  not  commence  business  until  honifide  agreements 
have  been  entered  into  with  each  for  insurance  with  at  least  ten  in- 
dividuals, covering  property  to  be  insured  to  the  amount  of  not  less 
than  fifty  thoHsand  dollars. 

Sec.  4.  The  companies  formed  under  this  act  shall  not  purchase 
or  hold  any  real  estate  except, — 

First,  Such  as  shall  be  necessary  for  their  immediate  accommo- 
dation in  transacting  business ;  or 

Second,  Such  as  shall  have  been  conveyed  or  mortgaged  to  the 
companies  in  good  faith  by  way  of  security  for  debts ;  or 

Third,  Such  as  shall  have  been  conveyed  to  the  companies  in 
satisfaction  for  debts;  or 

Fourth,  Such  as  shall  have  been  purchased  at  sales  upon  jadg^ 
ments,  decrees,  or  mortgages  in  favor  of  said  companies,  or  held  or 
owned  by  them.  And  all  real  estate  obtained  by  virtue  of  any  pro- 
visions of  this  section,  except  that  mentioned  in  the  first  subdivis-

guards,  a  sum  not  exceeding  seven  hundred  dollars,  as  the  inspect- 
ors in  their  discretion  may  deem  for  the  best  interests  of  the  prison; 
and  the  agent,  keepers,  guards,  ami  all  employes  of  the  prison  shall 
be  paid  such  compensation  as  the  inspectors  shall  deem  jast  and 
reasonable,  and  shall  direct.    None  of  the  salaries  fixed  at  the  sums 
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aforesaid  shall  be  increased  beyond  the  limit  above  authorized  with- 
out the  knowledge  and  concurrence  of  the  governor.  The  warden 
shall,  in  addition  to  his  salary,  be  allowed  the  use  of  house,  fire, 
wood,  and  lights,  and  provisions  for  his  family,  and  for  guests  who 
visit  him  on  bvsiness  connected  with  the  prison,  from  the  stock 
provided  for  the  use  of  the  prison ;  and  the  deputy  warden  shall 
be  allowed  the  use  of  the  house  known  as  deputy's  house  free  of 
rent,  and  no  ofScer  or  other  person  employed  in  or  about  the  prison 
shall  be  permitted  to  receive,  in  any  way,  perquisites,  emoluments, 
or  supplies  for  themselves  or  their  families  from  the  pribon  other 
than  the  compensation  allowed  by  law.  The  inspectors  may,  if 
they  shall  deem  it  for  the  interests  [interest]  of  the  prison,  require 
the  keepers,  guards,  and  such  of  the  employes  as  they  may  desig- 
nate to  be  lodged  and  messed  or  boarded  in  the  prison,  and  for  that 
purpose  may  furnish  lodging  rooms  in  a  plain  and  substantial 
manner  and  supply  provisions  from  the  prison  stock,  which  shall 
be  cooked  and  prepared  by  the  labor  of  convicts  and  served  at 
such  time  and  in  such  place  as  the  inspectors  may  direct.

AN  ACT  to  revise  and  consolidate  the  laws  relating  to  public  in- 
BtructioA  and  primary  schools,  and  to  repeal  all  statutes  and  acts 
contrarening  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

CHAPTER  I. 

THB  SITPBBINTENDBKT  OF  PUBLIC  IN8TBUCTI0K. 

SxcnoK  1.   The  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enacts  That  Powenand 
the  saperintendetit  of  pablic  instruction  shall  have  general  supers  dutiMot 
vision  of  public  instruction  and  of  all  State  institutions,  other  than 
the  university,  that  are  essentially  educational  in  their  character, 
and  it  shall  be  his  duty,  among  other  things,  to  visit  the  university, 
the  agricultural  college,  the  institution  for  the  deaf  and  dumb,  the 
school  for  the  blind,  the  reform  school,  the  reform  school  for  girls, 
and  the  public  school  for  dependent  and  neglected  children,  and  to 
meet  with  the  governing  boards  of  each  of  said  institutions  at  least 
once  in  each  year.    He  shall  also  prepare  annually,  and  transmit  to  Tonukeamuui 
the  governor,  to  be  by  him  transmitted  to  the  legislature  at  each  ^^^ 
biennial  session  thereof,  a  report  containing: 

Firsts  A,  statement  of  the  condition  of  the  university  and  of  contmitioi 
each  of  the  several  State  educational  institutions,  all  incorporated 
institutions  of  learning,  and  the  primary, graded,  and  high  schools; 

Second^  Estimates  and  amounts  of  expenditures  of  all  educa- 
tional funds; 

nirdy  Plans  for  the  management  of  all  educational  funds,  and 
for  the  better  organization  of  the  educational  system,  if,  in  his 
opinion,  the  same  be  required; 

Fourth,  The  annual  reports  and  accompanying  documents,  so 
far  as  he  shall  deem  the  same  of  snfScient  public  interest,  of  all 
State  institutions  of  educational  character; 

Fifth,  Abstracts  of  the  annual  reports  of  the  school  inspectors 
of  the  several  townships  and  cities  of  the  State; 

Sixth,  All  such  other  matter  relating  to  his  oflSce  and  the  sub- 
ject of  education  generally  as  he  shall  deem  expedient  to  communi- 
cate. 

Sec.  2.  He  may  appoint  a  deputy  superintendent  of  public  in- nepaty  snpw. 
struction  and  revoke  such  appointment  in  his  discretion,  and  such  '"^"^''^ 
deputy  shall  take  the  constitutional  oath  of  office,  which,  with  his 
appointment,  shall  be  filed  with  the  secretary  of  state.    Said  deputy  ihiti«oL 
may  execute  the  duties  of  the  office  in  case  of  a  vacancy  or  the 
absence  of  the  superintendent. 

Sec.  3.  The  superintendent  of  public  instruction  shall  compile  sehodbwito 
and  cause  to  be  printed  all  general  laws  relating  to  schools,  together  pa^^wtth 
with  all  necessary  forms,  regulations,  and  instructions  for  conduct-  w™^***- 
ing  all  proceedings  under  said  laws,  or  relative  to  the  organization 
and  government  of  the  schools,  including  rules  and  regulations  for 
the  management  of  township  and  district  libraries,  and  he  shall 
transmit  the  same  to  the  several  officers  intrusted  with  the  care  and 
management  of  said  schools. 
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Sec.  4.  He  shall  annually,  on  receiving,  notice  from  the  auditor 
general  of  the  amounts  thereof,  and  previous  to  the  tenth  day  of 
May,  apportion  the  primary  school  interest  fund  among  the  several 
townships  and  cities  of  the  State,  in  proportion  to  the  number  of 
children  in  each  between  the  ages  of  five  and  twenty  years,  as  the 
same  shall  appear  by  the  reports  of  the  several  boards  of  school  in- 
spectors made  to  him  for  the  year  last  closed,  and  shall  prepare  a 
statement  of  the  amount  in  the  aggregate  payable  to  each  county, 
and  shall  deliver  the  same  to  the  auditor  general,  who  shall  there- 
upon draw  his  warrant  upon  the  State  treasurer  in  favor  of  the 
treasurer  of  each  county,  for  the  amount  payable  to  such  county. 
He  shall  also  send  written  notices  to  the  clerks  of  the  several 
counties  of  the  amount  in  the  aggregate  to  be  disbursed  in  their 
respective  counties,  and  the  amount  payable  to  the  townships  and 
cities  therein  respectively. 

Sec.  5.  Whenever  the  returns  from  any  county,  township,  city, 
or  district,  upon  which  a  statement  of  the  amount  to  be  disbursed 
or  paid  to  any  such  county,  township,  city,  or  district  shall  be  so 
far  defective  as  to  render  it  impracticable  to  ascertain  the  share  of 
primary  school  interest  fund  which  ought  to  be  disbursed  or  paid 
to  such  county,  township,  city,  or  district,  he  shall  ascertain  by  the 
best  evidence  in  his  power  the  facts  upon  which  the  ratio  of  such 
apportionment  shall  depend,  and  shall  make  the  apportionment 
accordingly. 

Sec.  6.  Whenever  any  county,  township,  city,  or  district,  through 
failure  or  error  in  making  the  proper  report,  shall  fail  to  receive  its 
share  of  the  primary  school  interest  fund,  the  superintendent  of 
public  instruction,  upon  satisfactory  proof  that  sa^d  county,  town- 
ship, city,  or  district  was  justly  entitled  to  the  same,  shall  appor- 
tion such  deficiency  in  his  next  apportionment;  and  whenever  it 
shall  appear  to  the  satisfaction  of  said  superintendent  that  any  dis- 
trict has  had  three  months'  school,  but  failed  to  have  the  full  time 
of  school  required  by  law,  through  no  fault  or  negligence  of  the 
district  or  its  officers,  he  may  include  such  district  in  his  apportion- 
ment of  the  primary  school  interest  fund  in  his  discretion. 

Sec.  7.  The  superintendent  of  public  instruction  shall  perform 
such  other  duties  as  are  or  shall  be  required  of  him  by  law,  and  at 
the  expiration  of  his  term  of  office  deliver  to  his  successor  all  prop- 
erty, books,  documents,  maps,  records,  reports,  and  all  other  papers 
belonging  to  his  office,  or  which  may  have  been  received  by  him  for 
the  use  of  his  office. 


CHAPTER  II. 

rOEMATION,  ALTERATION,  MEETINGS,  AND   POWBES   OF   DISTRICTS.

Whenever  the  board  of  school  inspectors  shall  contemplate 
an  alteration  of  the  boundaries  of  a  district,  the  township  clerk  (and 
for  meetings  of  boards  to  act  in  relation  to  fractional  districts,  the 
clerks  of  the  several  townships  interested)  shall  give  at  least  ten 
days'  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  meeting  of  the  inspectors, 
and  the  alteration  proposed,  by  porting  such  notice  in  three  public 
places  in  the  township  or  townships,  one  of  which  notices  shall  be 
in  each  of  the  districts  that  may  be  affected  by  such  alteration. 

Sec.  9.  The  inspectors  may,  in  their  discretion,  detach  the  prop- 
erty of  any  person  or  persons  from  one  district  and  attach  it  to 
another;  except  that  no  land  which  has  been  taxed  for  building  a 
school-house  shall  be  set  off  into  another  school  district  for  the 
period  of  three  years  thereafter,  except  by  the  consent  of  the  owner 
thereof;  and  no  district  shall  be  divided  into  two  or  more  districts 
without  the  consent  of  a  majority  of  the  resident  tax-payers  of  said 
district,  and  no  two  or  more  districts  be  consolidated  without  the 
consent  of  a  majority  of  the  resident  tax-payers  of  each  district. 

Sec  10.  The  inspectors  may  attach  to  a  school  district  any  per- 
son residing  in  a  township,  and  not  in  any  organized  district,  at  his 
request;  and  for  all  district  purposes  except  raising  a  tax  for  build- 
ing a  school-house,  such  person  shall  be  considered  as  residing  in 
such  district;  but  when  set  off  to  a  new  district,  no  sum  shall  be 
raised  for  such  person  as  his  proportion  to  the  district  property. 

Sec.  11.  In  all  cases  where  an  alteration  of  the  boundaries  of  a 
school  district  shall  be  made,  the  township  clerk  shall,  within  ten 
days,  deliver  to  the  director  of  each  district  affected  by  the  altera- 
tion a  notice  in  writing,  setting  forth  the  action  of  the  inspectors 
and  defining  the  alterations  that  have  been  made. 

DIYISIOK  OF  PROPERTY. 

Sec.  12.  When  a  new  district  is  formed,  in  whole  or  in  part,  from 
one  or  more  districts  possessed  of  a  school-house,  or  entitled  to  other 
property,  the  inspectors,  at  the  time  of  forming  such  new  district,  or 
as  soon  thereafter  as  may  be,  shall  ascertain  and  determine  the  amount

whenever  by  the  division  of  any  district,  the  school-honse  or  site  not  dmIwi,  mity 
thereof  shall  no  longer  be  conveniently  located  for  school  purposes,  ^  **"• 
and  shall  not  be  desired  for  use  by  the  new  district  in  which  it  may 
be  situated,  the  school  inspectors  of  the  township  k^  which  such 
school-house  and  site  shall  be  located,  may  advertise  and  sell  the 
same,  and  apportion  the  proceeds  of  such  sale,  and  also  any  moneys  ProoMdiof  nae 
belonging  to  the  district  thus  divided,  among  the  several  districts  uo^'^^'' 
erected  in  whole  or  in  part  from  the  divided  district. 

Sec.  13.  Such  proportion  shall  be  ascertained  and  determined  ^^^^SSStoS. 
according  to  the  value  of  the  taxable  property  of  the  respective  parts  ^ 
of  such  former  district  at  the  time  of  the  division,  by  the  best  evi- 
dence in  the  power  of  the  inspectors ;  and  such  amount  of  any  debt 
due  from  the  former  district,  which  would  have  been  a  charge  upon 
the  new,  had  it  remained  in  the  former  district,  shall  be  deducted 
from  such  proportion :   Provided,  That  no  real  estate  thus  set  oflf,  ptotIw. 
and  which  shall  not  have  been  taxed  for  the  purchase  or  building 
of  such  school-house,  shall  be  entitled  to  any  portion  thereof,  nor 
be  taken  into  account  in  such  division  of  district  property.

Sec.  14.  The  annual  meeting  of  each  school  district  shall  be  held  Annua  maetiiig. 
on  the  first  Monday  of  September  in  each  year,  and  the  school  year  8ci»ooi7««r. 
shall  commence  on  that  day:   Provided,  That  any  school  district  certain dbtriotM 
organiz?d    under  the    law  for   graded  or    high  schools,  or    any  ^Zin^  mm?* 
school  district  organized  by  a  special  act  of  the  legislature  that  shall  ^°^ 
so  determine  at  an  annual  meeting,  or  at  a  special  meeting  duly 
called  for  that  purpose,  may  hold  its  annual  meeting  on  the  second 
Monday  of  July  in  each  year,  or  in  the  same  manner  may  thereafter 
change  the  time  of  its  annual  meeting  to  the  first  Monday  in  Sep- 
tember in  each  year,  and  the  trustees  and  officers  of  the  district 
shall  date  their  terras  of  office  from  the  date  so  chosen  and  until 
their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified :  Provided  further.  That  «*»»*«>• 
such  action  in  either  case  shall  not  change  the  time  of  the  com- 
mencement of  the  school  year  or  the  taking  of  the  annual  school 
census. 

Sec.  15.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  district  board  ;8pMiaim««tiiig«. 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  board,  or  any  one  of  them,  to  call 
such  meetings  on  the  written  request  of  not  less  than  five  legal 
voters  of  the  district,  by  giving  the  notice  required  in  the  next  suc- 
ceeding section  ;  but  no  special  meeting  shall  be  called  unless  the  whenmsynot 
business  to  be  transacted  ma^  lawfully  come  before  such  meeting,  BSiSn^of  tobe 
and  no  business  shall  be  transacted  at  a  special  meeting  unless  the  itatwiin  »«««•. 
same  be  stated  in  the  notice  oi  said  meeting. 

Sec.  16.  All  notices  of  annual  or  special  district  meetings,  after  NottoMofmeet. 
the  first  meeting  has  been  lield  as  aforesaid,  shall  specify  the  day  ^^ 
and  hour  and  place  of  meeting,  and  shall  be  given  at  least  six  days 
previous  to  such  meeting,  by  posting  up  copies  thereof  in  three  of 
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the  most  public  places  in  the  district^  one  copy  of  which  for  each 
meeting  shall  be  posted  at  the  oater  door  of  the  district  school- 
house,  if  there  be  one ;  and  in  case  of  any  special  meeting  called 
for  the  purpose  of  establishing  or  changing  the  site  of  a  school- 
house,  such  notice  shall  be  given  at  least  ten  days  previous  thereto: 
Provided^  That  when  any  of  the  district  board  shall  receive  a  re- 
quest to  call  a  special  meeting,  as  provided  in  the  preceding  sec- 
tion, be  shall  forthwith  give  notice,  as  above  provided,  of  said 
meeting,  which  shall  be  called  in  not  less  than  six  lior  more  than 
twelve  days  from  the  time  the  said  officer  shall  receive  the  notice 
aforesaid.  No  annual  meeting  shall  be  deemed  illegal  for  want  of 
due  notice,  unless  it  shall  appear  that  the  omission  to  giv&  such 
notice  was  willful  and  fraudulent. 

Every  person  of  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  who  has 
property  liable  to  assessment  for  school  taxes  in  any  school  district, 
and  who  has  resided  therein  three  months  next  preceding  any 
school  meeting  held  in  said  district,  or  who  has  resided  three 
months  next  preceding  such  meeting  on  any  territory  belonging  to 
such  district  at  the  time  of  holding  said  meeting,  shall  be  a  quali- 
fied voter  in  said  meeting  upon  all  questions,  and  all  other  persons 
who  are  twenty-one  years  of  age,  and  are  the  parents  or  legal 
guardians  of  any  children  included  in  the  school  census  of  the  dis- 
trict, and  who  have,  for  three  months  as  aforesaid,  been  residents 
in  s{dd  district  or  upon  any  territory  belonging  thereto  at  the  time 
of  holding  any  school  meeting,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  on  all  ques- 
tions arising  in  said  district  which  do  not  directly  involve  the  rais- 
ing of  money  by  tax. 

Sec.  18.  If  any  person  offering  to  vote  at  a  school  district  meet- 
ing shall  be  challenged  as  unqualified  by  any  legal  voter  In  such 
district,  the  chairman  presiding  at  such  meetfhg  shall  declare  to 
the  person  challenged  the  qualifications  of  a  voter ;  and  if  such 
person  shall  state  that  he  is  qualified,  and  the  challenge  shall  not 
be  withdrawn,  the  said  chairman  shall  tender  to  him  an  oath,  in 
substance  as  follows:  '^You  do  swear  (or  affirm)  that  you  are 
twenty-one  years  of  age,  that  you  have  been  for  the  last  three 
months  an  actual  resident  of  this  school  district,  or  residing  upon 
territory  now  attached  to  this  school  district,  and  that  you  are  lia- 
ble to  pay  a  school  district  tax  therein  f  and  every  person  taking 
such  oath  shall  be  permitted  to  vote  on  all  questions  proposed  at 
such  meeting.  Or  he  may  take  the  following  oath,  to-wit:  "  You 
do  swear  (or  affirm)  that  you  have  been  for  the  past  three  months 
an  actual  resident  of  this  school  district,  or  residing  upon  territory 
now  attached  to  this  school  district,  and  that  you  are  the  parent  or 
legal  guardian  of  one  or  more  children  now  included  in  the  school 
census  of  this  district;"  and  he  may  vote  upon  all  questions  which 
do  not  directly  involve  the  raising  of  money  by  tax.  If  any  person 
so  challenged  shall  refuse  to  take  such  oath,  his  vote  shall  be  re- 
jected ;  and  any  person  who  shall  willfully  take  a  false  oath,  or 
make  a  false  affirmation,  under  the  provisions  of  this  section,  shall 
be  deemed  guilty  of  perjury.  When  any  question  is  taken  in  any 
other  manner  than  by  ballot,  a  challenge  immediately  after  the 
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vote  has  been  taken  shall  be  deemed  to  be  made  when  offering  to 
vote»  and  treated  in  the  same  manner. 

Sec.  19.  If  at  any  district  meeting  any  person  shall  conduct  him-  DiMMwiyper. 
self  in  a  disorderly  manner,  and,  after  notice  from  the  moderator  or  SStJJ^fto*bt 
person  presiding,  shall  persist  therein,  the  moderator  or  person  pre-  ^jnintoow. 
siding  may  order  him  to  withdraw  from  the  meeting,  and  on  his     • 
refusal,  may  order  any  constable,  or  other  person  or  persons,  to  take 
him  into  custody  until  the  meeting  shall  be  adjourned;  and  any  penaityfordii. 
person  who  shall  refuse  to  withdraw  from  such  meeting  on  being  so  *«»wnKmeettng. 
ordered  as  herein  provided,  and  also  any  person  who  shall  willfully 
disturb  such  meeting  by  rude  and  indecent  behavior,  or  by  profane 
or  indecent  discourse,  or  in  any  other  way  make  such  disturbance, 
shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  less  than  two 
nor  more,  than  fifty  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail 
not  exceeding  thirty  days;  and  any  justice  of  the  peace,  recorder,  whoduaihaTe 
or  police  justice  of  the  township,  ward,  or  city  where  such  offense  Junction  in

Sec.  20.  The  qualified  voters  in  any  school  district  when  lawfully  i\>wasofTotan 
assembled  at  the  first  and  at  each  annual  meeting,  or  at  an  adjourn-  [j^^|^<^n»«^ 
ment  thereof,  or  at  any  special  meeting  lawfully  called,  except  as 
hereinafter  provided,  shall  have  power:

Tenth,  To  appoint,  as  in  their  discretion  it  may  be  necessary,  a 
building  committee  to  perform  such  duties  in  supervising  the  work 
of  building  a  school-house  as  they  by  vote  may  direct; 

Eleventh,  At  the  first  and  the  annual  meetings  only,  to  determine 
the  length  of  time  a  school  shall  be  taught  in  their  district  daring 
the  ensuing  year,  which  shall  not  be  less  than  nine  months  in  dis- 
tricts having  eight  hundred  children  over  five  and  under  twenty 
years  of  age,  and  not  less  than  five  months  in  districts  having  from 
thirty  to  eight  hundred  children  of  like  ages,  nor  less  than  three 
months  in  all  other  districts,  on  pain  of  forfeiture  of  their  share  of 
the  one-mill  tax  and  primary  school  interest  fund;  but  in  case  such 
matters  shall  not  be  determined  at  the  first  or  annual  meetings,  the 
district  board  shall  determine  the  same;  and  in  case  the  district 
fails  to  vote  for  at  least  the  minimum  length  required  herein,  the 
district  board  shall  make  provisions  for  said  minimum  length  of 
school ; 

Twelfth,  To  appropriate  any  surplus  moneys  arising  from  the 
one-mill  tax,  after  having  maintained  a  school  in  the  district  at 
least  eight  months  in  the  school  year,  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing 
and  enlarging  school  sites,  or  for  building  or  repairing  school-houses, 
or  for  purchasing  books  for  library,  globes,  maps,  and  other  school 
apparatus,  or  for  any  incidental  expenses  of  the  school.

DISTBIGT  BOARD  AKD  OFFICEBS. 

Sectiok  1.  At  the  first  meeting  in  each  school  district  there  shall 
be  elected  by  ballot  a  moderator  for  the  term  of  three  years,  a 
director  for  two  years,  and  an  assessor  for  one  year ;  and  on  the 
expiration  of  their  respective  terms  of  office,  and  regularly  thereafter 
at  the  annual  meetings,  their  several  successors  shall  be  elected  in 
like  manner  for  a  term  of  three  years  each.  The  time  intervening 
between  the  first  meeting  in  any  school  district  and  the  first  annual 
meeting  thereafter  shall  be  reckoned  as  one  year. 

Sec.  2.  A  school  district  office  shall  become  vacant  upon  tbe  oc- 
currence of  any  of  the  following  events : 
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Firsts  The  death  of  the  incnmbeDt; 

Second^  His  resignation ; 

Third,  His  removal  from  oGBce ; 

Faurtky  His  removal  from  the  district; 

IH/ifh  His  conviction  of  any  infamoas  crime; 

Sixth,  His  election  or  appointment  being  declared  void  by  a  com- 
petent tribunal ; 

Seventh,  His  neglect  to  file  his  acceptance  of  ofiSce,  or  to  give  or 
renew  any  oflBcial  bond,  according  to  law.  * 

Sec.  3.  In  case  any  one  of  the  district  offices  becomes  vacant,  the  ^°^^'^ 
two  remaining  officers  shall  immediately  fill  snch  vacancy;  or  m  case  au^  ^^ 
two  of  the  offices  become  vacant,  the  remaining  officer  shall  imme- 
diately call  a  special  meeting  of  the  district  to  fill  such  vacancies; 
in  case  any  vacancy  is  not  filled  as  herein  provided  within  twenty 
days  after  it  shall  have  occurred,  or  in  case  all  the  offices  in  a  dis- 
trict shall  become  vacant,  the  board  of  school  inspectors  of  the 
township  to  which  the  annual  reports  of  snch  district  are  made 
shall  fill  snch  vacancies.    Any  person  elected  or  appointed  to  fill  a  Termofofloaor 
vacancy  in  a  district  office  shall  hold  snch  office  until  the  next  sue-  •pp®*"^  »««»«•• 
ceeding  annual  meeting,  at  which  time  the  voters  of  the  district 
shall  fill  such  office  for  the  unexpired  portion  of  the  term.

Sec.  5.  Within  ten  days  after  their  election  or  appointment,  the  Aoceptmoeor 
several  officers  of  each  school  district  shall  file  with  the  director  ®"""*®**"*^ 
written  acceptances  of  the  offices  to  which  they  have  been  respect- 
ively elected  or  appointed,  and  snch  acceptances  shall  be  entered  in 
the  records  of  the  district  by  said  director. 

Sec.  6.  The  moderator,  director,  and  assessor  shall  constitute  the  DiitHctboMd, 
district  board.

Sec.  7.  The  said  district  board  shall  purchase  a  record  book  and  Board  to  par.

keep  a  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  district  meetings  and  of 
meetings  of  the  board,  the  accounts  of  the  assessor,  and  for  doing 
the  business  of  the  district  in  an  orderly  manner. 

Sec.  8.  The  district  board  shall  purchase  or  lease,  in  the  corpo-  Boai^toxmr. 
rate  name  of  the  district,  such  sites  for  school-houses  as  shall  have  jSnuUdleul^ 
been  lawfully  designated,  and  shall  build,  hire,  or  purchase  such  aohooi-hooM. ' 
school-houses  as  may  be  necessary  out  of  the  fund  provided  for  that 
purpose,  and  make  sale  of  any  site  or  other  property  of  the  district 
when  lawfully  directed  by  the  qualified  voters;  but  no  district  in  NeceHityoftitie 
any  case  shall  build  a  stone  or  brick  school-house  upon  any  site  b^fb!^,Sidi^ 
without  having  first  obtained  a  title  in  fee  to  the  same,  or  a  lease  >chooi.hoiiae. 
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for  ninety-nine  years ;  nor  shall  any  district  build  a  frame  school* 
house  on  any  site  for  which  they  have  not  a  title  in  fee  or  a  lease 
for  fifty  years,  without  securing  the  privilege  of  removing  the  said 
school-house  when  lawfully  directed  so  to  do  by  the  qualified  voters 
of  the  district  at  any  annual  or  special  meeting  when  lawfully 
convened. 

Board  to eatimate  Sec.  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  district  board  to  estimate  the 
amount  necessary  to  be  raised,  in  addition  to  other  school  funds, 
*  for  the  entire  support  of  such  schools,  including  teachers'  wages, 
fuel,  and  other  incidental  expenses,  and  for  deficiencies  of  the  pre- 
vious year  for  such  purposes.  But  in  districts  having  less  than 
thirty  bcholars,  such  estimate,  including  the  district's  share  of  the 
primary  school  interest  fund  and  one-mill  tax,  shall  not  exceed  the 
sum  of  fifty  dollars  a  month  for  the  period  during  which  school  is 
held  in  such  district;  and  when  such  amount  has  been  estimated 
and  voted  by  the  district  board,  it  shall  be  reported  for  assessment 
and  collection,  the  same  as  other  district  taxes.    When  a  tax  has 

k^J^JS^^  been  estimated  and  voted  by  the  district  board  under  the  provisions 
rMwm«n««     ^^  ^^.^  gectiou,  sud  is  needed  before  it  can  be  collected,  the  district 
board  may  borrow  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  the  amount  of  said 
tax. 

Sec.  10.  The  district  board  shall,  between  the  first  and  third 
Mondays  in  September  in  each  year,  make  out  and  deliver  to  the 
township  clerk  of  each  township  m  which  any  part  of  the  district  is 
situated,  a  report  in  writing  under  their  hands  of  all  taxes  voted  by 
the  district  during  the  preceding  year,  and  of  all  taxes  which  said 
board  is  authorized  to  impose,  to  be  levied  on  the  taxable  property 
of  the  district. 

Seo.  11.  The  district  board  shall  apply  and  pay  over  all  school 
moneys  belonging  to  the  district,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  law  regulating  the  same,  and  no  money  raised  by  district  tax

legal  authority  before  the  commencement  of  his  school.    No  school 

seetori^iichooto  district  shall  apply  any  of  the  moneys  received  by  it  from  the  pri- 

*""^  **"*"  ""*""  mary  school  interest  fund,  or  from  any  and  all  other  sources,  for 
the  support  and  maintenance  of  any  school  of  a  sectarian  character, 
whether  the  same  be  under  the  control  of  any  religious  society,  or 
made  sectarian  by  the  school  district  board. 

Sec.  12.  Said  board  shall  present  to  the  district,  at  each  annual 
meeting,  a  report  in  writing,  containing  an  accurate  statement  of 
all  moneys  of  the  district  received  by  them,  or  any  of  them,  during 
the  preceding  year,  and  of  the  disbursements  made  by  them,  with 
the  items  of  such  receipts  and  disbursements.  Such  report  shall 
also  contain  a  statement  of  all  taxes  assessed  upon  the  taxable  prop- 
erty of  the  district  during  the  preceding  year,  the  purposes  for

ings  unless  by  a  vote  at  a  district  meeting  it  shall  be  determined 
otherwise:   Provided,  That  said  board  may  exclude  such  public  Baud m«r  ex. 
meetings  during  the  five  school  days  of  each  week  of  any  and  all  m^ngselfoer. 
school  terms,  or  such  parts  thereof  as  in  their  discretion  they  may  t*intim«e.

nor  more  than  fifty  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail 
not  exceeding  thirty  days. 

Seo.  18.  All  persons  residents  of  any  school  district,  and  five 
years  of  age,  shall  have  an  equal  right  to  attend  any  school  therein  ; 
and  no  separate  school  or  department  shall  be  kept  for  any  persons 
on  account  of  race  or  color:  Provided,  That  this  shall  not  be  con- 
strued to  prevent  the  grading  of  schools  according  to  the  intellect- 
ual progress  of  the  pupil,  to  be  taught  in  separate  places  as  may  be 
deemed  expedient 

Sec.  19.  The  district  board  may  admit  to  the  district  school  non- 
resident pupils,  and  may  determine  the  rates  of  tuition  of  such 
pupils,  and  collect  the  same.  /

district:

Seventh^  The  amonnt  of  money  received  from  the  township 
treasurer  apportioned  to  the  district  by  the  township  clerk ; 

Eighthy  The  amount  of  money  raised  by  the  district,  and  the 
purposes  for  which  it  was'  raised ; 

Ninths  The  kind  of  books  used  in  the  school ; 

Tenth  Such  other  facts  and  statistics  in  regard  to  the  schools  and 
the  subject  of  education  as  the  superintendent  of  public  instruc- 
tion shall  direct, 
whendiraotor  Seo.  24.  The  director  of  each  fractional  district  shall  make  his

The  chairman  of  said  board  shall  be  the  treasurer  thereof,  ?!jf|!S™^ 
and  shall  give  bond  to  the  township  in  double  the  amount  of  treaeanr. 
moneys  to  come  into  his  hands  during  his  term  of  office,  as  near  as  TogtTebond. 
the  same  can  be  ascertained,  with  two  sufficient  sureties,  to  be 
approved  by  the  township  clerk,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  appro- 
priation of  all  moneys  that  may  come  into  his  hands  by  virtue  of 
his  office.    Said  bond  shall  be  filed  with  the  township  clerk,  and  in  Bond  to  be  mc4. 
case  of  the  non-fulfillment  thereof^  said  clerk  shall  cause  a  suit  to 
be  commenced  thereon,  and  the  moneys  collected  in  such  suit  shall  when  rait  to  be 
be  paid  into  the  township    treasury,  and    shall  be    applied  to  ^«*'^**'*«*^~^ 
the  same  purposes  as  the  moneys  lost  should  have  been  applied  by 
flaid  treasurer  of  the  board  of  school  inspectors. 

Sec.  3.   On  the  third  Monday  in  September  in  each  year,  theiupeetonto 
inspectors  shall  make  triplicate  reports,  setting  forth  the  whole  J^rt?*^"**** 
number  of  districts  in  their  townships,  the  amount  of  money  raised 
and  received  for  township  and  district  libraries,  and  such  other 
items  as  shall  from  year  to  year  be  required  by  the  superintendent 
of  public  instruction,  together  with  the  several  particulars  set  forth 
in  the  reports  of  the  school  directors  for  the  preceding  year;  and  J^T^'jSjS'* 
the  township  clerk  shall,  within  ten  days  thereafter,  forward  two  thweto. 
copies  of  the  same  to  the  county  clerk,  and  file  the  other  copy  in 
his  office. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  school  inspectors,  before  making  inq)ectorito 
their  annual  report,  as  required  by  the  preceding  section,  to  examine  S^^flidT^ 
the  list  of  legally  qualified  teachers  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  town-  •«•«*•«• 
ship  clerk,  and  if  in  any  school  district  a  school  shall  not  have  been 
taught  for  the  time  required  by  law  during  the  preceding  school 
year  by  a  legally  qualified  teacher,  no  part  of  the  public  money  shall 
23 
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be  distribnted  to  such  district,  althongh  the  report  from  such  dis- 
trict shall  set  forth  that  a  school  has  been  so  taught;  and  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  board  to  certify  to  the  facts  in  relation  to  any 
such  district  in  their  annual  report. 

Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  inspectors  to  render 
to  the  township  board,  on  the  Tuesday  next  preceding  the  annual 
township  meeting,  a  full  and  true  account  of  all  moneys  received  and 
disbursed  by  them  as  such  inspectors  during  the  year,  which  account 
shall  be  settled  by  said  township  board,  and  such  disbursements 
allowed,  if  the  proper  vouchers  are  presented. 

Seo.  6.  The  whole  number  of  meetings  of  the  township  board  of 
school  inspectors  at  the  expense  of  the  township,  during  any  one 
school  year,  shall  not  exceed  eight;  but  this  shall  not  be  construed 
to  prevent  said  board  holding  further  meetings  in  case  of  necessity, 
provided  no  expense  to  the  township  be  incurred. 

T0WK8HIP  CLERK. 

Seo.  7.  The  township  clerk  shall  be  the  clerk  of  the  board  of 
school  inspectors  by  virtue  of  his  office,  and  shall  attend  all  meet- 
ings of  said  board,  and,  under  their  direction,  prepare  all  their 
reports  and  record  the  same,  and  shall  record  all  their  proceedings. 
He  shall  also  receive  and  keep  all  reports  to  inspectors  from  the 
directors  of  the  several  school  districts  in  his  township,  and  all  the 
books  and  papers  belonging  to  the  inspectors,  and  file  such  papers 
in  his  office;  and  he  shall  receive  all  such  communications,  blanks, 
and  documents  as  may  be  transmitted  to  him  by  the  superintendent 
of  public  instruction,  and  dispose  of  the  same  in  the  manner  directed 
by  said  superintendent 

Seo.  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  township  clerk  annually,  imme- 
diately after  the  organization  of  the  board  of  school  inspectors  of 
his  township,  to  transmit  to  the  county  clerk  a  certified  statement 
of  the  name  and  post-office  address  of  the  chairman  of  said  board, 
and  in  case  there  shall  be  a  change  in  such  chairman,  daring  the 
year,  he  shall  immediately  notify  the  county  clerk  of  such  change. 

Sec.  9.  Each  township  clerk  shall  cause  a  map  to  be  made  of  his 
township,  showing  by  distinct  lines  thereon  the  boundaries  of  each 
school  district,  and  parts  of  school  districts  therein,  and  shall  regu- 
larly number  the  same  thereon  as  established  by  the  inspectors. 
One  copy  of  such  map  shall  be  filed  by  the  said  clerk  in  his  office, 
and  one  other  copy  he  shall  file  with  the  supervisor  of  the  township ; 
and  within  one  month  after  any  division  or  alteration  of  a  district, 
or  the  organization  of  a  new  one  in  his  township,  the  said  clerk 
shall  file  a  new  map  and  copy  thereof  as  aforesaid,  showing  the  same. 

Sec.  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  township  clerk  of  each  town- 
ship, on  or  before  the  first  day  of  October  of  each  year,  to  make  and 
deliver  to  the  supervisor  of  his  township  a  certified  copy  of  ail  state- 
ments on  file  in  his  office  of  moneys  proposed  to  be  raised  by  taxa- 
tion in  each  of  the  several  school  districts  of  the  township  for  school 
purposes.  He  shall  also  certify  to  the  supervisor  the  amount  to  be 
assessed  upon  the  taxable  property  of  any  school  district  retaining 
the  district  school-house  or  other  property,  on  the  division  of  the

amount  of  school  moneys  apportioned  to  his  township,  the  township  ^^iJS^m* 
clerk  shall  apportion  the  same  amount  to  the  several  districts  therein  «>»»nty  treMuwr.

CHARTER  VII. 

SUITS  AXD  JUDGMEKTS  AGAIXST  DISTRICTS. 

Justices  of  the  peace  shall  have  jurisdiction  in  all  JnsticMtoiiaTe 
cases  of  assumpsit,  debt,  covenant,  and  trespass  on  the  case  against  {^^{f^j!^'^ 
school  districts,  when  the  amount  claimed,  or  matter  in  controversy 
shall  not  exceed  one  hundred  dollars ;  and  the  parties  shall  have 
the  same  right  of  appeal  as  in  other  cases. 

When  any  suit  shall  be  brought  against  a  school  district,  suungiinit 
it  shall  he  commenced  by  summons,  a  copy  of  which  shall  be  left  ^SS^gSl 
with  the  assessor  of  the  district  at  least  eight  days  before  the  return 
day  thereof. 

Sec.  3.  No  execution  shall  issue  on  any  judgment  against  a  school  No  execntioii 
district,  nor  shall  any  suit  be  brought  thereon,  but  the  same  shall  JiSEt***'"** 
be  collected  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  this  act. 

Sec.  4.  Whenever  any  final  judgment  shall  be  obtained  against  a 


school  district,  if  the  same  shall  not  be  removed  to  any  other  court,  j^^^e'l^uS^JlllS 
the  assessor  of  the  district  shall  certify  to  the  supervisor  of  the  town-  *"•*»*«*•

Sec.  6.  If  the  district  against  whom  any  such  judgment  shall  be  Howjadnunt 
rendered  is  situated  in  part  in  two  or  more  townships,  a  certificate  ^l^oSiST 
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thereof  shall  be  delivered  as  aforesaid  to  the  snpervisor  of  each  town- 
ship in  which  snch  district  is  in  part  situated. 

Sec.  7.  The  supervisor  or  supervisors  receiving  either  of  the  cer- 
tificates of  a  judgment  as  aforesaid  shall  proceed  to  assess  the  amonnt 
thereof,  with  interest  from  the  date  of  the  judgment  to  the  time 
when  the  warrant  for  the  collection  thereof  will  expire,  upon  the 
taxable  property  of  the  district,  placing  the  same  on  the  next  town- 
ship assessment  roll  in  the  column  for  school  taxes;  and  the  same 
proceedings  shall  be  had,  and  the  same  shall  be  collected  and 
returned  in  the  same  manner  as  other  district  taxes.

Seotiok  1.  The  qualified  voters  of  any  school  district,  when  law- 
fully assembled,  may  designate  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  those 
present,  such  number  of  sites  as  may  be  desired  for  school-houses, 
and  may  change  the  same  by  a  similar  vote  at  any  annual  meeting, 
when  no  site  can  be  established  by  such  inhabitants  as  aforesaid,

Whenever  a  site  for  a  school-house  shall  be  designated, 
determined,  or  established,  in  any  manner  provided  by  law,  in  any 
school  district,  and  such  district  shall  be  unable  to  agree  with  the 
owner  or  owners  of  such  site  upon  the  compensation  to  be  paid 
therefor,  or  in  case  such  district  shall,  by  reason  of  any  imperfec- 
tion in  the  title  to  said  site,  arising  either  from  break  in  the  chain 
of  title,  tax  sale,  mortgages,  levies,  or  any  other  cause,  be  unable  to 
procure  a  perfect,  unincumbered  title,  in  fee  simple  to  said  site,  the 
district  board  of  such  district  shall  authorize  one  or  more  of  its 
members  to  apply  to  the  circuit  judge,  if  there  be  one  in  the  county, 
or  to  a  circuit  court  commissioner  of  the  county,  or  to  any  justice 
of  the  peace  of  the  city  or  township  in  which  snch  school  district 
shall  be  situated,  for  a  jury  to  ascertain  and  determine  the  just  com- 
pensation to  be  made  for  the  real  estate  required  by  such  school 
district  for  such  site,  and  the  necessity  for  using  the  same,  which 
application  shall  be  in  writing,  and  shall  describe  the  real  estate 
required  by  such  district  as  accurately  as  is  required  in  a  convey- 
ance of  real  estate:  Provided^  That  whenever  any  school  district 
shall  have  designated,  selected,  or  established,  in  any  manner  pro- 
vided by  law,  a  school-house  site,  such  selection,  designation,  or 
establishment  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  to  said  jury  of  the 
necessity  to  use  the  site  so  established. 

Seo.  '6,  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  circuit  judge,  circuit  court 
commissioner,  or  justice  of  the  peace,  upon  such  application  being

the  same  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the  county  where  such  re^ 
estate  is  situated ;  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published  in  such 
county,  then  in  some  newspaper  published  in  the  nearest  county 
where  a  newspaper  is  published,  once  in  each  week  for  four  succes- 
sive weeks,  which  notice  shall  be  signed  by  the  district  board  or  by 
the  director  or  assessor  of  such  district,  and  shall  describe  the  real 
•estate  required  for  such  site,  and  state  the  time  when  and  place 
where  such  jury  will  assemble,  and  the  object  for  which  they  will 
assemble ;  or  such  notice  may  be  served  on  snch  owner  personally, 
or  by  leaving  a  copy  thereof  at  his  last^place  of  residence. 

Sbo.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  judge,  commissioner,  or  jus-  BetamofTenire 
tice,  and  of  the  persons  summoned  as  jurors,  as  hereinbefore  pro-  Jf^reonT*"'**' 
vided,  and  of  the  sheriff  or  constable  summoning  them  to  attend  at 
the  time  and  place  specified  in  such  summons  or  venire;  and  the 
officer  who  summoned  the  jury  shall  return  such  summons  or 
venire  to  the  officer  who  issued  the  same,  with  the  names  of  the 
persons  summoned  by  him  as  jurors,  and  shall  certify  the  manner 
of  notifying  the  owner  or  owners  of  such  real  estate,  if  he  was 
found ;  and  if  he  could  not  be  found  in  said  county,  he  shall  certify 
that  fact    Either  party  may  challenge  any  of  the  said  jurors  for 
the  same  causes  as  in  civil  actions.

Seo.  6.  The  twelve  persons  selected  as  the  jury  shall  be  duly 
sworn  by  the  judge,  commissioner,  or  justice  in  attendance,  faith- 
fully and  impartially  to  inquire,  ascertain,  and  determine  the  just 
compensation  to  be  made  for  the  real  estate  required  by  such  school 
district  for  such  site,  and  the  necessity  for  usiyg  the  same  in  the 
manner  proposed  by  such  school  district;  and  the  persons  thus 
sworn  shall  constitute  the  jury  in  such  case.  Subpoenas  for  wit- 
nesses may  be  issued,  and  their  attendance  compelled  by  such  cir- 
cuit judge,  commissioner,  or  justice  in  the  same  manner  as  may  be 
done  by  the  circuit  court  or  by  a  justice's  court  in  civil  cases.

district,  and  the  just  compensation  to  be  made  therefor;  and  if 
such  jury  shall  tlnd  that  it  is  necessary  that  such  real  estate  shall 
be  used  in  the  manner  or  for  the  purpose  proposed  by  such  school 
district,  they  shall  sign  a  certificate  in  writing,  stating  that  it  is  nec- 
essary that  said  real  ealate,  describing  it,  should  be  used  as  a  site 
for  a  school-house  for  snch  district ;  also  stating  the  sum  to  be  paid 
by  such  school  district  as  the  just  compensation  for  the  same.  The 
said  circuit  judge,  circuit  court  commissioner,  or  justice  of  the 
peace,  shall  sign  and  attach  to,  and  indorse  upon  the  certificate 
thus  subscribed  by  the  said  jurors,  a  certificate  stating  the  time 
when  and  the  place  where  the  said  jury  assembled,  that  they  were 
by  him  duly  sworn  as  herein  required,  and  that  they  subscribed  the 
said  certificate.

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GBADED  SCHOOL  DISTBICTS. 

Section  1.  Any  school  district  containing  more  than  one  hundred 
children  between  the  ages  of  five  and  twenty  years,  may,  by  a  two- 
thirds  vote  of  the  qualified  electors  present  at  any  annual  meeting, 
organize  as  a  graded  school  district:  Provided,  That  the  intention 
to  take  such  vote  shall  be  expressed  in  the  notice  of  such  annual 
meeting.  When  such  change  in  the  organization  of  the  district 
shall  have  been  voted,  the  voters  at  such  annual  meeting  shall  pro- 
ceed immediately  to  elect,  by  ballot,  from  the  qualified  voters  of  the 
district,  two  trustees  for  the  term  of  one  year,  two  for  a  term  of  two 
years,  and  two  for  a  term  of  three  years;  and  annually  thereafter 
two  trustees  shall  be  elected,  in  the  manner  aforesaid,  whose  term 
of  office  shall  be  three  years,  and  until  their  successors  shall  have 
been  elected  and  filed  their  acceptances. 

Sec.  2.  Within  ten  days  after  their  election  such  trustees  shall 
file  with  the  director  acceptances  of  the  offices  to  which  they  have 
been  elected,  and  shall  annually  elect  from  their  own  number  a 
moderator,  a  director,  and  assessor,  and  for  oanse  may  remove  the 
same,  and  may  appoint  others  of  their  own  number  in  their  places, 
who  shall  perform  the  duties  prescribed  by  law  for  such  officers  in 
other  school  districts  in  this  State,  except  as  hereinafter  provided. 
The  trustees  shall  have  power  to  fill  any  vacancy  that  may  occur  in 
their  number  till  the  next  annual  meeting.  Whenever,  in  any  case^ 
the  trustees  shall  tail,  through  disagreement  or  neglect,  to  elect  the 
officers  named  in  this  section,  within  twenty  days  next  after  the 
annual  meeting,  the  school  inspectors  of  the  township  or  city  to 
which  such  district  makes  its  annual  report  shall  appoint  the  said 
officers  from  the  number  of  said  trustees. 

Seo.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  any  graded 
school  district: 

Firstj  To  classify  and  grade  the  pnpils  attending  school  in  such 
district,  and  cause  them  to  be  taught  in  such  schools  or  departments 
as  they  may  deem  expedient; 

Second^  To  establish  in  such  district  a  high  school  when  ordered 
by  a  vote  of  the  district  at  an  annual  meeting,  and  to  determine  the 
qualifications  for  admission  to  such  school,  and  the  fees  to  be  paid 
for  tuition  in  any  branches  taught  therein; 

Thirds  To  audit  and  order  the  payment  of  all  accounts  of  the 
director  for  incidental  or  other  expenses  incurred  by  him  in  the  dis- 
charge of  his  duties;  but  no  more  than  fifty  dollars  shall  be  expended 
by  the  director  in  any  one  year  for  repairs  of  the))uildingsor  appoiv 
tenai.ces  of  the  district  property  without  the  authority  of  the  board 
of  trustees; 

Fourtliy  To  employ  all  qualified  teachers  necessary  for  the  several 
schools,  and  to  determine  ihe  amount  of  their  compensation,  and 
to  require  the  director  and  moderator  to  make  contracts  with  the 
same  on  behalf  of  the  district,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
law  concerning  contracts  with  teachers; 

Fifihy  To  employ  such  officers  and  servants  as  may  be  necessary 
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for  the  management  of  the  schools  and  school  property,  and  prescribe  To  employ 
their  duties  and  fix  their  compensation ;  offlcen,eto. 

Sixth,  To  perform  such  other  duties  as  are  required  of  district  other  duties, 
boards  in  other  school  districts. 

Sec.  4.  No  alteration  shall  be  made  in  the  boundaries  of  any  copeentoftrM. 
graded  school  district,  without  the  consent  of  a  majority  of  the  ch7n^M?b^£ 
trustees  of  said  district,  which  consent  shall  be  spread  upon  the  "**®'^****^®*' 
records  of  the  district,  and  placed  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of 
the  board  of  school  inspectors  of  the  township  or  city  to  which  the 
reports  of  said  district  are  made ;  and  graded  school  districts  shall  ^^{|^^ 
not  be  restricted  to  nine  sections  of  land.  in  else. 

CHAPTER  XL

SscTioiir  1.  A  township  library  shall  be  maintained  in  each  organ-  Township 
ized  township,  which  shall  be  the  property  of  the  township,  and  shall  H^'ZSii^^ 
not  be  subject  to  sale  or  alienation  from  any  cause  whatever.    All 
actions  relating  to  such  library,  or  for  the  recovery  of  any  penalties 
lawfully  established  in  relation  thereto,  shall  be  brought  in  the 
name  of  the  township. 

All  persons  who  are  residents  of  the  township  shall  be  whonreenttUed 
entitled  to  the  privileges  of  the  township  library,  subject  to  such  ubSJj^/***"' 
rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  lawfully  established  in  relation 
thereto:  Provided^  That  persons  residing  within  the  boundaries  of  ptotimw 
any  school  district  in  which  a  district  library  has  been  established 
shall  be  entitled  to  the  privileges  of  such  district  library  only. 

Sec.  3.  The  township  board  of  school  inspectors  shall  have  charge  inspeetonto 
of  the  township  library,  and  shall  apply  for  and  receive  from  the{lJJJ^*^®' 
township  treasurer  all  moneys  appropriated  for  the  township  library  Mbmrymon^y* 
of  their  township,  and  shall  purchase  the  books  and  procure  the 
necessary  appendages  for  such  library. 

Sec.  4.  Said  board  shall  be  held  accountable  for  the  proper  care  inipecton 
and  preservation  of  the  township  library,  and  shall  have  power  to  JS?)*»S|*of^' 
provide  for  the  safe  keeping  of  the  same,  to  prescribe  the  time  for  ubnry.

CHAPTER  Xn. 

SXAICIHATIOII^  OF  TEACHERS  AND  SUPERYISIOK  OF  SCHOOLS. 

Section  1.  The  chairmen  of  the  boards  of  school  inspectors  of  EjaetionorKhooi 
the  several  townships  in  each  county  shall  meet  at  the  office  of  the  ^  ' 
25 
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county  clerk  of  their  county  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  August, 
in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-one^  and  elect  three  school 
examiners  for  the  county*  one  of  'whom  shall  hold  his  ofiSce  for  one 
year,  one  for  two  years,  and  one  for  three  years;  and  annually  theie- 
after,  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  August,  said  chairman  [chairmen]  of 
the  sereral  boards  of  school  inspectors  in  each  county  shall  meet  as 
aforesaid,  and  elect  one  school  examiner,  who  shall  hold  his  oflSee  for 
the  term  of  three  years,  or  until  his  successor  has  been  duly  elected 
and  qualified :  Provided,  That  when  there  shall  have  been  no  pre- 
vious election  for  members  of  the  board  of  school  examiners  in 
any  county,  there  shall  be  three  such  oflScers  elected,  one  for  one 
year,  one  for  two  years,  and  one  for  three  years.  The  county  clerk 
shall  be  the  clerk  of  such  election  in  all  cases,  and,  in  case  of  a  tie, 
shall  give  the  casting  vote,  and  he  shall  preserve  a  record  of  such 
election  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose,  and  shall  immedi- 
ately after  such  election  notify  each  of  the  persons  so  elected  of  his 
election.  The  school  examiners  so  elected  shall,  within  ten  days 
after  receiving  notice  of  their  election,  take  and  subscribe  the  con- 
stitutional oath  of  ofBce,  the  same  to  be  filed  with  the  county  clerk, 
and  shall  enter  upon  the  duties  of  their  offices  the  fourth  Tuesday 
of  August  following  their  election. 

Sec.  2.  The  school  examiners  shall  meet  at  the  office  of  the  county 
clerk  and  organize  as  a  board  on  the  fourth  Tuesday  of  August  of 
each  year,  by  electing  one  of  their  number  to  serve  as  secretary  of 
said  board  of  examiners,  who  shall  be  the  executive  officer  of  said 
board.  The  school  examiner,  other  than  the  secretary,  whose  term 
of  office  will  soonest  expire,  shall  be  the  chairman  of  said  board. 

Sbc.  3.  The  board  of  school  examiners,  for  the  purpose  of  exam- 
ining all  persons  who  may  offer  themselves  as  teachers  for  the  public 
schools,  shall  hold  two  regular  public  examinations  in  each  year  at 
the  county  seat,  which  examinations  shall  be  on  the  last  Friday  of 
March  and  October:  for  a  like  purpose,  said  board  shall  also  hold 
special  public  examinations,  not  exceeding  one  for  every  twenty-five 
school  districts  and  parts  of  that  number,  in  the  county,  during 
each  year,  at  such  other  times  and  places  as  said  board  may  deem 
proper:  Provided,  That  counties  having  less  than  sixty  school  dis- 
tricts may  have  not  to  exceed  two  special  public  examinations  in 
addition  to  those  hereinbefore  provided.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
secretary  of  the  board  of  school  examiners  to  make  out  a  schedule 
of  the  times  and  places  of  holding  special  examinations,  and  to 
cause  it  to  be  published  in  one  or  more  newspapers  of  the  county 
during  the  year,  and  he  shall  send  a  copy  thereof  to  the  chairman 
of  each  township  board  of  school  inspectors  of  the  county,  at  least 
ten  days  previous  to  the  time  of  holding  any  special  examination. 

Seo.  4.  The  board  of  school  examiners  shall  grant  certificates  to 
teachers  in  such  form  as  the  superintendent  of  public  instruction 
shall  prescribe,  licensing  as  teachers  all  persons  whom  on  thorough 
and  full  examination  shall  be  found  qualified  in  respect  to  good 
moral  character,  learning  and  ability,  to  instruct  and  govern  a 
school;  but  no  certificate  shall  be  granted  to  any  person  who  shall 
not  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  in  orthography,  reading,  writ- 
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ing»  grammar,  geography,  arithmefcic,  and  the  theory  and  art  of 
teaching,  and  after  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-one,  history 
of  the  United  States  and  civil  government;  and  all  certificates  shall 
be  signed  by  the  secretary  and  chairman  of  said  board.    No  person  None  but  teach. 
shall  be  considered  a  qualified  teadier  within  the  meaning  of  the  ^tm^tai  t?^ 
school  law,  nor  shall  any  school  oflScer  employ  or  contract  with  any  ^npioy^d. 
person  to  teach  in  any  of  the  public  schools  who  has  not  a  certifi- 
cate in  force,  granted  by  the  board  of  school  examiners  of  the  county, 
or  other  lawful  authority:    Provided,  That  the  certificates  hereto-  PtotIm. 
fore  granted  by  the  township  superintendents  of  schools  shall  be 
vatid  for  the  time  for  which  they  were  given,  unless  sooner  suspended 
or  revoked  by  the  board  of  school  examiners :  Provided^  dbo,  That  PioTiMk 
the  several  chairmen  of  township  boards  of  school  inspectors  may 
examine  and  license  teachers  for  their  respective  townships  until 
the  connty  school  examiners  are  duly  elected  and  qualified ;  but  no 
certificate  hereafter  granted  by  a  chairman  of  a  township  board  of 
sdhool  inspectors  shall  be  valid  beyond  three  months  after  the  board 
of  school  examiners  has  been  duly  elected,  qualified,  and  organized 
in  the  county. 

8so.  5.  There  shall  be  three  grades  of  certificates  granted  by  the  ondeiof  oertifl. 
board  of  scho(d  examiners,  in  its  discretion,  and  subject  to  such  rules  ^^^ 
and  regulations  as  the  superintendent  of  public  instruction  may 
prescribe,  which  grades  of  certificates  shall  be  as  follows :  The  oerti-  nnt. 
fioate  of  the  first  grade  shall  be  granted  only  to  those  who  shall 
have  taught  at  least  one  year  with  ability  and  success,  and  it  shall 
be  vaKd  throughout  the  county  in  and  for  which  it  shall  be  given, 
for  three  yearsL    The  certificate  of  the  second  grade  shall  be  granted  i 
only  to  those  who  shall  have  taught  at  least  six  months  with  ability 
and  snocest,  and  it  shall  be  valid  throughout  the  county  for  which 
it  shall  be  granted,  for  two  years.    The  certificate  of  the  third  grade  Third. 
shall  license  the  holder  thereof  to  teach  in  the  county  for  which  it 
shall  be  granted,  for  one  year:   Provided^  That  the  secretary  of proTiM-qwdu 
the  board  of  school  examiners  shall  have  jwwer,  upon  personal  *•'*******• 
examination  satisfactory  to  himself,  and  subject  to  such  rules  and 
legnlatioDS  as  the  board  of  school  examiners  may  establish,  to  grant 
special  certificates,  which  shall  license  the  holder  thereof  to  teach 
in  a  specified  diatricc  for  which  it  shall  be  granted;  but  such  certi-  Limit  of  qmciu 
fieate  shall  not  continue  in  force  beyond  the  time  of  the  next  public  ^'^<'****  ^ 
examination  by  the  board  of  school  examiners,  and  it  shall  not  in 
any  way  exempt  the  teacher  from  a  full  examination  before  said 
board ;  the  teacher  so  licensed  by  the  secretary  shall,  in  addition  to 
the  regular  institute  fee  required  by  law,  pay  to  the  secretary  a 
special  examination  fee,  not  to  exceed  one  dollar,  as  may  be  fixed 
by  the  board  of  school  examiners,  and  said  fee  shall  be  compensation 
in  full  to  the  secretary  for  his  services  in  holding  such  special 
examination. 

Seo.  6.  The  board  of  school  examiners  may  suspend  or  revoke  satpeniioa  or 
any  teacher's  certificate  for  any  reason  which  would  have  justified  ^mSSSb^ 
said  board  in  withholding  the  same  when  given — for  neglect  of 
duty,  for  incompetency  to  instruct  or  govern  a  school,  or  for  im- 
mensity ;  and  said  board  may,  within  its  jurisdiction,  suspend,  for 
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immorality  or  iDCompetency  to  instruct  and  govern  a  school,  the 
effect  of  any  teacher's  certificate  that  may  have  been  granted  by 
other  lawfal  anthority:  Provided,  That  no  certificate  shall  be  sus- 
pended or  revoked  without  a  personal  hearing,  unless  the  holder 
thereof  shall,  after  reasonable  notice,  neglect  or  refuse  to  appear 
before  the  board  of  school  examiners  for  that  purpose. 

Seo.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  school  examiners  and 
the  chairman  [chairmen]  of  the  board  [boards]  of  school  inspectors 
of  the  several  townships  to  hold  each  year  a  joint  meeting  at  the 
county  seat  at  the  time  of  and  immediately  after  the  annual  election 
of  school  examiners,  for  the  purpose  of  consulting  and  advising 
with  reference  to  the  more  efiioient  supervision  of  the  schools  and 
teachers  under  their  charge.  The  chairman  of  the  board  of  school 
examiners  shall  preside  at  such  joint  meeting,  and  the  secretary 
of  the  board  of  school  examiners  shall  be  secretary  of  such  meeting. 

Sjbo.  8.  Special  meetings  of  the  board  of  school  examiners  may  I^ 
called  by  the  secretary  of  said  board,  as  hereinafter  provided,  and  at 
any  meeting  of  the  board  of  school  examiners  any  two  members 
thereof  may  transact  any  business  that  may  lawfully  come  before 
such  meeting.  In  case  the  secretary  be  not  present  at  any  meeting 
of  the  board,  the  examiner,  acting  as  secretary,  shall  certify  to  the 
secretary  a  correct  record  of  the  proceedings,  and  the  result  of 
examinations  at  such  meeting. 

Sec.  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  secretary  of  the  board  of  school 
examiners: 

First,  Immediately  upon  his  election  as  secretary  to  send  notice 
thereof  to  the  superintendent  of  public  instruction,  and  to  the 
chairman  of  each  township  board  of  school  inspectors  of  the  county ; 

Second,  To  be  present  at  all  meetings  of  the  board,  and  to  keep 
a  record  of  all  proceedings  of  the  board ; 

Uiird,  To  keep  a  record  of  all  examinations  held  by  the  board, 
and  to  sign  all  certificates  and  other  papers  and  reports  issued  by 
saidboai^; 

Fourth,  To  act  as  treasurer  of  the  board  for  the  purpose  of  col- 
lecting the  institute  fees  provided  by  law,  and  paying  the  same  to 
the  county  treasurer; 

Fifth,  To  keep  a  record  of  all  certificates  granted,  suspended,  or 
revoked  by  the  board,  showing  to  whom  issued,  together  with  the 
date,  grade,  and  duration  of  each  certificate,  and  if  suspended  or 
revoked,  the  date  and  reason  therefor; 

Siscth,  To  furnish,  previous  tio  the  first  Monday  in  September  in 
each  year,  to  the  township  clerk  of  each  township  in  the  county,  a 
list  of  all  persons  legally  authorized  to  teach  in  the  county  at  large, 
and  in  such  township,  with  the  date  and  term  of  each  certificate, 
and  if  any  have  been  suspended  or  revoked,  the  date  of  such  sus- 
pension or  revocation ; 

Seventh,  To  visit  any  school  in  the  county  and  examine  into  its 
condition  whenever  he  shall  receive  notice  from  the  chairman  of 
the  board  of  school  inspectors  of  the  township  in  which  such  school 
is  being  taught,  that  said  school  is  not  successfully  and  profitably 
conducted  and  report  the  result  of  his  investigation  to  the  board  of 
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school  examiners.    If,  after  such  inveBtigatioD,  he  deems  the  teacher  May  mii  oMdai 
of  such  school  incompetent  in  any  respect,  he  may  call  a  special  um^"*"^' 
meeting  of  the  board  of  school  examiners  for  the  purpose  of  sus- 
pending or  revoking  the  certificate  of  said  teacher,  and  cite  said 
teacher  to  appear  before  such  meeting; 

Eighth^   To  be  sobject  to  such  instructions  and  rules  as  the  Tobemijeetto 
superintendent  of  public  instruction  may  prescribe;  to  receive  all  sStora^oL^ 
blanks  and  communications  that  may  be  sent  to  him  by  the  superin-  ^^^^^ 
tendent  of  public  instruction,  and  to  dispose  of  the  same  as  directed 
by  the  said  superintendent;   and  to  make  annual  reports  at  the  To m^« Annua 
close  of  the  school  year  to  the  superintendent  of  public  instruction,  ^^^ 
of  the  officii  labor  performed  by  the  board  of  school  examiners, 
and  of  the  general  condition  and  management  of  the  schools  of  the 
county,  together  with  such  other  information  as  may  be  required 
of  him; 

Ninths  To  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  required  of  him  othwdntii^. 
by  law,  or  the  board  of  school  examiners;  and  to  deliver  all  records, 
books,  and  papers  belonging  to  his  oflSce  to  his  successor. 

SsalO.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  chairman  of  the  board  of  gj^jj^"*^ 
school  inspectors  of  each  township :  iMp«eior. 

Firstf  To  visit  each  of  the  schools  in  his  township,  at  least  once  ToyidtKhooii. 
each  term,  and  to  examine  carefully  the  discipline,  the  mode  of 
instruction,  and  the  progress  and  proficiency  of  the  pupils; 

Second,  To  counsel  witb  the  teachers  and  district  boards  as  to  ToadriMwith 
the  courses  of  study  to  be  pursued,  and  as  to  any  improvement  in  Si:S:rb^ 
discipline  and  instruction  in  the  schools ; 

Third,  To  note  the  condition  of  the  school-houses  and  the  To»»tooonditioa 
appurtenances  thereto,  and  to  suggest  plans  for  new  houses  to  be  ho.  ^'^^^*''*^ 
erected,  and  for  warming  and  ventilating  the  same,  and  for  the  gen- 
eral improvement  of  school-houses  and  grounds;

AN  ACT  to  provide  for  the  assessment  and  taxation  of  telegraph 
and  telephone  lines  within  the  State  of  Michigan,  and  to  repeal 
act  number  seventy-seven  of  the  session  laws  of  eighteen  hundred 
and  seventy-nine,  approved  May  twentieth,  eighteen  hundred  and 
seventy-nine. 

Sbotiok  1.  The  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enaetf  That 
all  telegraph  and  telephone  lines  built  and  operated  within  the  State 
of  Michigan  shall  be  subject  to  taxation  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Seo.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president,  vice-president,  gen- 
eral manager,  or  superintendent  of  every  telegraph  or  telephone 
company  operating  a  line  or  exchange  in  this  State,  to  furnish  the 
auditor  general,  on  or  before  the  first  Monday  of  July  in  each  year^ 
a  statement  under  oath  and  in  such  form  as  the  auditor  general 
may  prescribe,  showing  the  following  facts : 

First,  The  total  number  of  miles  owned,  operated,  or  leased, 
within  the  State,  with  a  separate  showing  of  the  number  leased ; 

Second,  The  total  number  of  miles  in  each  separate  line  or  divi- 
sion thereof,  together  with  the  number  of  separate  wires  thereon; 
and  stating  the  counties  through  which  the  same  is  carried,  or  in 
which  the  business  is  conducted; 

TTiird,  The  total  number  of  telegraph  or  telephone  stations  on 
each  separate  line,  and  the  total  number  of  telegraphic  or  telephonic  • 
instruments  in  use  therein,  together  with  the  total  number  of  sta- 
tions other  than  railroad  stations  maintained; 

Fourth,  The  average  number  of  telegraph  poles  per  mile  used  in 
the  construction  and  maintenance  of  said  telegraph  line ; 

Fifth,  The  number  of  poles  and  the  number  of  miles  of  wire  used 
for  each  telephone  exchange  or  line. 

Seo.  3.  Upon  the  receipt  of  the  said  statement  from  the  several 
companies,  the  auditor  general,  state  treasurer,  and  commissioner 
of  the  land  ofiSce,  who  are  hereby  constituted  a  board  of  review  for 
that  purpose,  shall,  during  the  month  of  July  in  each  year,  proceed 
to  assess  said  telegraph  and  telephone  lines  at  the  true  cash  value 
thereof.  Said  board  of  review  shall  have  power  to  personally  inspect 
the  line  and  instruments  of  any  telegraph  or  telephone  company  or 
exchange,  and  shall  each  be  entitled  to  the  sum  of  three  dollars  per 
day  for  the  time  actually  spent  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  impoeed 
by  this  act,  to  be  allowed  by  the  board  of  state  auditors. 
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Sso.  4.  The  said  board  of  review  shall  also  at  the  same  time  deter-  To  determine 
mine  the  rate  of  tax  to  be  levied  and  collected  upon  said  assessment,  i^ed.^^^^ 
which  shall  be  the  same  as  the  average  rate  of  taxes,  general,  ma- 
nicipal,  and  local,  levied  thronghout  the  State  during  the  previous 
year,  which  rate  shall  be  ascertained  from  the  records  and  files  in 
the  auditor  general's  oflSce,  which  tax  shall  be  in  lieu  of  all  other 
taxes.

Seo.  7.  If  the  officers  of  any  company  fail  to  make  and  file  the  reiiare  to  report 
report  required  by  section  two  of  this  act,  such  neglect  shall  not  mmpuy'from 
release  its  lines  from  taxation,  but  the  said  board  of  review  shall  *^ 
proceed  to  assess  the  line  notwithstanding.     And  any  company  Penaitj for  neg.

ment and  taxation  of  telegraph  lines  within  the  State  of  Michigan,^' 
and  all  other  acts  or  parts  of  acts  contravening  the  provisions  of 
this  act  are  hereby  repealed.

The  State  librarian  is  hereby  authorized  to  appoint,  with  ApgointanM^of 
the  advice  and  consent  of  the  governor,  one  assistant,  who  shall  be  nan.        ^ 
known  as  assistant  State  librarian,  and  who  shall  give  to  the  State  ^nd. 
librarian  a  good  and  suflBcient  bond,  approved  by  the  secretary  of 
State,  for  the  safe  keeping  of  the  property  held  in  charge,  and  who 
shall  take  and  subscribe  the  constitutional  oath  of  office.    It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  assistant  State  librarian  to  aid  in  the  care  of  the 
books,  in  the  keeping  of  the  accounts,  and  in  rendering  such  assist- 
ance as  the  State  librarian  may  require  to  properly  perform  the 
duties  devolving  by  law  upon  that  officer.

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the  purpose  of  constructing  and  operating,  for  the  public  use,  a  line 
or  lines  of  pipes  [pipe],  for  the  conveying  and  transporting  therein  of 

Arudaj^  brfnc;  and  for  such  purpose,  such  persons  shall  make  and  sign  articles 
'  '^  of  association,  in  which  shall  be  set  forth  the  name  of  the  corporation, 
the  number  of  years  the  same  is  to  be  continued  (not  exceeding 
thirty  years),  the  places  from  and  to  which  the  said  pipe  line  is  to 
be  constructed,  or  maintained  and  operated,  and  the  length  of  the 
same,  as  near  as  may  be,  and  the  name  of  each  county  through 
or  into  which  it  is  to  be  constructed  or  intended  to  be  constructed, 
the  amount  of  capital  stock  of  said  company,  which  shall  not  be

A  majority  of  the  board 
of  directors  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  busi- 
ness by  the  board  of  directors.  In  case  of  any  vacancy  in  the  board 
of  directors,  such  vacancy  may  be  filled  by  the  remaining  directors 
until  the  next  regular  election  of  directors.  The  inspectors  of  the 
^rst  election  shall  be  appointed  by  the  directors  named  in  the  arti- 
cles of  association,  and  thereafter  in  such  manner  as  may  be  pre- 
scribed by  the  by-laws  of  the  corporation. 

Sec.  6.'  The  time  and  place  of  holding  the  annual  election  for  Annual 
^directors  shall  be  fixed  by  the  by-laws  of  such  corporation,  and  ^^^^s* 
shall  be  not  more  than  fifteen  months  after  the  time  of  filing  the 
4U*ticles  of  association,  and  all  annual  meetings  for  the  election  of 
directors  shall  thereafter  be  held  in  each  year  on  the  day  and  at  the 
place  so  designated. 

Seo.  6.  The  directors  shall  appoint  one  of  their  number  presi-  officers, 
•dent ;  they  may  also  appoint  a  treasurer  and  secretary,  and  such 
other  officers  and  agents  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  by-laws,  who 
43hall  hold  their  offiqes  at  the  pleasure  of  the  directors,  unless  other- 
wise provided  by  the  by-laws. 

Sec.  7.  The  directors  may  require  the  subscribers  to  the  capital  payment  of 
ustock  of  the  company  to  pay  the  amount  by  them  respectively  sub-  SfiSbSl* 
scribed  in  such  mann^  and  in  such  installments  as  they  may  deem 
proper.  If  any  stockholder  shall  neglect  to  pay  any  installment,  as 
required  by  resolution  of  the  board  of  directors,  the  said  board  shall 
be  authorized,  by  resolution,  to  declare  his  stock  and  all  previous 
payments  thereon  forfeited  to  the  use  of  the  corporation,  but  they 
shall  not  declare  it  so  forfeited  until  they  have  caused  a  notice  in 
writing,  or  partly  written  and  partly  printed,  to  be  served  on  him 
personally,  or  by  depositing  the  same  in  the  postoffice,  with  the 
jK>stage  prepaid  thereon,  and  properly  directed  to  him  at  the  post- 
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ofiSce  nearest  his  place  of  residencey  which  notice  shall  state  that  he 
is  required  to  make  sacb  payments  at  the  time  and  place  specified 
in  said  notice^  and  that  if  he  fails  to  make  the  same,  his  stock  and  all 
previoas  payments  thereon  will  be  forfeited  to  the  nse  of  sach  cor* 
poratioD,  which  notice  shall  be  so  served  at  least  sixty  days  preTions 
to  the  day  on  which  snch  payment  is  required  to  be  made,  or  the 
directors  may  sne  for  and  collect  the  same. 

Sec.  8.  The  stock  of  every  corporation  formed  under  this  act  shall 
be  deemed  personal  estate,  and  shall  be  transferable  in  the  manner 
prescribed  by  the  by-laws  of  such  corporation,  but  no  shares  shall 
be  transferuble  by  sale  until  all  previous  calls  thereon  shall  have 
been  fully  paid  in,  and  it  ihM  not  be  lawful  for  snch  corporation 
to  use  any  of  its  funds  in  the  purchase  of  any  stock  in  its  own,  or 
in  any  other  corporation,  nor  shall  snch  corporation  in  any  manner 
become  liable  for  the  debt  or  miscarriage  of  any  other  person  or 
persons  or  corporations. 

Sec.  9.  In  case  the  capital  stock  of  any  company  formed  under 
this  act  is  found  to  be  insuflScient  for  constructing  and  operating 
its  pipe  line,  such  company  may,  with  the  concurrqpce  of  two-thirds 
in  amount  of  all  its  stockholders,  and  upon  [an]  order  of  the  circuit 
court  for  the  county  in  which  the  general  office  of  said  company  is 
located,  to  be  granted  in  the  discretion  of  said  court,  upon  |;he  peti- 
tion of  the  directors ;  and  notice  of  snch  application,  of  not  less 
than  fifteen  days,  upon  all  stockholders  appearing  upon  the  stock 
book  of  said  corporation,  who  shall  not  have  consented  to  snch 
increase,  in  such  manner  as  said  court  shall  direct,  increase  its 
capital  stock  from  time  to  time,  to  any  amount  required  for  the 
purposes  aforesaid,  and  in  all  snch  cases  the  petition  to  the  court 
shall  be  verified,  and  shall  show  the  amount  of  the  proposed  increase 
and  the  reasons  therefor,  that  two-thirds 'of  all  the  stockholders  of 
such  corporation  entitled  to  vote  at  snch  meeting  in  person  or  by 
proxy,  had  voted  for  such  increase  at  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders, 
called  by  a  resolution  of  the  directors  for  that  purpose,  and  notice 
thereof  served  upon  each  stockholder  thereof,  at  least  twenty  days 
previous  to  the  time  of  such  meeting,  in  the  manner  provided  in 
the  seventh  section  of  this  act  for  serving  notices,  and  that  snch 
notice  contained  the  time,  place,  and  object  of  snch  meeting,  and  the 
amount  to  which  such  capital  was  proposed  to  be  increased,  and 
that  the  amount  of  the  increase  prayed  for  in  the  petition  is  not  for 
a  greater  amount  than  that  specified  in  the  notices;  and  thereupon, 
upon  the  hearing,  the  conrt,  or  the  judge  thereof  at  chambers,  may 
make  an  order  increasing  the  capital  stock  of  snch  company  in  the 
amonnt  prayed  for  in  such  petition,  or  in  snclf  lesser  sum  or  amount 
as  the  court  may  fix,  and  upon  the  filing  and  entry  of  snch  amonnt 
mentioned  therein;  and  the  directors  may  proceed  to  take  and 
receive  subscriptions  therefor,  in  the  manner  provided  in  section 
three  of  this  act,  and  upon  payment  of  the  percentage  therein  pro- 
vided, upon  subscribing  thereto. 

Sec.  10.  Each  stockholder  of  any  company  organized  under  this 
act,  shall  be  individually  liable  to  the  creditors  of  snch  company  to 
an  amount  unpaid  on  the  capital  stock  held  by  him,  for  all  debts 
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and  liabilities  of  snch  corporation,  until  the  whole  amount  of  the 
capital  stock  so  held  by  him  shall  have  been  paid  to  the  company; 
and  all  the  stockholders  of  any  such  company  shall  be  jointly  and 
severally  liable  for  the  debts  due  or  owing  to  any  of  its  laborers  and 
servants,  other  than  contractors,  for  personal  services  for  such  com- 
pany, but  shall  not  be  liable  to  an  action  therefor,  before  an  execu- 
tion shall  be  returned  unsatisfied  in  whole  or  in  part,  against  the 
corporation,  and  the  amount  due  on  such  execution  shall  be  the 
amount  recovered  with  costs  against  such  stockholder,  by  such 
laborer  or  servant 

Sec.  11.  No  per^n  holding  stock  in  any  such  company  as  exec-  Penoa  holding 
utor,  administrator,  guardian,  or  trustee,  and  no  person  holding  ^^iJ^S^w^ 
such  stock  as  collateral  security  shall  be  personally  subject  to  any  p«*>n»"jM«^i«' 
liability  as  stockholder  of  such  company;  but  the  person  pledging 
snch  stock  shall  be  considered  as  holding  the  same,  and  shall  be 
held  liable  as  a  stockholder  accordingly,  and  the  estates  and  funds 
in  the  hands  of  such  executor,  administrator,  guardian,  or  trustee 
shall  be  liable  in  like  manner,  and  to  the  same  extent,  as  the  testa- 
tor, or  intestate,  or  the  ward  or  person  interested  in  such  trust  fund 
would  have  been  if  he  had  been  living  and  competent  to  act,  and 
held  the  stock  in  his  own  name. 

SEa  12.  As  often  as  any  contractor  for  the  construction  of  any  LUnforUbor, 
line  of  pipes  which  is  in  progress  of  construction  shall  be  indebted  **®^  ««^*«ed' 
to  any  laborer  for  thirty  or  any  less  number  of  days' labor  performed 
in  constructing  snch  pipe  line,  such  laborer  may  give  notice  of  snch 
indebtedness  to  said  company  in  the  manner  herein  provided,  and 
said  company  shall  thereupon  become  liable  to  pay  such  laborer  the 
amount  so  due  him  for  such  labor,  and  an  action  may  be  maintained 
against  such  company  therefor;  such  notice  shall  be  given  by  such 
laborer  to  said  company  within  twenty  days  after  the  performance 
of  the  number  of  daysMabor  for  which  claim  is  made.  Such  notice 
shall  be  in  writing,  and  shall  state  the  months  and  particular  days 
of  the  month  upon  which  labor  was  performed,  and  remains  unpaid 
for,  the  price  per  day,  the  amount  due,  with  the  name  of  the  con-  - 
tractor  from  whom  due,  the  section  or  portion  of  the  pipe  line  upon 
which  the  same  was  performed,  and  shall  be  signed  by  snch  laborer 
or  bis  attorney,  to  which  notice  an  affidavit  shall  be  annexed,  made 
by  such  laborer  or  his  attorney,  to  the  effect  that  to  the  knowledge 
of  the  person  making  the  affidavit,  the  statements  contained  in  such 
notice  are  in  all  respects  true.  Such  notice  so  verified  may  be  served 
upon  the  president,  secretary,  or  any  director  of  the  company,  or 
upon  any  agent  or  superintendent  employed  by  said  company  having 
charge  of  the  section  or  portion  of  the  pipe  line  on  which  such  labor 
was  performed,  either  personally  or  by  leaving  the  same  at  the  office 
or  usual  place  of  business  of  any  such  officer  or  employ^,  with  some 
person  of  suitable  age,  but  no  action  shall  be  maintained  against 
such  company  unless  the  same  is  commenced  after  ten  days  and 
within  six  months  after  giving  the  notice  above  provided. 

Seo*  13.  Every  company  organized  under  the  provisions  of  this  Location  of  uno. 
act  shall,  before  commencing  the  constructing  of  their  pipe  line  in    • 
any  county,  plainly  and  distinctly  mark  and  designate  the  line 
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adopted  and  located  by  them  by  a  line  of  stakes,  not  more  than 
twenty  rods  apart  from  each  other,  so  that  such  line  can  be  defi- 
nitely known  and  ascertained  in  all  places.  Snch  stakes  shall  be 
numbered  by  consecutive  numbers,  and  shall  be  at  equal  distances 
from  each  other;  and  snch  company  shall  also,  before  commencing 
work  on  such  line,  make  a  map  and  survey  of  the  route  so  located 
and  staked  out,  and  shall  indicate  thereon  plainly  the  points  where 
such  route  crosses  the  lines  of  each  parcel  of  land  to  which  they 
have  not  acquired  title  by  agreement,  and  shall  cause  such  map  and 
survey  to  be  certified  by  the  president  and  engineer  of  such  company, 
and  filed  in  the  office  of  the  register  of  deeds  of  the  county  into  or 
through  which  the  line  so  located  and  mapped  passes, 
conitraeuonor  Sbc.  14.  No  pipe  line  shall  be  constructed  across,  along  or  upon 
S^wSfc^*^""  any  public  highway  without  the  consent  of  the  highway  commis- 
sioner of  the  township  in  which  such  highway  is  located,  upon  such 
terms  as  may  be  agreed  ui>on  with  such  commissioner,  or  upon  the 
order  of  the  circuit  court  for  the  county  in  which  such  highway  is 
located,  made  upon  petition  and  notice  to  the  commissioner  of  high- 
ways of  such  town,  according  to  the  practice  or  order  of  said  court, 
or  an  order  to  show  cause,  and  in  such  manner  and  upon  such  terms 
as  shall  be  ordered  by  said  court, 
ooiurtniettonof  S^o.  15.  No  pipe  line  shall  be  constructed  into  or  through  any 
SttMu?^.  incorporated  village  or  city  in  this  State  unless  the  same  be  sane- 
ugM.  '  tioned  by  two-thirds  of  the  common  council  of  such  city,  or  trustees 
of  such  village,  by  a  resolution  adopted  at  a  regular  meeting  of  such 
common  council  or  board  of  trustees,  which  resolution  shall  pre- 
scribe the  route,  manner  of  construction  and  the  terms  upon  which 
consent  is  granted ;  and  nothing  in  this  or  the  preceding  section 
shall  be  construed  or  held  to  confer  any  other  right  than  the  relin- 
quishment of  the  public  right  and  the  consent  of  the  people  to  the 
construction  of  snch  pipe  line,  and  shall  not  affect  any  private  right. 
Ho  pavement  shall  be  removed  in  any  of  the  cities  of  this  State  for

OttOBipowMi  Seo.  17.  Every  corporation  formed  under  this  act  shall  possess 
a&dnititetfoiia.  ^^^  general  powers  and  be  subject  to  the  liabilities  and  restrictions 
following— that  is  to  say : 
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Firsts  To  cause  such  examinations  and  surveys  of  its  proposed  nnt. 
line  of  pipe  to  be  made  as  may  be  necessary  to  the  selection  of  the 
most  advantageous  route,  and  for  such  purpose  by  its  ofScers  or 
agents  and  servants  may  enter  upon  the  lands  and  waters  of  any 
person  upon,  through  or  across  which  such  company  can  construct 
their  line  of  pipe  by  the  provisions  of  this  act:  Subject^  hataevery 
To  liability  for  all  actual  damage  which  shall  be  done  thereto; 

Second,  To  take  and  hold  such  voluntary  grants  of  real  estate  second, 
and  other  property  as  shall  be  made  to  it,  to  aid  in  the  construction, 
maintenance,  operating,  and  accommodations  of  its  pipe  line ;  but 
the  real  estate  acquired  by  purchase  or  voluntary  grant  shall  be 
held  and  used  for  the  purposes  of  such  grant  only ; 

Thirdy  To  purchase  and  hold  all  such  real  estate  and  other  Third, 
property  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  purposes  of  its  incorporation ; 

Fourth,  To  lay  out  its  pipe  line  route,  not  exceeding  twelve  feet  Fourth. 
in  width,  except  that  at  the  terminations  of  such  pipe  line,  and  at 
all  receiving  and  discharging  points,  and  at  all  places  where  ma- 
chinery may  properly  or  necessarily  be  set  up  for  the  operating  of 
such  pipe  line,  such  company  may  purchase  and  hold  such  addi- 
tional width,  and  for  such  length  as  may  be  proper;

such  company  shall  have  undertaken  to  deliver  the  same; 

Seventh,  Any  pipe  line  constructed  by  any  company  formed  under  sernth. 
this  act  shall  be  open  for  transportation  to  the  public  use,  and  all 
persons  desiring  to  transport  brine  through  such  line  shall  have  the 
absolute  nght  to  such  transportation  in  the  order  of  application 
therefor,  on  complying  with  the  general  requirements  of  such  com- 
pany, as  to  delivery  for  and  payment  of  such  transportation ;  and 
no  application  for  such  transportation  shall  be  a  valid  application 
beyond  or  for  a  greater  quantity  of  brine  than  such  applicant  shall 
then  own  and  have  ready  for  delivery  for  transportation  to  such, 
companies;  and  every  snch  company  shall  provide  suitable  and 
proper  and  necessary  receptacles  for  receiving  all  such  brine  for 
transportation,  and  for  storage  at  the  places  of  delivery,  until  the 
same  can  reasonably  be  moved  by  the  consignee,  and  shall  be  liable 
as  common  carriers  therefor,  from  the  time  the  same  is  delivered  for 
transportation  until  a  reasonable  time  after  the  same  has  been  trans- 
ported to  the  place  of  consignment,  and  ready  for  delivery  to  the 
consignee,  which  time  shall  l^  fixed  by  general  regulation  by  such 
company,  and  shall  not  be  less  than  two  days,  irom  and  after  the 
time  the  same  shall  be  ready  for  delivery  to  such  consignee,  and 
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notice  thereof  giTen  to  snch  consignee ;  and  all  rates  and  charges  of 
eyery  description,  for  or  on  account  of,  or  in  any  manner  connected 
with  the  transportation  of  any  brine,  shall  be  fixed  by  snch  com- 
pany by  general  rules  and  regulations,  which  shall  be  applicable  to 
all  parties  who  shall  transport  any  products  through  snch  pipe  line, 
or  deliver  or  contract  to  deliver  brine  for  transportation.  Such 
rules  and  regulations  shall  be  in  writing  or  printed  and  exposed  to 
public  view,  and  at  all  times  open  to  public  examination.  The 
intention  of  this  act  being  that  absolute  equality  shall  be  had  by 
and  between  all  parties  transporting  any  brine  by  any  pipe  line 
company,  and  any  ofiScer,  agent,  or  manager  of  any  pipe  line  com- 
pany organized  under  this  act,  who  shall  knowingly  neglect  or 
refuse  to  transport  any  brine  delivered  for  transportation,  according 
to  such  general  rules  and  regulations,  or  to  accept  and  allow  a  de- 
livery thereof  in  the  order  of  application,  as  above  provided,  or  who 
shall  charge  for  such  receiving,  transportation,  and  delivery  more 
than  the  sum  fixed  by  such  general  rules  and  regulations,  or  shall 
accept  or  agree  to  accept  less  than  the  amount  fixed  in  such  general 
rules  and  regulations,  or  shall  allow  or  pay,  or  suffer  to  be  allowed 
or  paid,  or  repaid,  any  drawback  or  rebate  or  allowance  in  any  man- 
ner, so  that  any  person  or  party  shall,  by  any  device,  have  or  procure 
any  transportation  of  brine  over  such  pipe  line  at  any  less  cost,  rate, 
expense,  or  charges  than  is  expressed  in  such  general  rules  and 
regulations,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction  by 
any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not 
exceeding  one  thousand  dollars,  or  imprisonment  not  exceeding  six 
months,  or  by  both  fine  and  imprisonment,  in  the  discretion  of  the 
court 
Seo.  18.  No  company  formed  under  the  provisions  of  this  act 
Sfc «£«Ko^^  shall  locate  or  construct  any  line  of  pipe  or  pipe  line  through  or 
lawn,  eta  '  under  any  building,  door-yard,  lawn,  garden  or  orchard,  except  by 
the  consent  of  the  owner  thereof  in  writing,  duly  acknowledged 
before  some  ofiScer  duly  authorized  to  make  acknowledgment  of 
deeds;  and  no  pipe  line  shall  be  constructed  through  any  cemetery 
or  burial  ground,  nor  within  one  hundred  feet  of  any  building,  ex- 
cept that  in  cases  where  such  line  is  authorized  by  public  officers  to 
be  laid  across  or  upon  any  public  highway,  or  where  the  same  is 
laid  across  or  upon  any  railroad  or  plank  road,  the  above  restriction 
shall  not  be  applicable,  and  in  all  cases  hereby  excepted ;  and  such 
pipe  line  shall  be  located  with  all  reasonable  care  and  prudence,  so 
as  to  avoid  danger  from  bursting  the  pipes, 
treqnindto  S^^*  ^^'  ^^  ^^^^  ^^^  ^  uccessary  for  any  pipe  line  company  to 
oe  une.  fence  the  lands  acquired  by  them  for  the  purposes  of  their  incorpo- 
ration. But  if  snch  lands  be  not  enclosed  by  a  substantial  fence, 
the  owner  or  owners  of  the  adjoining  lands,  from  whom  such  lands 
were  obtained,  their  heirs  or  assigns,  may  occupy  and  use  such  lands 
in  any  manner  not  injurious  to  the  interests  of  such  company,  and 
shall  not  be  liable  to  such  company  therefor,  or  for  any  trespass 
upon  such  lands,  except  for  willful  or  negligent  injuries  to  such

officer  OJB  agent  of  such  company,  or  by  any  laborer  in  their  employ 
or  in  the  employ  of  a  contractor  under  such  company. 

Sec.  20.  Any  person  who  shall  willfully  injure  or  destroy  any  p^^^^y  f^r 
pipe  or  other  property  of  such  company,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misde- 1^5°*  J^*" 
meaner,  and  on  conviction  thereof  may  be  punished  by  a  fine,  not  etc. 
exceeding  one  thousand  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  not  ezceeeding 
six  mouths,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment,  in  the  discre- 
tion of  the  court. 

Sbc.  21.  Any  company  formed  under  this  act  may,  from  time  to  ^^^^^^  ,„^^ 
time,  borrow  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  for  complet-  money. 
ing  and  finishing  or  operating  their  pipe  line,  and  may  issue  and 
dispose  of  their  bonds,  for  any  amount  so  borrowed,  and  may  secure 
payment  thereof  by  a  mortgage  on  their  corporate,  real,  and  personal 
property  and  franchises. 

Sec.  22.  Every  company  organized  under  this  act  shall,  on  or  Q^^g^  ^j^^ 
before  the  first  day  of  May  in  each  year,  make  and  file  with  the  ud  what  to 
auditor  general  a  report,  which  shall  be  verified  by  the  president  or  ^^^^ 
vice-president  and  secretary  of  such  company,  of  its  operations  for 
the  year  ending  on  the  last  day  of  December  next  previous  thereto, 
and  shall  state :

of  said  road  a  transverse  beam,  girder,  rod,  or  other  obstruction  at 
a  height  less  than  that  above  mentioned,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
ofBcers  of  such  railroad  to  erect  and  keep  in  repair  at  or  near  such 
bridge,  crossing,  viaduct,  or  other  obstruction,  safety  guards,  made 
and  placed  as  provided  for  in  section  two  of  this  act.

The  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enacts  That 
it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  railroad  company,  or  other  person 
owning  or  operating  any  railroad  within  this  State  to  carry  upon 
any  passenger  train  any  kerosene,  benzine,  naphtha,  gasoline,  or  any 
other  inflammable  oil,  or  fluid,  other  *than  such  as  may  be  necessary 
for  lighting  or  lubricating  the  trains  on  which  such  oil  is  carried : 
Provided^  That  nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall  prohibit  express 
companies  from  carrying  such  articles  in  quantities  not  exceeding 
five  gallons  when  properly  packed  and  labeled.

^  An  act  to  establish  an  institution  under  the  name  and  style  of  the 
Michigan  reform  school  for  girls,''  being  act  number  one  hundred^ 
and  tUrty-three  of  the  session  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  sev-^ 
enty-nine,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  fol- 
lows: 

Sic.  2.  The  general  supervision  and  government  of  said  reform  BoMdofeoatroL 
school  shall  be  vested  in  a  board  of  control  to  consist  of  three  women 
and  two  men,  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  governor,  by  and  with 
the  advice  and  consent  of  the  senate.

From  and  after  the  time  that  said  institution  shall  be 
prepared  for  the  reception  of  inmates,  every  girl  over  the  age  of 
seven  years  and  under  the  age  of  seventeen  years,  who  shall  be  con* 
victed  before  any  court  or  magistrate  of  competent  jurisdiction  of 
being  a  disorderly  person,  or  of  any  offense  not  punishable  by  im- 
prisonment for  life,  shall,  except  in  cases  deemed  incorrigible,  be 
sentenced  to  said  reform  school  until  she  shall  reach  the  age  of 
twenty-one  years,  if  sach  court  or  magistrate  shall  deem  the  girl  so 
convicted  a  fit  subject  to  be  committed  to  said  school.

From  and  after  the  time  when  said  institution  is  ready 
for  the  reception  of  inmates,  all  girls  between  seven  and  seventeen 
years  of  age  who  are  now  authorized  to  be  sent  to  the  reform  school, 
or  to  a  house  of  correction,  under  and  by  virtue  of  ^  An  act  estab- 
lishing a  State  agency  for  the  care  of  juvenile  offenders,''  approved 
April  twenty-ninth,  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-three,  shall  be 
sent  to  said  Michigan  reform  school  for  girls. 

Sec.  15.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  boiord  of  control  to  provide  a 
book  in  which  shall  be  registered  the  names,  ages,  and  religion  pro- 
fessed of  the  girls  received  in  said  reform  school,  the  date  of  their 
reception  and  of  their  leaving,  the  names  and  residence  of  their 
parents,  and  whether  such  girls  were  apprenticed,  placed  in  a  fam- 
ily, or  otherwise,  and  if  placed  in  a  family  or  apprenticed,  the  name, 
residence,  and  occupation  of  the  head  of  such  family,  or  person  to 
whom  she  was  apprenticed.

State  board  of  swamp  lands  be  and  the  said  board  is  hereby  author-  J5f£d.*'*^'^***" 
ized  to  appropriate  as  many  acres  of  State  swamp  lands,  in  the 
lower  peninsula,  not  exceeding  four  thousand  acres,  as  said  board 
may  deem  proper,  after  a  full  investigation  of  its  merits,  to  lay  out, 
open,  and  construct  a  drain  or  water  oourse  f^om  Bush  lake.  Lake 
township,  Huron  county,  Michigan,  to  the  Pinne  Pog  river,  or  Lake 
Huron :  Provided,  That  such  work  be  done  and  such  expenditure  ptotIm. 
[expenditures]  be  made  in  pursuance  of  the  law  in  relation  to  the 
construction  of  swamp  land  roads  and  ditches,  under  the  supervision 
of  the  swamp  land  commissioners  and  State  board  of  control  of  State 
swamp  lands.

AN  AGT  relative  to  circuit  court  commissioners,  their  election, 
.  powers,  and  duties. 

Section  1.    The  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enact.   That  Election, 
there  shall  be  elected  at  the  next  general  election  to  be  held  in  this 
31 
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State,  and  every  two  years  thereafter,  one  circuit  conrt  commissioner 
in  each  of  the  organized  counties,  who  shall  enter  npon  the  discharge 
of  their  ofQcial  duties  on  the  first  day  of  January  succeeding  their 
election,  and  shall  hold  their  offices  two  years,  and  be  vested  with 
judicial  powers  not  exceeding  those  of  a  judge  of  the  circuit  conrt 
at  chambers :  Provided^  That  in  each  county  in  this  State  wherein 
any  census  taken  by  the  authority  of  this  State,  or  of  the  United 
States,  shall  show  a  population  of  twenty  thousand  or  more,  there 
shall  be  elected  at  the  general  election  next  succeeding  the  taking 
of  such  census,  and  every  two  years  thereafter,  two  such  circuit 
court  commissioners. 

Sec.  2.  Whenever,  in  any  county,  two  circuit  court  commissioners 
shall  have  been  elected,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  county 
canvassers  to  designate  which  of  the  persons  so  elected  shall  succeed 
to  the  office  theretofore  held  by  each  circuit  court  commissioner: 
Provided^  That  if  in  any  case  the  said  board  of  county  canvassers 
shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  make  such  designation  it  may  be  made  by 
the  circuit  judge  of  the  judicial  circuit  of  which  such  county  con- 
stitutes the  whole  or  a  part 

Sec.  3.  No  person  shall  be  elected  a  circuit  conrt  commissioner 
unless  he  be  at  the  time  an  attorney  and  counselor  at  law  of  the 
supreme  court 

Seo.  4.  Every  circuit  court  commissioner,  before  he  shall  enter 
upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  shall  take  and  subscribe  the  oath  of 
office  prescribed  by  the  constitution  of  this  State,  before  some  judge 
or  clerk  of  a  court  of  record,  and  cause  the  same  to  be  filed  by  him 
in  the  office  of  the  county  clerk  of  his  county. 

Sec  5.  Circuit  court  commissioners,  qualified  according  to  law, 
shall  severally  be  authorized  and  required  to  perform  all  the  duties 
and  execute  every  act,  power,  and  trust  which  a  judge  of  the  circuit 
court  may  perform  and  execute  out  of  court,  according  to  the  rules 
and  practice  of  such  court,  and  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  any

of  the  superintendent,  warden,  or  other  proper  chief  officer,  for  the 
same  period,  and  a  report  of  the  treasurer  of  all  receipts  and  dis- 
bursemep.ts  made  during  the  same  period,  which  report  shall  be 
furnished  the  State  printer  for  publication  by  the  first  day  of  No- 
vember of  the  year  when  made.  That  such  reports  shall  show  at 
the  time  of  making  the  same,  in  detail,  the  number  and  names  of 
the  various  professors,  superintendents,  oflBcials,  and  all  other  regu- 
lar employes,  and  the  wages  or  salary  paid  to  each,  and  what,  if 
any,  other  emoluments  are  allowed,  and  to  whom.

Second^  The  number  and  names  of  the  various  professors,  tutors, 
and  instructors; 

Thirdy  The  number  of  students  or  pupils  in  the  several  depart- 
ments, and  in  the  different  classes; 

Fourth^  The  courses  of  study  pursued,  and  the  books  of  instruc- 
tion used; 

Fifthy  Such  other  information  and  suggestions  as  said  board  may 
deem  important,  or  the  superintendent  of  public  instruction  may 
request,  to  embody  in  his  annual  report. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  board  of  each  State  institution  shall  cause  a 
full  and  accurate  inventory,  in  duplicate,  to  be  taken  at  the  close 
of  its  fiscal  year  next  preceding  the  regular  biennial  session  of  the 
legislature,  by  the  officer  in  charge,  which  shall  specify  the  number 
of  acres  of  laud  and  the  value  thereof,  the  number,  kind,  and  value 
of  buildings,  the  various  kinds  of  personal  property  and  the  value 
thereof,  which  inventory  shall  be  signed  by  the  officer  making  the 
same,  and  certified  as  correct  by  the  board  for  which  it  is  made;

the  premises ;  and  in  those  institutions  where  farming  and  garden- 
ing operations  are  carried  on,  the  accounts  shall  be  so  kept  as  to 
show,  as  near  as  practicable,  the  cost  of  carrying  on  the  farm  or

garden  and  the  qaantity  and  valne  of  the  produotions  of  the  same, 
with  the  cost  of  live  stock  raised  or  fattened  for  the  nse  of  the  insti- 
tntion»  and  the  quantity  and  ralue  thereof,  and  where  manufactur- 
ing operations  are  carried  on,  the  cost  and  result  of  each  separate 
branch  of  manufacture,  and  the  quality  and  value  of  all  manufac- 
tured articles  sold  or  used  in  the  institution,  so  as  to  clearly  exhibit 
the  receipts  and  expenditures  in  each  department  of  business  carried 
on  in  the  institution,  and  the  cost  of  educating  and  maintaining 
each  student  or  inmate  therein.

mazoo, or  to  the  insane  asylum  at  Pontiac,  and  there  be  provided 
for  at  the  expense  of  the  State. 

The  bills  for  the  maintenance  of  such  insane  persons  shall 
be  rendered  quarterly  to  the  auditor  general,  at  the  same  time  and 
in  the  same  manner  as  bills  are  rendered  to  county  treasurers,  and 
shall  be  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  the  asylum  by  the  State  treasurer, 
on  the  warrant  of  the  auditor  general,  out  of  any  moneys  belonging 
to  the  general  fund.  And  the  auditor  general  is  hereby  authorized 
and  directed  to  pay  to  the  Michigan  asylum  at  Kalamazoo  the  sum

The  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enact j  That 
the  county  of  Wexford  is  hereby  detached  from  the  nineteenth  judi- 
cial circuit;  the  county  of  Roscommon  is  hereby  detached  from  the 
twenty-first  judicial  circuit;  and  the  counties  of  Kalkaska  and 
Missaukee  are  hereby  detached  from  the  thirteenth  judicial  circuit 

SsG.  2.  The  counties  of  Kalkaska,  Missaukee,  Boscommon,  and 
Wexford  are  hereby  formed  into  and  constituted  a  judicial  circuit  to 
be  known  as  the  twenty-eighth  judicial  circuit 

Seo.  3.  The  judges  of  the  judicial  circuits  mentioned  in  the 
foregoing  section,  from  which  said  counties  are  hereby  detached,  as 
heretofore  organized  respectively,  shall  continue  to  hold  their  offices 
as  circuit  judges  for  said  counties  so  detached  respectively,  and  shall 
continue  to  hold  court  therein  and  to  perform  all  the  functions  of 
circuit  judges  thereof  respectively  until  a  circuit  judge  shall  be 
elected  and  qualified  in  the  said  twenty-eighth  judicial  circuit 

Seo.  4.  Gourts  shall  be  held  in  the  said  several  counties  at  the  time

asylum  for  the  insane.  The  persons  thus  appointed  shall  be  subject 
to  removal  by  the  governor,  and  should  any  vacancy  occur  in  said 
board  from  death,  resignation,  or  otherwise,  the  goyernor  shall  fill 
the  same  by  appointment;  such  appointment,  however,  to  be  sub- 
ject to  rejection  or  ratification  by  the  senate  of  the  session  of  the 
legislature  following  such  appointment  • 

Seo.  2.  The  commissioners  shall  select  and  purchase  or  receive  by  sd«ottoBof  dtt.

asylum,  a  tract  of  lai^d  containing  not  less  than  two  hundred  acres,

for  drainage.

Sbctiok  1.  The  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enacts   That  <»»ptor 
chapter  one  hundred  and  ninety-six  of  the  compiled  laws  of  eighteen  *™*° 
hundred  and  seventy-one,  entitled  '<  The  partition  of  lands  owned 
b;  several  persons,''  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  by  adding 
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thereto  three  new  sections,  to  stand  as  sections  eighty-eight,  eighty- 
nine,  and  ninety,  and  to  read  as  follows : 

Seo.  88.  In  all  cases  of  sales  nnder  jadgment  or  decree  in  parti- 
tion, where  it  shall  appear  that  any  married  woman  has  an 
inchoate  right  of  dower  in  any  of  the  lands  divided  or  sold,  or  that 
any  person  has  any  vested  or  contingent  future  right  or  estate  in 
such  lands,  it  shall  he  the  duty  of  the  court  under  whose  jadgment 
or  decree  such  sale  is  made,  to  ascertain  and  settle  the  propo^ional 
value  of  such  inchoate,  contingent,  or  vested  right  or  estate,  accord- 
ing to  the  principles  of  law  applicable  to  annuities  and  sanrivor- 
ships,  and  to  direct  such  proportion  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  to 
be  invested,  secured,  or  paid  over  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  judged 
best  to  secure  and  protect  the  rights  and  interests  of  the  parties. 

Sec.  89.  Any  married  woman  may  release  such  right,  interesti  or 
estate  to  her  husband,  and  acknowledge  the  same  before  the  com- 
missioner making  the  sale,  or  before  any  ofiScer  authorized  to  take 
acknowledgments,  or  if  executed  out  of  this. state,  to  be  executed, 
acknowledged,  and  certified  as  required  by  the  laws  of  this  State  for 
the  execution,  acknowledgment,  and  certification  of  deeds,  in  any 
other  State,  territory,  or  district  of  the  United  States,  and  upon 
such  release  the  share  of  the  sale  arising  from  her  contingent  inter- 
est shall  be  paid  to  her  or  to  her  husband  for  her  benefit. 

Seo.  90.  Such  release,  and  also  the  payment,  investment,  or  other- 
wise securing  any  share  of  the  proceeds  of  a  sale,  according  to  sec- 
tion eighty-eight  of  this  act,  shall  be  a  bar,  both  in  law  and  equity, 
against  any  such  right,  estate,  or  claim.

AN  ACT  to  amend  compiler's  section  forty-four  hundred  and  seven 
of  the  compiled  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-one,  relative 
to  the  inventory  and  collection  of  the  effects  of  deceased  persons,  as 
amended  by  act  number  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  of  the  ses- 
sion laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-nine,  said  compiler's 
section  forty-four  hundred  and  seven  being  originally  section 
seven  of  chapter  seventy-one  of  the  revised  statutes  of  eighteen 
hundred  and  forty-six. 

Sectiok  1.  The  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enact,  That 
compiler's  section  forty-four  hundred  and  seven  of  the  compiled 
laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-one,  relative  to  the  inventory 
and  collection  of  the  efiects  of  deceased  persons,  as  amended  by  act 
number  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  of  the  session  laws  of  eighteen 
hundred  and  seventy-nine,  said  compiler's  section  forty-four  hun- 
dred and  seven  being  originally  section  seven  of  chapter  seventy- 
one  of  the  revised  statutes  of  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-six,  be 
and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

(4407).  Sec.  7.  The  executor  or  administrator  shall  have  a  right 
to  the  possession  of  all  the  real  as  well  as  personal  estate  of  the 
deceased,  and  may  lease  the  same  from  year  to  year,  and  cancel  or 
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modify  any  existing  lease  or  leases  given  by  the  deceased  in  the 
same  manner  that  the  deceased  might  have  done  in  his  lifetime,  and 
may  receive  the  rents,  issaes,  and  profits  of  the  real  estate  nntil  the 
estate  shall  have  been  settled,  or  until  delivered  over  by  order  of 
the  probate  court  to  the  heirs  or  devisees;  and  shall  keep  in  good 
tenantable  repair  all  houses,  buildings,  and  fences  thereon,  which 
are  under  his  control :  Providtdt  That  whenever  on  application  of  vioniKK 
the  heirs,  or  devisees,  or  any  of  them,  it  shall  be  made  to  appear  to 
the  said  probate  court  that  there  are  no  debts  or  liabilities  outstand- 
ing and  unpaid  against  said  estate,  or  that  the  personal  estate  of 
said  deceased  is  amply  suflSoient  for  the  payment  of  all  claims  or 
liabilities  outstanding  or  allowed  against  the  said  estate,  the  said 
probate  court  shall  thereupon,  by  order,  deliver  over  the  said  real 
estate  of  said  deceased  to  the  heirs  or  devisees  of  said  estate,  although 
the  said  estate  shall  not  then  have  been  finally  settled,  and  there- 
upon the  right  of  the  said  executor  or  administrator  to  the  posses- 
sion of  the  real  estate  of  said  deceased,  and  to  receive  the  rents, 
issaes  and  profits  thereof  shall  cease :  Provided  further^  That  the  Protito. 
provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  be  construed  to  interfere  with  the 
possession  of  the  homestead.

AN  ACT  to  authorize  and  regulate  within  this  State  the  business 
of  plate-glass,  accident,  live  stock,  steam  boiler,  and  fidelity  in- 
surance, and  to  repeal  acts  number  forty-two  and  seventy-two  of 
the  session  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-seven. 

Section  1.  The  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enacts  That  no 
company,  association,  individual,  or  association  of  individuals, 
formed  under  the  laws  of  this  or  any  other  State  or  foreign  govern- 
ment/or  whether  incorporated  or  not,  shall  directly  or  indirectly 
transact  the  business  either  of  plate-glass,  accident,  live  stock,  or 
steam  boiler  insurance,  or  insure  the  fidelity  of  persons  holding 
public  or  private  trust  in  this  State,  without  receiving  a  certificate 
of  authority  from  the  commissioner  of  insurance. 

Sec.  2.  No  such  company  or  association  shall  be  authorized  by  Amoantof 
the  commissioner  of  insurance  to  transact  business  in  this  State  ^^  "^^ 
unless  possessed  of  an  actual  paid-up  capital  of  at  least  one  hundred  ^SUS 
thousand  dollars,  and  a  deposit  of  at  least  one  hundred  thousand 
dollars  with  the  State  treasurer  of  this  State,  or  with  the  chief 
financial  officer  or  commissioner  of  insurance  of  the  State  where 
such  company  or  association  is  organized,  duly  assigned  to  such 
officer  in  trust  for  the  benefit  of  all  policy  holders.    Said  deposit 
shall  consist  of  bonds  or  stocks  of  the  United  States  or  of  the  State 
where  such  company  or  association  is  organized,  or  of  bonds  and 
mortgages  on  improved,  unincumbered  real  estate  worth  double  the 
sum  loaned  thereon.    The  market  value  of  such  deposited  securities 
shall  at  all  times  be  eqyal  to  one  hundred  thousand  dollars. 
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Hut  comply  Seg.  3.  Sach  individuals,  companies,  or  associations  shall  be  re- 
ttfi'stato!  ^  quired  to  comply  with  the  laws  of  this  State  regalating  the  business 
of  life  insurance,  in  respect  to  the  appointment  of  an  attorney  to 
receive  process,  and  making  annual  statements  of  financial  condition, 
and  with  all  the  other  requirements  as  far  as  applicable,  and  shally 
Ben6wai  of  an.  as  a  coudltion  precedent  to  the  renewal  of  an  annual  certificate  by 
naai  certifioate.  |-jj^  commissioner  of  insurance,  make  and  file  in  the  oflSce  of  the 
State  treasurer,  annually,  in  the  month  of  January  of  each  year, 
on  oath  or  afiirmation,  a  statement  of  the  number  of  policies  issued 
by  its  agents,  and  procured  by  or  written  for  8ub-agent8,  solicitors, 
or  brokers,  upon  property  owned  by  residents  of,  or  situate  in  the 
State  of  Michigan ;  also,  a  like  statement  of  the  accident  or  fidelity 
insurance  business  transacted  in  the  State  of  Michigan,  and  the 
gross  amount  of  premiums  received  or  secured  thereon,  during  the 
year  then  terminated ;  and  shall  pay  into  the  hands  of  the  State 
treasurer  a  specific  tax  of  two  per  cent  on  the  gross  amount  of  all 
premiums  received  in  money  or  securities  during  the  said  year,

ment, or  whether  incorporated  or  not,  involving  a  guaranty,  con- 
tract, or  pledge  of  insurance  npon  plate-glass  or  steam  boilers  or 
upon  the  life  of  domestic  animals  and  loss  by  disease,  accident,  or 
theft  of  such  animals,  owned  or  located  in  this  State,  or  upon  in- 
dividuals, residents  of  this  State,  against  personal  injury,  disable- 
ment, or  death,  resulting  from  accident,  or  guaranteeing  the  fidel- 
ity of  any  person  holding  public  or  private  trust 
Ag«ntito  pro.  S^^*  ^*  ^t  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  to  act  within  this 
^MoommiH^  state  as  agent  or  otherwise  in  receiving  or  procuring  applications, 
wu^orily.  °'  or  in  any  manner,  directly  or  indirectly,  to  aid  in  transacting  the 
business  of  insurance  permitted  by  this  act,  without  proouring  from 
the  commissioner  of  insurance  a  certificate  of  authority.  Sach 
anthority  shall  designate  the  name  of  the  person  authorized  and 
the  name  of  the  company  or  association  for  which  he  is  to  act  as 
agent,  and  the  special  kind  of  insurance  to  be  solicited :  Prwided^ 
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That  nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall  apply  to  mutual  accident  ptotIbo. 
associations  organized  under  the  laws  of  this  State. 

Sec.  6.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  Pamny  for 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  ^'**'**^  **'•*'• 
thereof  shall  be  fined  in  a  sum  not  l^ss  th^  two  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars  and  shall  be  imprisoned  in  the  county  jail  until  such  fine  is 
paid,  not  exceeding  six  months.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  com- 
missioner of  insurance  to  notify  the  attorney  general  in  writing  of 
any  oflTense  under  this  act  which  may  come  to  his  knowledge,  and 
it  shall  thereupon  become  the  duty  of  such  attorney  general  to  at 
once  cause  proceedings  to  be  taken  for  the  punishment  thereof.

of  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-seven  "to  allow  plate-glass  insur- 
ance companies  to  do  business  in  this  State/'  are  hereby  repealed.

AN  ACT  to  confirm  the  action  of  the  board  of  control  of  railroad 
lands  conferring  certain  lands,  rights,  franchises,  powers,  and 
privileges  upon  the  Ontonagon  and  Brul6  Biver  Railroad  Company, 
which  were  granted  to  the  Ontonagon  and  State  Line  Kailroad 
Company  by  an  act  disposing  of  certain  grants  of  land  made  to 
the  State  of  Michigan  for  railrtad  purposes  by  act  of  congress, 
approved  June  three,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-six,  approved 
February  fourteen,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-seven,  and  to  pro- 
vide more  definitely  the  time  and  manner  of  constructing  such 
road  and  carrying  the  grant  made  by  said  board  of  control  into 
effect. 

Section  1.  The  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enady  That  Aotioaof 
the  lands,  franchises,  rights,  powers,  and  privileges  which  were  JJ^SnwS^*"^ 
granted  to  and  conferred  upon  the  State  of  Michigan  by  an  act  of 
congress  entitled  "An  act  making  a  grant  of  alternate  sections  of 
land  to  the  State  of  Michigan  to  aid  in  the  construction  of  certain 
railroads  in  said  State,  and  for  other  purposes,''  approved  June  third, 
eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-six,  to  aid  in  the  construction  of  a  rail- 
road from  Ontonagon  to  the  Wisconsin  State  line,  and  which  lands, 
franchises,  rights,  powers  and  privileges  were  granted  to  and  con- 
ferred upon  the  Ontonagon  and  State  Line  Railroad  Company  by 
an  act  of  the  legislature  of  the  State  of  Michigan,  entitled  "  An  act 
disposing  of  certain  grants  of  land  made  to  the  State  of  Michigan 
for  railroad  purposes  by  act  of  congress,  approved  June  third,  eighteen 
hundred  and  fifty-six,"  approved  February  fourteen,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  fifty-seven,  are  hereby  forfeited  to  the  State  for  non-per- 
formance of  the  conditions  upon  which  they  were  granted  by  this 
State,  and  they  are  hereby  granted  to  and  conferred  upon  the  On- 
tonagon and  Brul6  River  Railroad  Company,  and  the  action  of  the 
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board  of  control  of  railroad  LumIs,  declaring  such  forfeiture  and 
conferring  said  ]ands,  fcaochises,  rights,  powers  and  privileges  upon 
said  Ontonagon  and  Brul6  Biver  Bailroad  Company,  is  hereby  rati- 
fied and  confirmed:  Provided,  That  in  case  there  are  bona  fide 
homesteaders  upon  any  of  the  lands  included  in  this  grant,  such 
lands  shall  be  granted  to^the  Ontonagon  and  Brul6  Biver  Bailroad 
Company  only  upon  the  following  conditions,  to  wit:  The  board  of 
control  of  railroad  lands  shall  examine  into  any  claim  made  by  any 
person  who  shall  claim  to  them  to  have  taken  up  any  of  said  landls 
under  the  homestead  law,  and  if  such  board  upon  such  examination 
find  such  claim  to  have  been  made  in  good  faith  under  such  laws, 
they  shall  make  an  award,  stating  such  fact  and  the  value  of  the 
improvements  of  each  of  such  claimants,  which  award  shall  be 
binding  upon  said  company,  and  shall  certify  such  award  to  said 
company,  which  shall  thereupon,  upon  tender  or  payment  of  the 
amount  awarded  such  claimant  by  said  board,  and  otherwise  com- 
plying with  the  terms  of  this  act,  be  entitled  to  receive  such  lands. 

Sec.  2.  The  lands,  franchises,  rights,  powers  and  privileges  hereby 
conferred  upon  and  vested  in  said  Ontonagon  and  Brul6  Biver  Bail- 
road Company  shall  be  exclusively  applied  in  the  construction  of 
its  line  of  road  designated  in  its  articles  of  association,  filed  in  the 
office  of  the  secretary  of  State,  but  said  company  shall  have  the  right 
to  alter  the  southern  terminus  of  its  road  to  some  other  point  on 
the  Wisconsin  State  line,  and  to  make  such  alterations  in  the  line 
of  its  road  to  improve  such  line  as  may  be  found  expedient  to  avoid 
difficulties  of  construction ;  and  such  alteration  shall  not  impair 
the  title  to  said  lands  as  herein  granted  and  confirmed.  Said  road 
shall  be  constructed  of  T  or  conAinuous  rail,  of  standard  gauge,  and 
when  completed  shall,  in  all  respects,  and  in  all  its  parts,  be  a  first- 
class  railroad.  The  construction  of  said  road  shall  be  commenced 
at  the  village  of  Ontonagon,  and  said  company  shall  build  at  least 
twenty  miles  south  from  that  point  by  the  first  day  of  August, 
in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty- 
two:  Provided,  That  the  said  railroad  company  shall  be  at  liberty 
to  carry  on  the  work  of  constructing  said  road  at  the  same  time 
on  any  other  part  of  the  line  of  said  road,  if  it  shall  desire  to  do 
so,  and  shall  complete  the  whole  line  by  the  first  day  of  DecmeDer, 
eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-six. 

Sec.  3.  Said  railroad  shall  be  and  forever  remain  a  public  high- 
way for  the  use  of  the  government  of  the  United  States,  free  from 
toll  or  other  charge  upon  the  transportation  of  any  property  or 
troops  of  the  United  States,  and  the  United  States  mail  shall  be 
transported  over  said  railroad  under  the  direction  of  the  postoffice 
department,  at  such  price  as  congress  may  by  law  direct :  Provided, 
That  until  such  price  is  fixed  by  law,  the  postmaster  general  shall 
have  power  to  determine  the  same. 

Sec.  4.  Whenever,  by  said  line  of  said  railroad  crossing  other 
lines  of  railroads,  or  by  their  running  within  thirty  miles  of  each 
other,  or  from  any  other  cause,  conflicting  interests  or  claims  arise 
between  any  railroad  companies  in  respect  to  their  lands  granted 
under  said  act  of  congress,  guch  conflicting  claims,  if  not  adjusted 
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between  said  railroad  companies,  shall  be  settled  by  the  said  board 
of  control)  whose  decision  shall  be  final. 

Sec.  5.  Said  railroad  company  shall  take  said  grant  of  lands  with  Landi  mnted 
the  conditions  imposed  in  this  act,  and  shall  in  no  court  have  any  ^l£b[^'°^ 
claim  or  recourse  upon  the  State  of  Michigan  for  the  misapplication 
of  said  grant,  or  for  any  of  the  incumbrances  or  conditions  in  this 
act  imposed. 

Sec.  6.  Whenever  and  as  often  as  such  railroad  company  shall  oompio^of 
have  finished  and  put  in  running  order  any  section  or  sections  S^^mpu^  to 
of  said  railroad  of  twenty  continuous  miles,  and  the  same  shall  have  ■•*•<*'«»<'• 
been  accepted  as  completed  by  the  governor,  he  shall  make  a  certi- 
ficate of  the  fact  and  file  the  same  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of 
State,  and  thereupon  said  company  shall  be  entitled  to  select  the 
amount  of  one  hundred  and  twenty  sections  of  land  included  within 
any  twenty  continuous  miles  of  said  road  as  originally  located,  and 
upon  filing  a  certificate  of  such  selection  in  the  ofKce  of  the  secre- 
tary of  State,  the  equitable  title  to  the  lands  so  selected  and  in  such 
certificate  described,  shall  vest  in  said  company,  its  successors  and 
assigns,  bat  said  company  shall  not  be  allowed  to  convey,  mortgage,  Nottomortme, 
or  otherwise  incumber  said  lands  until  the  same  shall  have  been  ntentodlfy^ 
patented  to  it  by  the  Siate;  and  the  same  shall  not  be  patented  Stete,  etc 
until  the  wiiole  line  of  said  road  shall  have  been  fully  completed 
and  accepted  by  the  governor,  who  shall  thereafter,  upon  demand 
of  said  company,  convey  the  said  lands  by  letters  patent,  in  the 
usual  form,  to  said  railroad  company,  or  its  assigns,  which  patents  PatmitaDriiiiA 
shall  he  prima  facie  evidence  of  title  in  all  the  courts  of  this  State,  Su^wd?^^ 
and  shall  be  issued  upon  the  terms  and  according  to  the  conditions  ^^^ 
of  the  act  of  the  legislature  of  this  State,  entitled  <<  An  act  author- 
izing the  issue  of  patents  for  certain  railroad  lands  in  the  upper 
peninsula,^'  approved  March  eighth,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty- 
five,  and  from  and  after  the  date  said  road  is  accepted  as  completed 
by  the  governor,  all  of  sach  lands  shall  be  liable  to  taxation :  Pro-  Pfxjriw. 
videdy  That  said  equitable  title  shall  revert  to  the  State,  as  herein- 
after provided,  in  case  said  railroad  company  shall  fail  to  comply 
with  the  provisions  of  this  act :  And  provided  further^  That  said 
railroad  company  shall  not  sell  or  remove  any  of  the  timber  grow- 
ing upon  any  of  said  lands  except  as  provided  in  section  four,  nor 
remove  any  mineral  that  may  be  found  within  the  bounds  of  said 
grant  until  said  lands  shall  have  been  patented  to  said  railroad  com- 
pany by  the  State. 

Seo.  7.  Said  railroad  company  is  required,  by  a  vote  of  a  majority  i^cMptanoe 
of  its  directors,  to  accept  said  grant  of  lands  and  assent  to  the  terms  Mi^y.^^ 
and  conditions  contained  in  this  act,  and  to  file  such  acceptance 
and  assent  embodied  in  a  written  instrument  signed  by  the  presi- 
dent and  attested  by  the  secretary  and  corporate  seal  of  the  com- 
pany, in  the  ofiSce  of  the  secretary  of  State  of  Michigan,  within  sixty 
days  after  the  passage  of  this  act. 

Sec.  8.  Should  said  railroad  company  fail  to  accept  said  lands  on  Failure  to 
the  terms  of  this  act  within  sixty  days,  or  to  construct  its  entire  i^^SSbi. 
line  of  road,  or  any  part  thereof,  in  the  time  and  manner  in  this 
act  required,  the  said  board  of  control  shall  have  power,  and  they 
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are  hereby  required  to  declare  all  of  the  said  lands  forfeited  to  the 
State,  and  thereupon  the  same  shall  become  so  forfeited,  and  such 
equitable  title  aforesaid  shall  revert  to  the  State,  and  said  board  of 
control  are  authorized  to  confer  said  lands  upon  some  other  compe- 
tent party  under  the  general  regulations  and  restrictions  of  this 
act,  and  of  the  laws  of  this  State  applicable  thereto. 

This  act  is  ordered  to  take  immediate  effect.

AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  board  of  control  of  State  swamp  lands 
to  make  an  appropriation  of  State  swamp  land  to  aid  in  the  re- 
moval of  bars  and  other  obstructions  to  the  free  flow  of  water  in 
the  Lookingglass  river,  in  the  counties  of  Clinton  and  Shiawassee.

Such  decision  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  and  signed  by  the  board 
making  the  same,  and  filed  in  the  office  of  the  township  clerk,  and. 
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together  with  all  other  papers  relating  to  such  appeal,  shall  be 
recorded  as  part  of  the  record  of  the  road.  No  commissioner  from 
whose  determination  an  appeal  has  been  taken,  and  who  may  be  a 
member  of  the  township  board,  shall  act  on  such  appeal. 

Sec.  9.  In  case  the  determination  of  the  commissioner  upon  oofti  ir 
which  an  appeal  is  taken  be  conGrmed,  or  if  his  award  of  damages  M^flm^Sf'^'^ 
shall  not  be  increased,  the  appellant  shall  pay  the  whole  amount  of 
costs  of  such  appeal,  such  costs  to  be  ascertained  and  determined  by 
the  township  board,  and  deducted  from  the  amount  of  damages 
awarded;  and  if  there  be  not  sufiBcient  damages  from  which  to  pay 
SQch  costs,  the  appellant  shall  be  liable  for  the  amount  of  the  same 
in  an  action  at  law. 

LIKB  ROADS  BBTWEEK  TOWNSHIPS  AKD  MUNICIPALITIES. 

Sbo.  10.  In  case  of  application  under  the  second  subdivision  of  Notice  to

Fifth,  The  improvements  necessary  to  be  made  in  the  highways 
and  bridges  during  the  year,  and  the  amount  of  money  tax  that 
should  be  levied  tor  that  purpose  beyond  what  such  estimated  high- 
way labor  will  accomplish,  not  exc^ing  fifty  cents  upon  each  one 
hundred  dollars  of  valuation,  according  to  the  assessment  roll  for 
the  last  preceding  year,  or  in  townships  whose  aggregate  valuation 
is  less  than  fifty  thousand  dollars,  a  gross  sum  not  exceeding  two 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars.

Tided,  the  commissioner,  in  making  his  assessment,  may  assess  not 
exceeding  one-half  day's  labor  upon  each  one  hundred  dollars  of 
valuation ;  and  in  case  such  electors  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  vote 
a  money  tax,  as  by  the  second  subdivision  of  section  three  above 
provided,  the  township  board  may  order  to  be  levied  such  sum, 
within  the  limit  herein  above  provided,  as  they  may  deem  necessary, 
for  the  improvement  of  roads  and  bridges. 

Sxo.  5.  The  commissioner  of  highways  shall  be  in  attendance  at  whmbii^m 
the  office  of  the  supervisor  on  the  first  Thursday  after  the  third  ^^^betawaMd. 
Monday  of  May  in  each  year,  for  the  purpose  of  assessing  a  high- 
way tax,  and  he  shall  have  free  access  to  the  assessment  roll  uutil 
he  shall  have  completed  his  assessment. 

Seo.  6.  The  commissioner  shall  make  out  from  such  assessment  Awawnqntron, 
roll  a  separate  list  for  each  road  district,  showing  the  name  of  each  '»*»^"**^«"*' 
person  assessed  therein  on  account  of  personal  property,  and  the 
amount  so  assessed  against  each  such  person,  and  a  description  of 
«ach  lot  or  parcel  of  laud  within  each  district,  with  the  valuation 
thereof,  and  the  name  of  the  person  against  whom  the  same  is 
assessed,  if  the  same  be  known,  inserting  in  a  separate  part  of  such 
list  descriptions  of  lands  owned  by  non-residents  of  the  township, 
with  the  value  of  each  lot  or  parcel  set  down  opposite  to  each  such 
description,  as  the  same  shall  appear  on  the  assessment  roll ;  and  if 
any  lot  or  tract  be  not  separately  described  in  such  roll,  the  value 
thereof  shall  be  computed  in  proportion  to  the  valuation  which  shall 
have  been  affixed  to  the  whole  tract,  of  which  such  lot  or  parcel 
forms  a  part 

Sec.  7.  The  highway  labor  to  be  assessed  in  any  road  district,  AypoftoaMnt 
aside  from  the  poll  tax,  shall  be  apportioned  by  the  commissioner, 
and  assessed  upon  the  estate,  real  and  personal,  of  every  inhabitant 
thereof,  and  upon  each  tract  or  parcel  of  land  therein  of  which  the 
owners  are  non-residents,  as  the  same  may  appear  by  the  assessment 
roll.  The  commissioner  shall  carry  out  opposite  each  description 
of  property  on  the  list  made  by  him,  pursuant  to  the  last  preceding 
section,  the  number  of  days  which  such  property  shall  be  assessed 
for  highway  tax,  but  where  there  are  different  descriptions  of  prop- 
erty following  each  other  and  assessed  to  the  same  person,  the  num- 
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ber  of  days  may  be  carried  oat  in  gross;  and  he  shall  add  to  each 
snch  assessment  one  day  for  each  owner  or  occupaot  of  snch  prop- 
erty liable  to  a  poll  tax,  and  residing  in  the  district,  and  shall  also 
add  in  such  list  the  names  of  persons  not  assessed  who  are  liable  to 
a  poll  tax. 
ci«rktom«ke       Seo.  8.  The  township  clerk  shall  make  duplicates  of  the  several 
MfShweiKd.  ^^^*s>  ^°^  of  which  lists  for  each  district  shall  be  filed  by  such  clerk 
in  his  office,  and  the  other  shall  be  delivered  by  the  commissioner 
on  or  before  the  first  day  of  June  to  the  overseer  of  highways  of  the 
proper  district,  with  his  warrant  as  commissioner  annexed  thereto, 
commanding  the  overseer  to  warn  the  persons  therein  assessed  to 
work  on  the  highways,  and  to  make  return  of  his  doings  in  the 
premises  to  such  commissioner  as  the  law  directs. 
AddiagiMmM        Sec.  9.  The  names  of  persons  left  out  of  any  such  list,  and  who 
toiiMCf.  ought  to  have  been  included  therein,  and  of  new  inhabitants  who 

have  not  in  the  same  year  been  assessed  in  some  other  place  for 
highway  labor,  shall  be,  from  time  to  time,  added  to  the  several 
lists,  and  rated  by  the  overseers  in  proportion  to  their  taxable  real 
and  personal  property,  as  other  persons  are  rated  on  such  Hats  by 
the  commissioner,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  commissioner, 
whoikbieto  Sec.  10.

States,  persons  exempted  by  the  military  laws  of  the  State,  those 
who  are  mentally  incompetent  and  paupers,  shall  be  liable  to  assess- 
ment for  highway  labor  for  what  is  commonly  called  capitation  or 
poll  tax,  and  shall  be  assessed  therefor  one  day  in  each  year  in  the 
road  district  in  which  he  resides. 
WOTkcB  frifiu*     Sec.  11.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commissioner  to  credit  such 
persons  as  live  on  private  roads  in  his  township,  and  work  the 
same,  so  much  upon  their  assessment  on  account  of  snch  work,  as 
he  may  deem  necessary  to  improve  and  keep  such  private  roads  in 
repair;  or  he  may  annex  any  such  private  road  to  some  highway 
district. 
Sec  12.  Whenever  the  occupant  of  any  land  not  owned  by  him 
52Sf""      shall  be  assessed  therefor,  the  owner  thereof  shall  not  be  assessed, 
during  the  same  year,  to  work  on  the  highways  on  account  of  such 
land;  and  in  such  case  the  commissioner  shall  distinguish  in  his 
assessment  list  the  amount  charged  upon  such  land  from  the  per- 
sonal tax,  if  any,  of  such  occupant. 
Teuntenuaed       Sec.  13.  Whenever  any  tenant  of  any  land  for  a  less  term  than 
ftonnirt^for      ^^elve  years  shall  be  assessed  to  work  on  the  highways  on  account 
workonxwdi.    of  such  land,  and  shall  actually  perform  such  work,  or  commute 
therefor,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  a  deduction  from  the  rent  due  or  to 
become  due  from  him  for  such  land,  equal  to  the  lull  amount  of 
such  assessment,  or  he  may  recover  the  same  of  his  landlord  in  an 
action  for  money  paid  for  his  benefit,  estimating  the  same  at  so 
much  as  is  or  shall  be  prescribed  by  law  for  commutation  per  day 
for  highway  labor,  unless  otherwise  provided  by  agreement  between 
such  tenant  and  his  landlord.

CHAPTER  m. 

THE   PEBFOBMAKGB   OE   LABOR   OK   HIGHWAYS   AKD  THE   GOMKCT- 
TATION  THEKEFOB. 

SsonoK  1.  The  commissioner  of  highways  in  each  township  oeneni  ou« 
shall  have  the  general  care  and  saperinteudence  of  highways  there-  MM^ofmSir^* 
in.  The  overseer  of  highways  in  eaoh  road  district  shall  see  that 
the  highways  are  kept  in  repair,  and  shall  see  to  the  performance 
of  highway  labor  within  his  district,  snbject  to  the  provisions  of 
sections  twelve,  thirteen  and  fonrteen  of  this  chapter,  bnt  upon 
complaint  in  writing  to  the  commissioner  by  any  three  or  more  res- 
ident tax-payers  of  any  district  that  the  labor  is  being  unequally 
and  unjustly  applied,  or  improperly  done,  the  commissioner  shall 
direct  as  to  the  application  of  such  labor  or  the  manner  of  per- 
forming the  same. 

Sec.  2.  Every  overseer  shall  cause  the  highway  labor  assessed  Oouaetton  or 
within  his  district  against  persons  residing  in  his  township,  or  rep-  '»'«»^^ '•*»^' 
resented  therein  by  an  agent,  to  be  collected,  either  by  labor  or 
commutation,  before  the  first  day  of  August  in  each  year  subject 
to  the  provisions  of  section  thirteen  of  this  chapter;  but  he  may, 
in  his  discretion,  reserve  not  exceeding  one-eighth  of  the  amount, 
to  be  applied  for  the  purpose  of  repairs  at  a  later  period:  Frovidedy  Proriio. 
That  in  that  portion  of  the  State  lying  north  of  the  boundary  line 
between  Bay  and  Iosco  counties  extended  westward  without  limit, 
such  labor  may  be  performed  before  the  first  day  of  September. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  overseer  to  give  at  least  twenty-  NotiM  topenont 
four  hours*  notice  to  all  persons  assessed  to  work  on  the  highways  "■""*'• 
in  his  district,  and  residing  in  his  township,  of  the  time  when,  and 
the  place  where,  they  arc  to  appear  for  that  purpose,  and  with  what 
implements;  and  he  shall  notify  the  owner  or  agent  of  any  non- 
resident lands  within  his  district,  if  be  shall  know  that  any  such 
owner  or  agent  resides  within  the  township,  of  the  number  of  days 
assessed  upon  such  lands,  and  of  the  time  when  and  place  where 
the  lubor  is  to  be  performed,  which  notice  shall  be  given  at  least 
five  days  previous  to  the  time  appointed. 

Seo.  4.  Every  person  liable  to  work  on  the  highways  shall  work  oommatatioD. 
the  whole  number  of  days  for  which  he  shall  have  been  assessed, 
unless  be  shall  elect  to  commute  for  the  same,  or  some  part  there- 
of, and  shall,  within  the  time  in  which  he  is  required  to  appear  and 
work,  pay  the  commutation  money,  at  the  rate  of  one  dollar  for 
each  day  assessed,  to  the  overseer  of  the  district  in  which  the  labor 
is  required  to  be  performed,  and  the  commutation  shall  not  be  con- 
sidered as  complete  until  such  money  be  paid.  All  moneys  so  paid 
shall  be  expended  by  the  overseer,  so  far  as  may  be  necessary,  in  the 
purchase  of  implements,  or  construction  and  repair  of  the  roads 
and  bridges  in  the  same  district,  but  no  overseer  shall  be  allowed 
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to  oommate  for  imy  portion  of  the  time  for  whioh  he  is  assesBed, 
unless  bis  tax  shall  exceed  the  number  of  days  necessary  for  the 
faithful  and  efiBcient  supervision  by  him  of  the  highway  work 
within  his  district*  in  which  case  he  may  commute  for  the  excess. 

Sbo.  5.  Every  person  assessed  to  work  on  the  highways,  who  has 
w^lTn^^C*'  b^Q  duly  notified,  who  shall  not  commute,  and  who  shall  refuse  or 
neglect,  without  good  cause,  to  appear  in  obedience  to  such  notice, 
shall,  for  every  day's  refusal,  pay  the  sum  of  one  dollar;  and  if  such 
person  was  lawfully  required  to  furnish  a  team,  man  or  implements, 
and  shall  refuse  or  neglect,  without  good  cause,  to  comply,  he  shall 
pay  as  follows: — 

Firsif  For  wholly  refusing  to  comply  with  such  requisition,  three 
dollars  and  fifty  cents  for  each  day; 

Second^  For  omitting  to  furnish  a  cart,  wagon,  plow,  or  scraper, 
one  dollar  and  twenty-five  cents  for  each  day; 

Thirds  For  omitting  to  furnish  a  yoke  of  oxen  or  span  of  horses, 
one  dollar  and  twenty-five  cents  for  each  day; 

Fourihf  For  omitting  to  furnish  a  miin  to  manage  the  same,  one 
dollar  and  twenty-five  cents  for  each  day. 

Seo.  6.  When  any  person  shall  become  liable  for  the  payment  of 
any  sum  of  money  under  the  last  preceding  section,  the  overseer 
may  at  any  time  after  six  days  commence  suit  in  his  official  char- 
acter before  any  justice  of  the.peace  of  the  township,  or  of  an  ad- 
joining township  in  the  same  county,  against  the  person  so  liable, 
for  the  recovery  of  the  sum  due.  Such  suit  shall  be  by  summons 
in  an  action  of  assumpsit  or  on  the  case,  and  the  declaration  shall 
be  for  money  had  and  received,  and  such  action  shall  be  prosecuted, 
and  collection  under  it  may  be  had  in  all  respects  as  is  provided 
in  case  of  suits  between  private  persons,  except  that  adjournments 
shall  not  be  for  a  longer  time  than  ten  days  in  all;  and  when 
judgment  is  obtained,  execution  may  issue  immediately, and  no  stay 
of  execution  shall  be  allowed. 

Sbc.  7.  Every  sum  of  money  collected  for  a  refusal  or  neglect  to 
appear  and  work  on  the  highways  shall  be  set  off  against  the  assess- 
ment upon  which  it  was  founded,  estimating  every  one  dollar  and 
twenty-five  cents  collected,  exclusive  of  the  costs  of  the  proceedings, 
as  a  satisfaction  for  one  day's  work. 

Ssa  8.  Every  overseer  shall  have  power  to  require  a  cart,  wagon, 
plow,  or  scraper,  with  a  yoke  of  oxen  or  span  of  horses,  and  a  man 
to  manage  ihem,  to  be  turnished  by  any  person  having  the  same 
within  his  district,  who  shall  have  been  assessed  and  shall  be  liable 
for  highway  labor  for  three  days  or  more,  and  each  implement, 
team,  or  man  furnished  pursuant  to  such  requisition  shall  be  deemed 
equivalent  to  one  day's  labor. 

Sec.  9.  Every  person  assessed  to  work  on  the  highways,  and 
warned  to  work  thereon,  may  appear  and  work  in  person  or  by  a 
substitute,  and  the  person  so  appearing  shall  actually  work  eight 
hours  in  euch  day.  If  any  person  assessed,  or  his  substitute,  shall, 
alter  appearing,  remain  idle,  or  not  work  faithfully,  or  hinder  oth- 
ers from  working,  such  offender  shall,  for  each  offense,  pay  the  sum 
of  one  dollar. 
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Sbo.  10.  The  acceptance  by  an  overseer  of  an  excnse  for  a  refnsal  ^ 
or  neglect  shall  not  in  any  case  exempt  the  person  excused  ftom  ' 
commnting  for  or  working  the  whole  number  of  days  for  which  he 
shall  have  been  assessed  daring  the  year. 

Seo.  ir.  If  at  any  time  after  the  rendering  of  the  annual  acconnt  powwof  ormr. 
required  by  overseers,  and  before  the  township  meeting  following  J!!h!^*^il!Sml 
next  thereafter,  it  shall  be  necessary  to  remove  obstructions  from  ^"*»  •^^ 
the  highway,  or  to  repair  culverts  or  bridges  injured  by  freshets  or 
otherwise,  or  to  protect  the  highway  or  any  such  culverts  or  bridges 
from  injury,  in  any  road  district,  the  proper  overseer  shall  have 
power  to  call  out  any  persons  in  his  district  liable  to  pay  highway 
tax,  to  assist  in  the  work  necessary  therefor,  and  he  shall  give  such 
persons  a  written  certificate,  stating  the  number  of  days  worked  by 
each,  which  shall  be  allowed  to  them  on  the  next  year's  highway 
tax;  but  no  person  shall  be  thus  called  upon  for  labor  to  exceed 
the  amount  of  one-half  his  tax  the  previous  year. 

Sbo.  1:^.  All  road  work  hereafter  done  upon  roads  that  have  been  Hown»dito 
opened  and  worked  for  ten  years  or  more,  except  such  as  may  be  ^SES 
required  for  necessary  repairs,  shall  have  in  view  the  permanent 
improvement  of  such  roads  by  grading  and  turnpiking.    Elevations 
upon  the  line  of  such  roads  shall  be  cut  down,  and  the  depressions 
raised,  in  order  to  form  a  grade  as  level  as  the  nature  of  the  ground 
will  permit    Such  roads  shall  be  worked  so  as  to  form  a  turnpike 
sufficiently  crowning  to  turn  the  water,  with  gutters  adequate  for 
drainagej  and  the  width  of  the  turnpike  shall  be  not  less  than  ten  width  or 
feet  on  each  side  of  the  center  line  of  the  road,  terminating  in  the  '°^>>«l 
center  of  the  gutters. 

Sbo.  13.  After  any  such  turnpike  shall  have  been  used  for  one  Tnnjiketobe 
year,  the  ruts  shall  be  filled,  after  which  it  shall  be  graveled  in  cases  satm^- 
where  gravel  can  be  conveniently  obtained.  In  graveling  any  road, 
the  gravel  shall  be  placed  along  the  center  thereof  in  a  space  not 
less  than  eight  feet  in  width  and  in  a  mass  not  less  than  six  inches 
deep,  or  not  to  exceed  fifteen  inches,  in  the  discretion  of  the  com- 
missioner. The  highway  labor  in  any  district  necessary  for  such 
graveling  shall  be  done  at  such  time  as  the  overseer  may  direct,  not 
kter  than  the  first  day  of  November  in  the  year  in  which  the  same 
is  assessed,  but  the  commissioner  may  allow  any  person  assessable 
within  any  district  to  work  out  a  portion  of  his  tax  for  the  next 
year  in  graveling  any  road  in  such  district  at  a  later  time  than  the 
first  day  of  November,  in  case  the  road  bed  be  dry  and  in  fit  condi- 
tion therefor,  and  such  person  shall  have  credit  on  his  next  year's 
tax  for  such  work. 

Sbo.  14.  The  work  mentioned  in  the  two  last  preceding  sections 
shall  be  continued  until  all  the  roads  of  the  township  are  made  at 
least  equal  to  the  requirements  of  said  sections.  The  commis- 
sioner shall  determine  what  roads  shdl  be  from  time  to  time  im- 
proved as  required  by  said  sections,  subject  to  any  direction  that 
the  township  board  may  see  fit  to  exercise.  The  commissioner  shall 
direct  the  overseers  in  the  expenditure  of  the  highway  labor  within 
their  districts,  so  that  in  improving  any  line  of  road  extending  into 
or  through  different  districts,  uniformity  in  the  work  of  improve-

ment  may  be  bad.  Before  proceeding  to  the  improTement  of  anj 
road  as  above  provided,  whether  by  liighway  labor  or  by  contract* 
the  commissioner  shall  establish  the  grade  of  such  road,  and  shall 
set  grade  stakes  not  more  than  six  rods  apart  along  the  side  of  the 
highway  to  be  worked,  to  which  the  grade  shall  coniorm.  •

ftT^ta^owii'  improve  the  same  by  paving  or  macadamizing,  they  may  do  so  at 
their  own  expense,  and  in  such  manner  as  may  be  approved  by  the 
commissioner.

CHAPTER  IV. 

AS8E88MBNT    AND    COLLECTION    OF    MONEY    TAX    FOR    HIGHWAY 

PURPOSES. 

si«etoitiDft7         Section  1.  The  qualified  electors  of  any  township  of  this  State 
tiMr!?£\liSr    ^^^  ^^  ^^^  reside  in  any  incorporated  village  may,  by  a  majority 
vote  of  those  voting,  determine  that  the  highway  tax  shall  be 
assessed  on  a  money  basis,  and  paid  in  money  instead  of  in  labor  as 
is  provided  by  chapters  two  and  three  of  this  act. 
HowqQwtionto      Seo.  2.  The  township  board  of  any  township  shall  submit  the 
befobmittad.     question  implied  by  the  first  section  of  this  chapter  to  the  electors 
of  such  township,  at  any  annual  township  meeting,  or  at  any  special 
township  meeting  held  after  the  annnal  meeting  and  prior  to  the 
first  day  of  October  in  any  year,  on  the  written  demand  of  twelve 
or  more  freeholders  of  such  township,  filed  with  the  township  clerk 
not  less  than  twelve  days  before  the  time  of  such  meeting,  and  notice 
of  snch  vote  to  be  taken  shall  be  given  by  the  township  clerk  by 
posting  the  same  in  at  least  three  public  places  in  the  township  at 
least  ten  days  before  the  time  of  such  meeting.

mine  the  amount  of  tax  to  be  raised  for  highway  purposes  under 
this  chapter  for  the  next  ensuing  year,  not  exceeding  one-half  of 
one  per  cent  on  the  aggregate  assessed  valuation  of  the  property  of 
the  township,  and  in  case  they  do  not  so  determine,  the  amonnt  of 
such  tax  within  the  limit  above  provided  shall  be  fixed  by  the  town-

Firstj  The  improvements  which  have  been  ma^^  on  the  roads  and 
bridges  in  the  township  during  the  year  preceding  such  report,  and 
the  condition  of  such  roads  and  bridges; 

Second^  A  summary  statement  of  the  cost  of  such  improvements, 
the  amount  of  outstanding  liabilities,  if  any,  and  the  amount  of  the 
highway  fund,  if  any,  over  and  above  such.liabilities; 

Third,  The  improvements  necessary  to  be  made  during  the  year, 
and  the  amount  of  tax  that  should  be  levied  for  that  purpose,  and 
when  special  improvements  are  designed,  they  shall  be  specified, 
with  an  estimate  of  their  cost  The  township  board  shall  cause 
such  statement  to  be  presented  at  the  then  next  annual  township 
meeting  at  the  time  of  voting  upon  the  amount  of  tax  to  be  raised, 
but  a  failure  to  render  such  statement,  or  to  present  the  same  to  the 
township  meeting,  shall  not  affect  the  right  of  the  electors  of  the 
township  to  Tote  a  highway  tax,  or  of  the  township  board  to  fix  and 
determine  the  same,  as  provided  in  the  last  preceding  section. 

Sec.o.  The  supervision  of  road  work  and  the  repair  of  highways  saperridon of 
and  bridges  in  townships  availing  themselves  oi  the  provisidtis  of  ^J^ofoom?" 
this  chapter,  shall  be  under  the  charge  of  the  commissioner,  subject  ™*«ton«r. 
to  such  directory  control  of  the  township  board  as  is  herein  pre- 
scribed, and,  except  in  the  case  of  work  done  by  contract,  he  shall 
employ  or  direct  the  employment  of  the  labor  necessary  therefor, 
and  the  cost  thereof  shall  be  paid  from  the  highway  fund  of  the 
township.

taxes  and  the  performance  of  labor  on  the  highways,  except  sections 
twelve,  thirteen,  fourteen  and  fifteen,  of  chapter  three,  shall  no 
longer  be  of  force  or  operative  in  such  township,  but  the  commis- 
sioner shall  require  the  payment  of  a  capitation  or  poll  tax  by  per- 
sons liable  thereto  who  are  not  tax  payers  and  who  do  not  reside  in 
any  incorporated  village:  Provided^  That  any  such  township  may,

£SraoSoii%  etc.  ^^^*  ^^'  ^^  townships  acting  under  this  chapter,  the  commissioner, 
or  in  his  absence  the  overseer  of  any  road  district,  within  his  district, 
shall  have  power  to  act  and  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  act,  in  ail  cases 
in  which  it  may  be  necessary  to  remove  obstructions  from  the  high- 
way, or  to  repair  culverts  or  bridges  injured  by  freshets  or  other- 
wise, or  to  protect  the  highway  or  any  such  culverts  or  bridges  from 
injury,  and  they  may  call  on  any  of  the  inhabit^ints  residing  in  the 
vicinity  for  that  purpose,  and  may  employ  labor  necessary  therefor, 
and  all  necessary  expenses  incurred  under  the  provisions  of  this 
section  shall  be  paid  from  the  highway  fund.  The  commissioner 
shall  be  responsible  for  the  discharge  of  the  duties  required  of  over- 
seers by  section  eight  of  chapter  eleven,  and  by  section  one  of

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.     CHAPTER  V. 

FOB  THS  SBCHBITY  OF  PEBSONS  AKD  PROPEBTT  OK  THE  HIGHWAYS. 

SBcnoKl.  When  any  public  highway  which  passes  along  the  Doty  of  com. 
bank  of  any  lake,  river  or  other  water-conrse,  shall,  by  the  falling  or  Si^^onb^ 
washing  away  of  the  bank,  6r  from  any  other  canse,  become  reduced  J^jy;^/ 
to  a  width  of  less  than  fifty  feet,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commis- 
sioner, acting  upon  his  own  knowledge,  or  on  being  notified  thereof 
in  writing,  by  any  person  of  adult  age,  such  notice  stating  the  place 
or  places  where  such  defect  exists,  to  proceed  within  ten  days  and 
examine  the  same,  and  if  he  finds  it  to  be  less  than  fifty  feet  wide, 
he  shall  forthwith  lay  out,  open,  and  work  such  highway  in  and 
upon  the  adjacent  land  to  the  width  of  fifty  feet;  and  if  such  land 
be  inclosed,  he  shall,  within  ten  days,  giye  notice  in  writing  to  the 
owner  or  occupant  of  such  land,  requiring  such  owner  or  occupant 
within  thirty  days  to  remove  the  fence,  hedge,  or  other  structure 
forming  the  enclosure,  back  from  the  bank  far  enough  to  admit  of 
such  opening  and  working,  and  if  such  owner  or  occupant  shall 
neglect  to  remove  the  same,  as  required  by  such  notice,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  commissioner  forthwith  to  remove  such  fence  or 
other  structure,  doing  the  owner  or  occupant  no  unnecessary  dam- 
age in  making  such  removal. 

Sec.  2.  When  any  such  highway  is  less  than  fifty  feet  wide,  and  ftu^mnybe 
more  than  thirty-five  feel  wide,  the  commissioner  may,  in  his  dis-  * 
cretion,  instead  of  widening  the  same,  erect  near  the  edge  of  the 
bank,  and  thereafter  maintain  in  good  order,  a  substantial  railing 
or  fence,  which  shall  be  at  least  three  feet  high  and  sufiBciently 
strong  to  prevent  persons,  carriages  and  animals  from  falling  over 
such  bank. 

Sec.  3.  When  any  dwelling  house  or  other  building  shall  stand  when  hoiwe 
so  near  any  lake,  river  or  other  water-course,  where  a  highway  inter-  S^TSSng^ 
venes,  that  there  shall  not  be  room  for  a  road  at  least  thirty-five  feet  ^irid«ied. 
wide,  then  the  commissioner  shall,  within  ten  days  after  having 
knowledge  of  the  fact,  give  thirty  days'  notice  in  writing  to  the  own- 
er or  occapant  of  the  land  to  be  taken,  and  to  the  owner  or  occu- 
pant of  such  house  or  other  building,  of  his  intention  to  open  a 
highway  in  the  rear  of  such  house  or  other  building,  and  if  such 
house  or  other  building  shall,  within  the  said  thirty  days,  be  moved 
back  far  enough  to  admit  of  a  road  being  opened  and  worked  at 
least  thirty-five  feet  wide  in  front  thereof,  then  the  commissioner 
shall  widen  such  highway  in  front  of  such  house  or  other  building ; 
but  if  such  house  or  other  building  shall  not  be  so  removed,  he 
shall  then  proceed  without  further  delay  to  lay  out  a  highway  in  the 
rear  of  such  house  or  other  building,  not  less  than  fifty  feet  wide. 

Seo.  4.  Whenever  any  commissioner,  acting  under  the  provisions  jhamgrnnhw 
of  this  chapter,  shall  remove  or  cause  to  be  removed  any  fence,  hedge  J^  *■  ^^«»«<'» 
or  other  structure  forming  the  enclosure,  and  shall  take  any  land  to 
widen  a  highway,  or  shall  lay  out  a  highway  in  the  rear  of  any  house 
or  other  building,  he  shall  award  such  damages  to  the  owner  of  the 
property  taken,  and  for  removing  such  fence,  hedge  or  other  struct- 
ure forming  the  enclosure  when  done  by  the  owner,  as  to  him  shall 
39 
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seem  just  and  reasonable,  and  shall  tender  to  the  person  entitled 
thereto  an  order  on  the  treasurer  of  his  township  for  the  amonnt  of 
any  damages  awarded  to  sach  person ;  bat  when  no  owner,  occnpant 
or  agent  of  the  property  taken  resides  or  can  be  found  in  his  town- 
ship, then  the  commissioner  shall  deposit  snch  order  with  the  clerk 
of  his  township,  who  shall  deliver  the  "same  to  the  person  entitled 
thereto  when  applied  for :  Providedy  That  any  person  dissatisfied 
with  the  amount  of  damages  awarded  by  any  commissioner  in  any 
action  had  under  this  chapter,  may  app^  from  such  award  in  the 
same  manner  that  the  action  of  a  commissioner  in  laying  out,  alter- 
ing, or  discontinuing  a  highway,  may  be  appealed  from,  and  subject 
to  the,  same  conditions  and  liabilities  as  in  such  cases  provided,  bat 
no  such  appeal  shall  have  the  effect  to  delay  any  proceedings  here- 
inbefore by  this  chapter  authorized  to  be  had. 

Seg.  5*  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commissioner  of  highways 
of  each  township  to  see  that  all  plank  or  gravel  road  companies, 
or  companies  owning  or  controlling  any  kind  of  toll  i*oad,  main- 
tain their  roads  in  as  good  and  safe  condition  as  he  is  required 
to  keep  the  public  highways  of  his  township.  When  any  such 
plank,  gravel,  or  toll  road  shall  become  defective,  he  shall  serve 
a  written  notice  upon  any  ofiScer  or  agent  of  the  company  own- 
ing or  controlling  the  same,  describing  the  locality  where  sach 
defect  exists,  and  requiring  such  company  to  repair  such  defect 
within  thirty  days  from  the  receipt  of  such  notice ;  and  every  such 
company  failing  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  such  notice 
shall,  for  every  such  offense,  be  subject  to  a  penalty  of  fifty  dollars. 

Sec.  6.  All  proper  expenses  incurred  by  any  commissioner  in 
complying  with  the  requirements  of  this  chapter  shall  be  by  him 
reported  in  writing  to  the  supervisor  of  his  township  on  or  before 
the  first  Monday  of  October  following,  and  the  supervisor  shall 
levy  the  amount  thereof  upon  the  taxable  property  of  his  town- 
ship in  the  same  manner  aa  other  township  taxes. 
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THE  OBSTBUCnOK  OF  HIGHWAYS  AlSfD  EKCBOACHKEKTS  THBSBOK. 

>  Seotiok  J.  In  every  case  where  a  public  highway  has  been  or 
shall  be  encroached  upon  by  any  fence,  building,  or  other  encroach- 
ment, the  commissioner  may  make  an  order  nnder  his  hand,  reqair- 
ing  the  occupant  of  the  land  through  or  by  which  sudi  highway 
runs,  and  of  which  such  fence,  building,  or  other  encroachment 
forms  u  part  of  the  enclosure,  to  remove  such  encroachment 
from  such  highway  within  thirty  days;  and  he  shall  canse  a  copy  of 
such  order  to  be  served  npon  snch  occupant,  and  eveiy  such  order 
shall  specify  the  width  of  the  road,  the  greatest  extent  of  the 
encroachment,  and  of  what  it  consists,  and  the  place  or  places  in 
which  the  same  may  be,  with  reasonable  certainty;  bot  fences 
erected  for  the  protection  of  hedges,  or  temporary  fences  for  the 
protection  of  other  improvements,  shall  not  be  deemed  encroach- 
ments, so  long  as  they  may  be  necessary  for  such  protection,  unless 
the  road  be  so  fenced  up  as  to  make  the  traveled  portion  less  than 
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sixteen  feet  wide,  provided  that  such  hedges  or  other  improve- 
ments be  not  themselves  encroachments. 

Sec.  2.  If  such  encroachment  shall  not  be  removed  within  thirty  Pen^for 
days  after  the  service  of  a  copy  of  such  order,  such  occupant  shall  ^itfSoT' 
forfeit  the  sum  of  fifty  cents  for  every  day  after  the  expiration 
of  that  time  during  which  such  encroachment  shall  continue 
anremoved,  to  be  recovered  in  an  action  of  trespass  before  any 
justice  of  the  peace  of  the  township,  or  of  an  adjoining  township 
in  the  same  county,  and  the  commissioner  may  pr9ceed  to  remove 
such  encroachment  in  the  same  manner  that  he  may  do  in  case  of 
the  opening  of  a  highway,  and  the  person  at  fault  shall  be  liable 
for  the  costs  and  expenses  of  such  removal ;  but  no  person  shall 
be  required  to  remove  any  fence  under  the  provisions  of  this  sec- 
tion between  the  first  day  of  April  and  the  first  day  of  Novem- 
ber, unless  such  fence  shall  have  been  made  within  three  months 
next  before  the  making  of  the  order  for  the  removal  thereof:  Pro-  ptotuo. 
videdf  That  if  the  person  upon  whom  the  copy  of  such  order  shdl 
be  served  shall  at  any  time  before  the  expiration  of  said  thirty 
days,  by  a  written  notice  served  upon  the  commissioner,  deny 
such  encroachment  either  in  whole  or  in  part;  or  shall  deny  the 
existence  of  a  highway  where  such  encroachment  is  claimed  to 
exist,  the  commissioner,  instead  of  proceeding  to  remove  such 
encroachment,  shall  commence  an  action  of  trespass  against  the 
person  upon  whom  the  copy  of  such  order  was  served,  as  hereinafter 
provided. 

Sec.  3.  Such  action  shall  be  brought  by  the  commissioner  inHowaetton 
his  name  of  office,  claiming  nominal  damages  only  in  the  sum  of  ^''^'"^^ 
six  cents,  before  any  justice  of  the  peace  of  the  township  or  of 
un  adjoining  township  in  the  same  county.  The  declaration  in 
such  action  shall  follow  the  order  required  by  section  one  of  this 
chapter  in  describing  such  encroachment,  and  the  defendant  may 
plead,  denying  the  encroachment  in  whole  or  in  part,  and  may 
also  deny  the  existence  of  a  highway  where  such  encroachment  is 
claimed  to  be,  if  he  shall  have  denied  the  same  in  the  notice  which 
by  the  last  preceding  section  he  may  serve  upon  the  commissioner, 
and  shall  have  set  the  same  up  in  defense  at  the  time  of  joining 
issue,  but  otherwise  the  legal  existence  of  the  highway  shall  not  ^ 
questioned  on  the  trial,  and  the  fact  of  such  encroachment,  and 
where  the  true  line  of  the  highway  is,  shall  only  be  tried. 

Sec.  4.  The  summons  in  such  action  may  be  in  the  same  form,  snmnwiigaad 
and  shall  be  issued  and  served,  and  a  jury  shall  be  impaneled  when  *^* 
demanded,  and  all  proceedings  had  as  near  as  may  be,  as  in  cases 
of  personal  actions  of  trespass,  and  full  costs  shall  be  taxed  by  the 
justice  and  paid  by  the  losing  party,  except  that  if  the  commis- 
sioner demands  a  jury  he  shall  not  be  required  to  advance  the 
jury  fee,  and  the  adjournment  of  the  trial  shall  not  exceed  ten  days 
in  all.  The  jury  shall  specify  in  their  verdict,  if  they  find  the 
defendant  guilty  of  causing  or  maintaining  the  encroachment  as 
charged,  and  the  extent  thereof,  and  if  the  existence  of  the  high- 
way has  been  denied,  they  shall  also  specify,  if  they  find  a  highway 
to  exist,  whether  it  be  such  by  public  use  or  by  having  been  regu- 
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larly  laid  oat  and  established  as  a  pnblic  highway.  In  the  trial  of 
any  cansc  involving  the  existence  of  any  highway,  the  burden  of 
proof  shall  be  npon  the  contestants  to  show  that  the  same  has  not 
been  regularly  laid  out  and  established  as  a  public  highway,  or  has 
not  become  such  by  public  use. 

Sec.  5.  Either  party  may  appeal  to  the  circuit  court  of  the  proper 
county  in  the  same  manner  that  appeals  are  taken  from  justices!' 
courts  in  other  cases,  but  in  case  of  an  appeal  taken  by  the  com- 
missioner he  shall  not  be  required  to  pay  the  costs  or  furnish  an 
appeal  bond.  In  case  of  such  appeal,  trial  shall  be  had  on  the 
issue  joined  in  the  justice  court,  and  in  case  of  a  judgment  in  any 
court  against  the  commissioner,  no  execution  shall  issue,  but  the 
judgment  shall  be  certified  to  the  proper  supervisor  and  the  amount 
thereof  assessed  and  collected  as  in  case  of  judgments  against  town- 
ships. 
fioBonaonfliua  Seo.  6.  In  all  cases  of  final  judgment  against  any  person  for  caas- 
^»  ing  or  maintaining  an  encroachment^  the  commissioner  may  pro- 
ceed to  remove  the  same  within  ten  days  after  such  judgment  in 
the  same  manner  that  he  may  do  under  section  two  of  this  chapter 
where  the  encroachment  or  the  existence  of  the  highway  is  not 
denied,  and  the  penalty  prescribed  in  said  section  two  shall  attach 
and  continue  from  and  after  the  expiration  of  the  thirty  days  men- 
tioned therein  until  such  encroachment  be  removed. 

Seo.  7.  If  any  building  or  other  serious  obstruction  shall,  in  the 
process  of  moving,  be  left  in  the  highway,  so  as  to  interfere  witii 
the  travel  thereon^  the  commissioner  may  notify  the  person  at  fault 
to  remove  the  same  within  two  days,  such  notice  to  be  either  ver- 
bally or  in  writing,  and  if  such  obstruction  be  not  removed  pur- 
suant to  such  notice,  the  person  at  fault  shall  be  liable  to  a  pen- 
alty of  five  dollars  per  day  for  each  day  that  the  same  shall  remain 
unremoved,  and  after  seven  days  the  commissioner  may  proceed 
to  remove  it 

Sec.  8.  In  case  any  saw  logs,  cord  wood,  or  other  loose  obstrnc* 
tion  shall  be  upon  any  highway,  the  overseer  may  notify  the  owner,, 
if  known,  to  remove  the  same  within  three  days,  and  if  not  so 
removed,  or  the  owner  is  unknown,  the  overseer  may  remove  such 
obstruction  to  some  convenient  place,  and  if  it  have  a  value  he  shall 
hold  it  for  three  months  subject  to  the  order  of  the  owner  npon 
payment  of  the  necessary  expenses  of  removal,  after  which  time  he 
may  sell  the  property  removed,  and  such  sale,  notice  of  sale  and  appli- 
cation of  the  proceeds  thereof  shall  be  the  same  as  is  now  required 
by  law  of  constables  on  sale  under  execution,  and  the  expense  of 
removal,  care  of  property  and  sale  shall  be  deducted  from  the 
proceeds  of  sale,  and  the  balance  paid  to  the  owner  of  such  prop- 
erty or  deposited  with  the  township  clerk  to  be  by  him  paid  to  the 
owner.  In  case  the  article  or  thing  have  no  vdue,  or  is  not  of 
BuflScient  value  to  pay  for  the  removal,  the  overseer  shall  be 
entitled  to  compensation  for  the  expense  of  removing  it,  to  be 
audited  and  allowed  by  the  township  board,  and  the  expense  of 
removal  may  be  recovered  from  the  owner  in  the  name  of  the 
township  in  an  action  of  assumpsit 
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CHAPTER  Vn. 

THE  EBECnOK,  SEPAntlKG,  AISTD  PRESEBYATIOK  OF  BRIDGES. 

Segtiok  1.  The  commissioner  shall  hare  the  care  of  bailding,  commiirioiMr 
rebuilding,  and  repair  of  all  bridges  where  the  cost  in  either  case  twuS^MsMgci, 
shall  exceed  twenty  dollars,  and  in  such  case  shall  proceed  to  such  *^ 
bailding^  rebuilding,  or  repair;  and  where  the  cost  in  any  case  shall 
be  over  fifty  dollars,  the  same  shall  be  let  by  contract  pursuant  to 
section  three  of  chapter  eleven  of  this  act  When  the  cost  of  build- 
ing, rebuilding,  or  repair  of  any  bridge  shall  be  less  than  twenty 
dollars,  the  overseer  of  the  district  in  which  the  same  may  be  situ- 
ated shall  have  charge  thereof,  and  shall  immediately  proceed  to 
such  building,  rebuilding,  or  repair,  and  shall  certify  the  cost 
thereof  to  the  commissioner,  but  the  amount  to  be  expended  under 
this  section  shall  noc  exceed  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  in  any 
one  township  in  any  one  year.  The  overseer  shall  have  the  care  of 
all  bridges  within  his  district,  and  shall  see  that  the  same  are  kept 
in  repair,  and  when  the  cost  of  repairing  any  bridge  shall  exceed 
twenty  dollars  he  shall  report  to  the  commissioner  the  condition  of 
such  bridge  and  the  necessity  for  such  repairs. 

Sec.  2.  In  payment  for  the  labor  performed,  materials  furnished,  £^[Jgg?"5^ 
and  necessary  expenses  incurred  for  the  purpose  in  the  last  preced-  madx  '  ' 
ing  section  specified,  the  commissioner  is  hereby  authorized  to  draw 
his  orders  upon  the  township  treasurer,  and  he  shall  notify  the 
township  clerk  of  the  amount  of  such  orders,  on  or  before  the  first 
Monday  of  October  thereafter,  and  the  township  clerk  shall  include 
such  amount  in  the  statement  of  moneys  to  be  raised  for  township 
purposes,  to  be  by  him  delivered  to  the  supervisor ;  and  such  amount 
shaU  be  levied  and  collected  with  the  general  tax  for  township  pur- 
poses. 

Sec.  3.  Whenever,  in  the  opinion  of  the  commissioner,  an  exigency  Daiyoroommii. 
may  exist  requiring  the  expenditure  of  a  greater  sum  than  one  ^j^^tnraocmr 
thousand  dollars  for  the  building,  rebuilding  or  repair  of  any  bridge  JJJ^ 
or  bridges  in  his  township,  he  shall  notify  the  township  clerk 
thereof,  in  writing,  and  the  township  clerk  shall,  as  soon  as  may  be, 
call  a  meeting  of  the  township  board  to  consider  the  matter  of  such 
notice.  In  case  the  exigency  be  deemed  suflScient,  the  township 
board  may  order  that  the  question  of  raising  money  for  such  build- 
ing, rebuilding  or  repair  be  submitted  to  the  electors  of  the  town- 
ship. If  the  order  be  made  within  one  month  preceding  the  annual 
township  meeting,  the  question  shall  be  submitted  at  such  meeting, 
but  otherwise  a  special  township  meeting  may  be  called,  and  the 
township  board  shall  determine  the  form  of  notice  to  be  given,  as

two  or  more  bridges  at  one  time  in  such  township,  and  that  the 
amount  of  such  contract  in  either  case  exceeds  fifteen  hundred  dol- 
lars, such  board  of  supervisors  may  cause  one-half  of  the  expense  of 
such  building  or  rebuilding,  as  represented  by  such  contract  or  con-

ber, or  against  freshets,  or  any  other  cause,  in  cases  where  the  same 
can  be  done  without  any  material  obstruction  to  the  navigation  of 
any  stream. 
NoUoeMto  Sec.  8.  The  commissioner  of  highways  of  any  township,  or  com- 

ftw^drtjiogon  moQ  council  of  any  city  or  village,  may  put  up  and  maintain,  at 
the  expense  of  their  township,  city,  or  village,  in  conspicuous  places 
at  each  end  of  any  bridge  in  such  township,  city,  or  village,  main- 
tained at  the  public  charge,  and  the  length  of  whose  chord  is  not 
less  than  twenty-five  feet,  a  notice  with  the  following  words  in  large 
characters:  ^'Five  dollars  fine  for  riding  or  driving  on  this  bridge 
faster  than  a  walk;"  and  in  case  snch  bridge  shall  be  over  one  hun- 
dred feet  in  length,  or  shall  have  a  draw  or  turn-table  therein  for 
the  purpose  of  opening  the  same,  such  notice  may  be :  *<Ten  dollars 
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fine  for  riding  or  driving  on  this  bridge  faster  than  a  walk,  or  driv- 
ing on  more  than  ten  head  of  cattle  at  a  time  f  or  snch  other  snm 
not  to  exceed  twenty-five  dollars,  may  be  mentioned  in  such  notice 
as  such  commissioner  or  common  council  shall  deem  proper. 

Seo.  9.  Whoever  shall  offend  against  any  such  notice  thus  posted  Penalty  for 
and  there  being,  shall  forfeit  for  every  offense  the  sum  mentioned  SJSJS!"*'**'"* 
in  snch  notice,  and  the  same  may  be  collected  in  the  name  of  such 
commissioner,  city  or  village  authorities,  as  the  case  may.  be.  The 
provisions  of  this  and  the  last  preceding  section  shall  extend  to 
bridges  owned  and  controlled  by  private  persons,  companies,  or  cor- 
porations, who  are  hereby  vested  with  the  same  authority,  touching 
said  bridges,  as  are  conferred  upon  townships  and  municipal 
corporations.

sioner  of  highways  of  any  township  for  a  private  road,  he  shall  give  road, 
notice  in  writing  to  the  owner  or  occupant  of  the  land  over  which 
the  road  is  proposed  to  be  laid  out,  to  meet  on  a  day  and  at  a 
place  certain,  which  shall  not  be  more  than  ten  nor  less  than  five 
days  from  the  time  of  service  of  such  notice,  for  the  purpose  of 
aiding  in  the  striking  of  a  jury  to  determine  as  to  the  necessity  of 
snch  road;  and  if  the  land  over  which  it  is  proposed  to  lay  such 
road  be  non-resident,  and  the  owner  thereof  does  not  reside  in  the 
connty,  such  notice  shall  be  served  in  the  same  manner  as  is  pro- 
vided in  case  of  hearing  on  laying  out  public  roads,  and  proof  of 
snch  service  or  posting  shall  be  made  in  like  manner. 

Sec.  2.  At  the  time  and  place  designated,  the  commissioner  shall  seiecuonofjory. 
direct  some  disinterested  person  to  write  down  the  names  of  eighteen 
disinterested  freeholders,  from  which  list  the  owner  or  occupant  of 
the  land  to  be  crossed  by  such  road,  and  the  applicant  for  the  road, 
shall  strike  one  three  names  each,  and  the  balance  remaining  on  the 
list  shall  form  the  jury.  In  case  the  owner  or  occupant,  or  the 
applicant,  shall  not  be  present,  or  being  present  shall  neglect  or 
refuse  to  strike,  the  commissioner  shall  strike  for  the  party  so 
absent  or  neglecting  or  refnsiug.  The  commissioner  shall  issue  a 
citation  to  such  freeholders  to  appear  before  him  forthwith,  to  de- 
termine as  to  the  necessity  of  such  road,  and  the  damages  resulting 
therefrom  in  case  such  road  shall  be  deemed  necessary. 

Sec.  3.  Such  iceeholders,  when  met,  shall  be  sworn  by  the  com-  BetenninftUon 
missioner  well  and  truly  to  examine  in  regard  to  the  necessity  q{^^^^^- 
such  road,  and  in  case  they  shall  decide  that  such  road  is  necessary, 
to  justly  and  impartially  appraise  the  damages  of  the  owner  or 
owners,  or  occupant  of  the  land,  by  reason  of  laying  out  such  road. 

Sec.  4.  If  the  jury  shall  determine  that  the  road  so  applied  for  is  certiflcateof 
necessary,  they  shall  make  and  subscribe  a  certificate  of  such  deter-  ^"'y- 
mination,  and  also  their  appraisal  of  the  damages,  and  shall  deliver 
the  same  to  the  commissioner,  and  the  commissioner  shall  there- 
upon lay  out  the  road,  describing  the  same  particularly  by  its 
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bonnds,  courses  and  distances,  and  shall  cause  a  record  thereof  to 
be  made  in  the  clerk's  ofiSce  of  the  proper  township,  which  shall  be 
recorded  in  the  same  manner  as  is  required  in  the  case  of  pnblie 
roads. 

Sec.  5.  The  damages  awarded  to  the  owner  or  occapant  of  the 
land  through  which  such  road  shall  be  laid,  when  thus  ascertained, 
together  with  the  expenses  of  the  proceedings,  shall  be  paid  to  the 
commissioner  by  the  person  applying  for  the  road,  which  damages 
shall  be  paid  or  tendered  by  the  commissioner  to  snch  owner  or  oc- 
cupant, and  when  so  paid  or  tendered,  the  commissioner  shall  pro- 
ceed to  open  the  road. 

Sec.  6.  Private  roads  shall  not  be  less  than  one  rod  in  width, 
and  when  laid  out  as  above  provided,  shall  be  for  the  use  of  the  ap- 
plicant, his  heirs  and  assigns,  but  not  to  be  converted  to  any  other 
use  or  purpose  than  that  of  a  road;  but  the  owner  or  occupant  of 
the  land  through  which  such  road  shall  be  laid  out  shall  not  be  pre- 
vented from  making  use  thereof  as  a  road,  if  he  shall  signify  his 
intention  of  so  doing  to  the  jury  at  the  time  of  laying  out  such 
road,  and  before  the  appraisal  of  the  damages  by  them.

OPEKIXG  OF  TEMPOBABY  HIGHWAYS. 

Sec.  7.  Whenever  any  two  or  more  owners  of  any  pine  or  other 
timbered  lands  shall  wish  to  have  a  temporary  highway  laid  oat, 
they  may,  by  writing  under  their  hands,  make  application  to  the 
commissioner  of  highways  of  the  proper  township  for  that  purpose, 
who  shall  proceed  to  lay  out  such  temporary  highway  in  all  respeota 
as  provided  by  law  in  relation  to  laying  out  public  highways,  except 
as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  8.  When  any  such  application  shall  be  made,  the  commia- 
sioner  shall  proceed  to  view  the  premises  described,  and  ascertain 
and  determine  the  necessity  of  laying  out  such  highway  for  the 
purpose  of  removing  the  saw  logs,  timber,  or  lumber  from  any  pine 
or  other  timbered  lands,  and  the  length  of  time  that  such  highway 
will  be  necessary,  and  he  shall  state  such  time  in  the  record,  and  at 
the  expiration  of  said  time  snch  highway  shall  cease. 

Sec.  9.  No  such  highway  shall  be  laid  out  along  and  upon,  and 
so  as  to  occupy,  any  road  made  or  caused  to  be  made  by  the  owner 
of  any  land,  or  by  any  person  with  the  consent  of  such  owner,  and 
used  by  the  person  or  persons  who  made  the  same,  unless  snch 
owner  shall  consent  thereto  in  writing.  If  the  owner  of  the  land 
across  which  any  such  highway  is  desir^  shall  appear  before  the  com- 
missioner at  the  time  and  place  of  hearing,  and  eihall  designate  a 
route  for  such  highway  which  shall  be  in  the  opinion  of  such  com- 
missioner reasonably  direct  and  practicable  for  the  purpose  desired 
by  such  applicants,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commissioner,  in  case 
he  determine  such  highway  to  be  necessary,  to  lay  the  same  upon 
the  route  designated  by  such  owner. 

Sec.  10.  Such  temporary  highways  shall  be  public  highways*  and 
all  the  expenses  of  their  laying  out,  and  all  damages  that  may  be 
awarded  on  account  of  the  taking  of  lands  therefor,  shall  be  paid 
to  the  commissioner  by  the  persons  applying  for  the  aamei  and  upon 
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such  payment  they  may  enter  npon,  open  and  work  such  highways 
at  their  own  and  sole  expense,  bat  no  trees  shall  be  cut  therein,  ex- 
cept snch  as  shall  be  necessary  to  make  a  track  or  tracks. 

Sbc.  11.  The  persons  applying  for  sach  highways  shall  be  liable  nunagea  for 
in  damages  for  any  injury  resulting  to  persons  or  property  on  ac-  ***^ 
count  of  defects  therein,  in  the  same  manner  and  to  the  same  ex- 
tent that  townships  are  by  law  made  liable  for  injuries  resulting 
from  defective  highways;  and  such  liability  shall  follow  the  owner- 
ship of  the  lands  for  the  benefit  of  which  such  highways  were  es- 
tablished, and  the  township  or  municipality  in  which  snch  high- 
ways may  be  situated  shall  not  be  liable. 

OHAPTEB  IX. 

PENALTIES  AKB   F0SFEITXJBE8. 

SEcnoi]'  J.  Any  commissioner  or  overseer  of  highways,  having  xegiaet or daiy 
accepted  such  office,  shall,  for  every  neglect  of  the  duties  thereof,  li^USS!^^ 
forfeit  the  sum  of  ten  dollars. 

Sbc.  2.  Any  commissioner  or  overseer  may  be  prosecuted  by  in-  how  pixMeeatad. 
formation  or  indictment  for  any  deficiency  in  the  highways  occa- 
sioned or  continued  by  his  fault  or  neglect;  and  on  conviction 
thereof,  may  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars. 

SeC.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commissioner,  whenever  any  Baiyoroommii. 
competent  resident  of  his  township  shall  make  complaint  in  writing  pjyS^iST' 
that  any  overseer  in  such  township  has  refused  or  neglected  to  per-  orenaer. 
form  any  of  the  duties  required  of  him  by  law,  and  shall  give  or 
ofier  to  such  commissioner  sufficient  security  to  indemnify  him 
against  the  costs  which  may  be  incurred  in  prosecuting  for  the 
penalty  annexed  to  such  refusal  or  neglect,  forthwith  to  prosecute 
such  overseer  in  the  name  of  the  people  of  this  State  for  the  recov- 
ery of  such  penalty. 

Sec.  4.  If  any  overseer  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  warn  the  resi-  Panaii^for 
dents  of  his  district,  liable  to  do  work  on  the  highways,  to  do  such  ^SSi^ul^liato 
work  as  the  law  requires  and  his  warrant  directs,  snch  overseer  shall  ^^^ 
be  liable  to  pay  for  all  the  work  not  so  done  or  commuted  for,  at 
the  rate  per  day  fixed  by  law  for  highway  labor;  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  commissioner  to  bring  suit  therefor  before  any  justice 
of  the  peace  or  any  other  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  and  to 
collect  of  such  overseer  what  he  may  be  liable  to  pay  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  section,  unless  snch  overseer  shall  show  satisfactory 
cause  to  such  justice  or  court  why  he  should  not  pay  the  same.    In 
all  cases  where  judgment  shall  be  recovered  against  any  overseer 
under  the  provisions  of  this  section,  such  overseer  shall  not  be  liable 
to  any  further  action  on  account  of  snch  neglect  or  refusal. 

Sec.  5.  Whoever  shall  willfully  obstruct  the  navigation  of  anyp«naityfor 
river  or  stream,  which  is  now  or  may  hereafter  be  declared  a  public  3^5^!* 
highway,  by  felling  any  tree  therein  or  by  putting  into  any  such 
river  or  stream  any  refuse  lumber,  slabs,  or  other  waste  materials, 
or  who  shall  willfully  obstruct  any  highway,  or  fill  up  or  place  any 
obstructions  in  any  ditch  constructed  for  draining  the  water  from 
any  highway,  or  who  shall  injure  any  highway  by  diverting  any 
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creek,  or  by  obstractiDg  any  water-course  or  sluice,  shall  forfeit  for 
every  such  offense  a  sum  not  exceeding  twenty-five  dollars. 

Sec.  6.  Whoever  shall  willfully  destroy,  remove,  injure,  or  deface 
any  mile-stone,  mile-board,  guide-post,  or  guide-board  erected  on 
any  highway,  or  shall  willfully  injure  or  deface  any  inscription  or 
device  placed  thereupon,  or  who  shall  willfully  injure  or  deface  any 
watering-trough,  basin  or  fountain  placed  upon  the  highway  for  the 
use  of  the  public  or  for  ornament,  shall  forfeit  for  each  offense  the 
sum  of  twenty-five  dollars. 

Sec.  7.  Any  person  who  shall  willfully  injure,  deface,  tear,  or 
destroy  any  tree  or  shrub  planted  along  the  margin  of  the  highway, 
or  purposely  left  there  for  shade  or  ornament,  or  who  shall  hitx)h 
any  horse  to  any  such  tree,  by  means  of  which  the  same  shall  suffbr 
injury,  or  who  shall  negligently  or  carelessly,  by  any  other  means, 
suffer  any  horse  or  other  beast  driven  by  or  for  him,  or  any  beast 
belonging  to  him  and  lawfully  in  the  highway,  to  break  down, 
destroy,  or  injure  any  tree  or  shrub  not  his  own,  standing  for  use 
or  ornament  in  any  highway,  shall  be  liable  to  an  action  for  dam- 
ages in  a  sum  not  less  than  one  nor  more  than  twenty-five  dollars 
for  each  offense,  to  be  recovered  at  the  suit  and  for  the  benefit  of 
the  owner  or  tenant  of  the  land  in  front  of  which  such  tree  or 
shrub  Etands,  or  at  the  suit  of  the  overseer  in  whose  road  district 
such  tree  or  shrub  may  be  situated,  for  the  benefit  of  the  road  fund 
of  such  district,  according  as  complaint  may  first  be  made  by  one 
or  the  other. 

Sec.  8.  Whoever  shall  injure  any  bridge  maintained  at  the  public 
charge,  or  any  public  road,  by  drawing  logs  or  timber  on  the  surface 
of  any  such  road  or  bridge,  or  by  any  other  act,  shall  be  liable  in 
damages  to  three  times  the  amount  of  the  injury,  to  be  recovered 
in  an  action  of  trespass  or  on  the  case,  by  the  overseer  of  highways 
of  the  road  district  within  which  the  injury  was  done,  in  his  name 
of  office,  to  be  expended  by  him  in  the  repair  of  roads  in  his  dis- 
trict ;  and  if  the  overseer  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  prosecute  for 
such  injury,  or  if  such  injury  be  done  by  an  overseer  or  with  his 
consent  or  at  his  instance,  suit  shall  be  brought  by  the  commis- 
sioner, the  amount  recovered  to  be  expended  for  the  object  above 
provided. 

Sec.  9.  If  any  tree  shall  fall  or  be  fallen  by  any  person  from  any 
occupied  land  into  any  highway,  any  person  may  give  notice  to  the 
occupant  of  the  land  from  which  such  tree  shall  have  fallen  to 
remove  the  same  in  two  days,  and  if  such  tree  shall  not  be  removed 
within  that  time,  but  shall  continue  in  such  highway,  such  occu- 
pant shall  forfeit  the  sum  of  fifty  cents  for  every  day  thereafter 
until  such  tree  shall  be  removed.

OHAPTEE  X. 

SHADE  TREES  JlND  WATBRINO-TB0UOH8  IK  HIGHWAYS. 

Bowtreeitobe      Sectiok  1.  Shade  trecs  Shall  be  planted  along  both  sides  of  the 

planted.  et&      public  highways,  at  the  uniform  distance,  as  near  as  may  be,  of 

sixty  feet  apart,  and  not  less  than  twenty-three  nor  more  than 
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twenty-five  feet  from  the  center  line  of  the  highway,  but  the  town- 
ship board  of  any  township  may  direct  as  to  the  distance  which 
trees  may  be  set  from  each  other  or  from  the  outer  line  of  the 
highway.  All  trees  now  growing  npon  the  sides  of  any  highway,  iwto  b« 
and  all  trees  that  may  be  hereafter  planted  thereon,  standing  more  ^ 
than  sixty  feet  apart,  shall  be  preserved,  and  shall  not  be  injured  or 
removed,  unless  by  direction  of  the  commissioner  of  highways,  and 
with  the  consent  of  the  owner  of  the  adjoining  land,  unless  such 
trees  shall  interfere  with  or  obstruct  the  travel  on  the  highway : 
Provided^  That  the  provisions  of  (his  chapter  in  whole  or  in  part 
shall  not  be  deemed  mandatory  in  townships  in  which  the  electors 
may  by  vote  at  a  township  meeting  thus  determine. 

Sec.  2.  Any  person  planting  shaide  trees  along  the  highway  adja-  Sj^*/®L^. 
cent  to  property  owned  or  occupied  by  such  person,  shall  be  entitled        °' 
to  be  credited  twenty-five  cents  upon  his  highway  tax  for  every  tree 
so  planted,  but  not  to  exceed  in  the  aggregate  twenty-five  per  cent 
of  such  person's  highway  tax  in  any  one  year. 

Sec.  3.  Inroad  districts  where  there  are  not  trees  planted  an^l^^JJ^"** 
growing  along  the  highways  to  the  extent  required  by  the  first  sec-  r^b«^SSgto 
tion  of  this  chapter,  the  commissioner  shall  require  that  at  least  **'^*^ 
fifty  trees  per  year  be  so  planted  in  each  district,  and  shall  continue 
to  require  the  same  from  year  to  year,  until  every  highway  in  his 
township  where  the  adjoining  lands  are  cleared,  is  supplied  with 
shade  trees,  as  contemplated  by  said  first  section,  but  not  more  than 
twenty-five  per  cent  of  the  highway  tax  shall  be  appropriated  for 
such  purpose  in  any  one  district  in  any  one  year.    The  overseer,  paymtnt in 
acting  under  the  direction  of  the  commissioner,  may  require  twen-  £^^  **' 
ty-five  per  cent  of  the  highway  tax  of  any  person  in  any  year,  to 
be  paid  in  money,  the  same  to  be  applied  in  planting  shade  trees 
along  the  highway  adjoining  the  property  of  such  person.    Theov«nMrto 
overseer  shall  particularly  attend  to  the  planting  of  such  trees,  and  ^traMT*^ 
shall  allow  no  unsuitable  tree,  nor  any  tree  wanting  snflSoient  roots 
or  vitality  to  be  planted,  and  he  shall  have  the  charge  of  and  care 
for  the  same  in  the  best  manner  for  their  growth. 

Sec.  4.  Any  commissioner  may  cause  to  be  constructed  suitable  oonitan^on 
watering-troughs,  basins  or  fountains  by  the  roadside  for  the  refresh-  tnmgfag,  2t& 
ment  of  persons  and  animals  passing  upon  the  highway,  not  to  exceed 
one  on  some  one  of  the  more  important  roads  in  each  road  dis- 
trict, and  may  contract  therefor  with  some  suitable  person  in 
each  such  district,  and  may  credit  on  the  highway  tax  of  such  per-   . 
son  a  sum  not  exceeding  ten  dollars  in  full  consideration  for  the 
erection  of  such  watering-trough,  basin  or  fountain,  and  supplying 
the  same  with  water  for  the  first  year,  and  five  dollars  annually 
thereafter  for  keeping  in  repair  and  supplying  the  same  with  water. 

OHAPTBB  XL 

GENERAL  DUTIES  OP  C0HHISSI027ERS  AKD  OYEBSEEBS. 

Sectiok  1.  Each  commissioner  of  highways,  before  entering  upon  Bondoc«m. 
the  duties  of  his  oflSce,  and  within  the  time  limited  by  law  for  filing  "'*^®»•'• 
his  official  oath,  shall  give  bonds,  with  one  or  more  sufficient  sure-

in  writing,  verified  by  oath,  to  be  administered  by  the  commissioner 
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or  some  other  person  competent  to  administer  oaths, and  containing; 

First,  The  names  of  all  persons  assessed  to  work  on  the  highways 
in  his  district ; 

Second,  The  names  of  all  those  who  have  actaally  worked  on  the 
highways,  with  the  number  of  days  they  have  so  worked ; 

Tkirdf  Ttje  names  of  all  those  against  whom  judgmente  have 
been  recovered  by  virtue  of  this  act,  and  the  sums  so  recovered ; 

Fourth,  The  names  of  all  those  who  have  commuted,  and  the 
amounts  paid  by  them,  and  the  manner  in  which  the  moneys  aris- 
ing from  judgments  and  commutations  have  been  expended  by  him ; 

Fifth,  A  list  of  all  ttie  non-resident  lands  in  his  district  upon 
which  labor  has  been  performed  or  commuted  for; 

Sixth,  A  separate  list,  to  be  verified  in  like  manner,  of  all  the 
lands  of  non-residents  and  of  persons  unknown  which  are  taxed 
upon  his  list,  on  which  the  labor  assessed  has  not  been  paid,  and 
the  amount  unpaid ;  also  a  list  of  all  lands  and  personal  property 
assessed  as  resident,  for  which  the  owner  or  occupant  shall  not  have 
commuted,  or  shall  have  refused  or  neglected  to  work  after  being 
duly  notified;  and  containing  the  further  statement  that  he  has 
given  the  notice  required  by  section  three  of  chapter  three  of  this 
act,  and  that  the  labor  assessed  upon  the  lands  and  personal  prop- 
erty so  returned  has  not  been  performed,  and  remains  unpaid. 

Seo.  13.  Every  such  overseer  shall,  immediately  upon  the  ren- 
dering of  such  account,  pay  over  to  the  township  treasurer  all  moneys 
collected  by  him  for  judgments  and  commutations,  and  remaining 
unexpended  in  his  hands.

MISCELLAlirEOUS  PROVISIONS. 

Doty  of  town*  SficmoK  1.  The  township  clerk  shall  be  the  clerk  of  the  com- 
■hipdwiEi  •  missioner  of  highways,  and  shall,  under  his  direction,  record  his 
proceedings  in  a  suitable  book  to  be  provided  by  the  clerk  for  that 
purpose  at  the  expense  of  the  township,  and  shall  keep  an  accurate 
account  of  all  orders  drawn  by  the  commissioner  on  the  township 
treasurer,  stating  the  amount  of  each,  and  in  whose  favor  the  same 
were  drawn ;  and  all  books  and  papers  relating  to  the  business  of 
the  commissioner  shall  be  preserved  and  kept  by  the  clerk  in  his 
oflSioe,  and  he  shall  record,  in  a  book  to  be  kept  by  him  for  that 
purpose,  all  papers  filed  in  his  office  relating  to  laying  out,  altering, 
or  discontinuing  of  roads. 

Seo.  2.  The  commissioner  shall  have  power  to  administer  all 
oaths  required  in  any  proceeding  before  him,  or  in  which  he  is 
called  to  act  officially,  and  on  application  for  laying  out,  altering, 
or  discontinuing  highways,  and  in  proceedings  to  lay  out  pri- 
vate roads  he  may  examine  witnesses  on  oath  as  to  any  matter 
touching  such  application,  and  may  issue  subpoenas  and  compel  the 
attendance  of  witnesses  on  the  hearing  thereof,  but  he  shall  charge 
no  fees  therefor. 
^IcSiS^SuSS!  ^^^'  ^*  ^^^  ^^^^  ^^^  ^^^  charges  of  all  justices  of  the  peace,  sher- 
iiowpJiT'     '  iSs,  constables,  and  other  officers  who  may  render  any  service  for  or 
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at  the  request  of  any  commissioDcr  or  overseer  of  highways  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be  allowed  by  the  township  board 
and  paid  by  the  township,  and  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  such 
ofiSoers  to  render  any  service  required  of  them  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  and  when  such  service  is  required  by  a  commissioner  or 
overseer  of  highways,  it  shall  not  be  necessary  to  pay  or  tender  to 
such  officers  their  fees  for  such  service. 

Seo.  4.  The  commissioner  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  per  diem  perdiemof 
compensation  for  any  services  required  of  him  by  this  act  as  is  pro-  «>«n»*«^«i«- 
vided  by  law,  which  shall  be  audited  and  allowed  by  the  township 
board,  and  paid  in  the  same  manner  as  other  township  expenses. 

Sbc.  5.  The  supervisor  and  commissioner  of  any  township  may  Howtou 
negotiate  and  contract  for  the  purchase  of  such  portion  of  any  JSI^^iimI^ 
plank  road  or  toll  road  as  may  be  situated  within  their  township, 
and  if  such  contract  be  ratified  by  the  electors  in  like  manner  as  is 
provided  in  section  four  of  chapter  seven  of  this  act  in  case  of  vot- 
ing money  for  bridge  purposes,  they  may  draw  their  orders  on  the 
township  treasurer  for  the  amount  of  the  contract  price,  and  the 
supervisor  shall  levy  the  amount  upon  the  taxable  property  of  the 
township  in  the  same  manner  as  township  taxes  are  levied.  When 
such  purchase  is  made  and  completed  such  road  shall  become  a 
public  highway,  and  be  subject  to  all  the  provisions  of  law  the  same 
as  other  township  roads. 

Sbc.  6.  If  any  overseer  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  pay  over  any  coueetion  ot 
moneys  remaining  unexpended  in  his  hands,  as  is  required  by  sec-  ^^^SJ^^ 
tion  thirteen  of  chapter  eleven  of  this  act,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  township  treasurer  forthwith  to  sue  for  the  same  in  his  name  of 
office,  in  an  action  for  money  had  and  received  to  the  use  of  such 
treasurer,  which  moneys,  when  collected,  shall  be  applied  as  pro- 
Tided  in  the  next  section. 

Seo.  7.  All  moneys  that  may  be  collected  pursuant  to  the  lastHowmon^y 
preceding  section,  or  pursuant  to  section  five  of  chapter  eleven  of  •**"•** 
this  act,  and  all  unexpended  balances  that  may  be  paid  to  the  town- 
ship treasurer  by  overseers,  shall  be  applied  by  the  commissioner  in 
the  construction  and  improvement  of  roads  and  bridges  in  the  road 
district  for  the  benefit  of  which  the  labor  was  originally  assessed. 

Seo.  8.  Ko  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  overseer  of  Qiuiiaoatioiii 
highways  who  is  not  a  resident  tax  payer  in  the  district  for  which  ^^SS.^ 
he  is  elected  or  appointed,  and  no  person  shall  hold  the  office  of 
commissioner  and  overseer  at  the  same  time. 

Seo.  9.  All  trees  standing  or  lying  on  any  land  over  which  any  control  or  tr«M 
highway  shall  be  laid  out,  shall  be  for  the  proper  use  of  the  owner  ®**  ^^^^f' 
of  such  land,  or  person  otherwise  entitled  thereto,  except  such  of 
them  as  may  be  requisite  to  make  or  repair  the  highways  or  bridges 
on  the  same  land,  or  within  one  mile  of  the  same;   but  no  trees 
reserved  for  shade  or  ornament  shall  be  used  for  such  purposes. 

Szc.  10.  In  all  cases  in  which  a  penalty  is  provided  by  this  act  AeUonifor 
for  the  fault,  neglect,  or  wrongful  act  of  any  pnerson  or.corporation,  CJSgSil^®'' 
and  for  the  collection  of  which  no  other  provision  is  made,  the  same 
shall  be  sued  for  in  an  action  of  trespass  or  on  the  case  by  the  com- 
missioner of  highways  of  the  proper  township,  in  his  official  char- 
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acter,  before  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  and  the  amount 
when  collected  shall  be  paid  to  the  township  treasurer,  and  cred- 
ited to  the  road  fund  of  the  township. 

Sec,  11.  In  case  of  any  judgment  rendered  under  and  by  yirtue 
of  section  three  of  chapter  six,  sections  eight  and  nine  of  chapter 
seven,  or  sections  five,  six,  seven,  or  eight  of  chapter  nine  of  this 
act,  execution  may  run  against  the  body  as  in  personal  actions  for 
torts. 

Sec.  12.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  auditor  general,  at  the  time 
of  transmitting  blanks  for  the  use  of  the  supervisors  in  making  out 
their  assessments,  to  transmit  blanks  with  proper  headings  for  the 
use  of  [the]  commissioners  of  highways  in  making  lists  of  highway 
taxes.  Such  blanks  shall  also  have  printed  thereon  all  the  sections 
of  chapter  three,  sections  eight  to  thirteen  inclusive  of  chapter 
eleven,  section  one  of  chapter  seven,  and  section  four  of  chapter 
nine  of  this  act.  He  shall  also  transmit  blanks  for  the  proper  return 
of  overseers  mentioned  in  section  twelve  of  chapter  eleven  of  this  act, 

Seo.  13.  The  word  "commissioner,''  wherever  used  in  this  aci^ 
except  some  special  commissioner  be  mentioned,  shall  be  construed 
to  mean  the  commissioner  of  highways  elected  in  and  for  each 
township,  and  wherever  the  word  "  overseer"  is  used,  it  shall  be  con- 
strued to  mean  the  overseer  of  highways  elected  or  appointed  over 
and  for  each  road  district,  and  no  exception  shall  be  taken  to  the 
language  of  this  act  if  in  any  place  it  fail  to  set  forth  specifically 
the  intent  and  meaning  herein  defined.

AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  incorporation  of  companies  for  the  con- 
struction of  union  railroad  stations  and  depots,  with  the  necessary 
connecting  tracks,  and  the  management  of  the  same. 

SEcnoK  1.  The  People  of  the  Slate  of  Michigan  enacts  That 
any  number  of  persons,  not  less  than  seven,  may,  as  hereinafter « 
provided,  organize  themselves  into  a  corporation  for  the  purpose  of 
acquiring  the  necessary  station  grounds  and  constructing  and 
maintaining  railway  freight  and  passenger  depots  in  cities  and 
villages,  with  the  necessary  railroad  tracks  and  other  accommoda- 
tions to  make  suitable  and  proper  connections  with  all  railroads 
terminating  in  or  passing  through  such  cities  or  villages  that  may 
desire  access  to  such  depots;  and  also  all  necessary  buildings  for 
the  convenience  and  accommodation  of  all  business  usually  p^tain- 
ing  to  such  depots. 

Sec.  2.  The  persons  designing  to  organize  such  corporation  may 
do  so  by  subscribing  articles  of  association  in  which  shall  be  set 
forth :  The  name  of  the  corporation ;  the  number  of  years  the  same 
is  to  be  continued ;  the  amount  of  capital  stock  of  the  corporation, 
which  shall  not  be  less  than  the  estimated  and  probable  cost  of  the 
proposed  station  grounds,  depot  buildings,  and  railroad  tracks  pro- 
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posed  to  be  laid,  the  number  of  shares  of  which  the  stock  shall  con- 
sist, which  shall  be  the  amount  of  one  hundred  dollars  each ;  the  num- 
ber of  directors,  which  shall  not  be  less  than  five  nor  more  than  fifteen ; 
a  description  of  the  place  where  such  depots  will  be  located,  and 
the  points  or  place  to  which  it  is  proposed  to  construct  tracks  oyer 
which  lo  afford  access  thereto.  Each  subscriber  to  such  articles  of 
association  shall  set  opposite  his  name,  his  place  of  residence,  and 
the  number  of  shares  of  stock  by  him  subscribed.  Whenever  fifty  where  filed, «to. 
per  cent  of  the  capital  stock  of  such  corporation  shall  have  been 
subscribed  upon  such  articles  of  association,  and  ten  per  cent  shall 
have  been  in  good  faith  in  cash  paid  in  to  the  directors  named  in 
such  articles,  and  an  affidavit  shall  have  been  made  and  attached 
thereto  by  any  two  of  said  directors,  that  said  amount  has  been 
subscribed  and  ten  per  cent  paid  in  as  aforesaid,  such  articles  of 
association  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  State;  and 
thereupon  the  persons  who  have  subscribed  the  same,  and  all  other 
persons  who  shall  from  time  to  time  thereafter  subscribe  thereto,  or 
become  the  holders  of  capital  stock  of  said  corporation,  in  the  man- 
ner to  be  provided  in  its  by-laws,  shall  be  a  body  corporate  by  the 
name  specified  in  such  articles,  and  shall  be  capable  of  suing  and 
being  sued,  may  have  a  common  seal,  may  make  and  alter  the  same 
at  pleasure,  and  shall  be  capable  in  law  of  purchasing,  holding,  and 
conveying  any  real  estate  and  personal  property  whatever,  neces- 
sary for  the  location,  construction,  maintenance,  and  operation  of 
such  depots  and  tracks,  and  for  the  erection  and  maintenance  of  all 
buildings  and  the  necessary  appurtenances  for  the  successful  use  of 
the  same. 

*  Seo.  3.  Such  articles  of  association  having  been  filed  with  theBoudof 
secretary  of  State,  as  in  the  last  preceding  section  provided,  the  sub-  <"'«'ton, 
scribers  thereto  shall  elect  the  first  board  of  directors,  who  shall 
bold  their  office  for  the  term  of  one  year,  or  until  their  successors 
are  elected  as  shall  be  provided  by  the  by-laws  of  the  company ;  and 
all  the  corporate  powers  of  any  such  corporation  shall  be  and  are 
bereby  vested  in  the  board  of  directors,  except  as  shall  be  in  this 
act  otherwise  provided. 

Sec.  4.' Every  such  corporation  shall  possess  the  general  powers  oeaenai 
and  be  subject  to  the  liabilities  and  restrictions  following,  that  is  *^ 
to  say: 

First,  To  cause  such  examinations  and  surveys  for  the  proposed 
site  of  its  depots,  and  for  the  most  advantageous  route  or  routes  for 
its  proposed  tracks  to  be  made  as  may  be  necessary,  and  for  such 
purpose,  by  its  officers,  agents,  and  servants,  to  enter  upon  lands  or 
waters  of  any  person  or  company,  subject  only  to  liability  for  all 
damages  which  they  shall  do  thereto; 

Second,  To  take  and  hold  such  real  estate  and  other  property  as 
may  be  necessary  for  the  purposes  of  its  organization,  provided  that 
no  real  estate  or  other  property  shall  be  taken  or  appropriated  by 
such  company,  until  the  compensation  to  be  made  therefor  has  been 
agreed  upon  by  the  parties  and  paid  to  the  owners,  or  ascertained 
and  deposited  as  hereinafter  prescribed,  unless  the  consent  of  such 
owner  be  given  therefor;

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Third,  To  lay  out  and  construct  its  tracks  upon  or  across  any 
stream  of  water,  water-course,  private  road,  street,  lane,  alley,  or 
highway,  and  across  any  plank  road,  railroad,  or  canal,  which  may 
be  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  making  the  connections  herein  pro- 
vided for;  but  the  corporation  shall  restore  the  stream,  water-course^ 
private  road,  street,  lane,  alley,  highway,  plank  road,  railroad,  or 
canal  to  its  former  state,  as  near  as  may  be,  and  shall  not  materially 
obstruct  the  navigation  of  any  stream,  nor  obstruct  any  public 
highway  or  street  by  cars  or  trains  for  more  than  five  minutes  at 
any  one  time,  and  shall  construct  suitable  road  and  street  crossings 
for  the  passage  of  teams  by  putting  down  planks  between  and  on 
each  side  of  the  rails,  the  top  of  which  shall  be  at  least  as  high  as 
the  top  of  the  rails.  And  in  case  of  the  construction  of  such  tracks 
on  any  public  street,  lane,  alley,  or  highway,  the  same  shall  be  on 
such  terms  and  conditions  as  shall  be  agreed  upon  between  the 
company  and  the  common  council  of  any  city,  or  the  village  board 
•  of  any  village,  or  the  commissioner  of  highways  in^ny  township  in 
which  the  same  may  be;  provided  that  such  tracks  shall  not  be 
constructed  on  any  public  street,  lane,  alley,  highway,  or  private 
way,  until  compensation  be  made  by  the  company  therefor  to  the 
owner  or  owners  of  property  adjoining  such  street,  lane,  alley,  high- 
way or  private  way,  and  opposite  where  such  tracks  is  to  be  con- 
structed, either  by  agreement  between  the  company  and  each  owner, 
or  ascertained  and  paid  as  hereinafter  prescribed  for  obtaining 
property  or  franchises  for  the  purpose  of  its  incorporation. 

Fourth^  To  join  and  unite  its  tracks  with  those  of  any  railroad 
company  desiring  to  use  such  depot  with  the  necessary  tum-outSi 
sidings,  switches,  and  conveniences  in  furtherance  of  such  use  of 
said  depot,  and  to  make  all  necessary  business  arrangements  with 
any  such  company  for  the  use  of  said  depot,  and  also  to  make  any 
agreement  with  any  other  railroad  company  in  reference  to  any 
crossing  of  tracks  or  station  grounds. 

Fifihf  To  erect  and  maintain  all  necessary  and  convenient  build- 
ings, stations,  depots,  and  fixtures  for  the  accommodation  and  use 
of  passengers,  and  of  freight  and  other  business  within  the  purpose 
of  its  organization. 
How  pnp«rt7        Seo.  5.  In  case  any  real  estate  required  by  said  company  for  the 
gN^gj.rtc^  purposes  of  its  incorporation  is  owned  by  a  person  insane,  a  minor, 
or  otherwise  incompetent  and  under  guardianship,  and  such  com- 
pany and  the  guardian  of  such  person  shall  agree  upon  a  price  for 
the  same,  and  enter  into  a  contract  in  writing  therefor,  the  said 
guardian  may,  upon  the  approval  of  the  same  by  the  probate  coart 
of  the  county  in  which  the  said  real  estate  is  situated,  convey  said 
real  estate  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  such  contract  to  said 
railroad  company,  and  the  deed  thereof  shall  be  valid  in  law  to  con- 
vey the  title  of  such  person  under  guardianship  to  said  company  in 
accordance  with  the  terms  of  said  contract. 
Bi^tCtoMqnire      Seg.  6.  In  case  any  such  company  is  unable  to  agree  for  the  pur- 
raUrtOe.        chase  of  any  real  estate,  property  or  franchises  required  for  the 
purpose  of  its  incorporation,  it  shall  have  the  right  to  acquire  the 
title  to  the  same  in  the  manner  and  by  the  special  proceeding  pre- 
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scribed  in  this  act;  bat  there  shall  be  no  power,  except  for  crossing, 
to  take  the  track  or  rights  of  way  of  any  other  railroad  company 
without  the  consent  of  said  railroad  company. 

Seo.  7.  For  the  purpose  of  acqairing  such  title,  such  company  Howao^aired. 
may  present  a  petition  to  any  court  of  record  for  such  county, 
praying  for  the  appointment  of  three  commissioners  Said  peti- 
tion shall  be  in  the  name  of  the  company,  and  shall  be  signed  by 
one  of  the  directors,  or  the  engineer,  or  the  attorney  of  said  com- 
pany, on  its  behalf,  and  shall  be  verified  by  the  oath  of  the  person 
so  signing  the  same,  and  shall  contain  the  description  of  all  the 
real  estate,  property  or  franchises,  or  so  much  thereof  as  the  com- 
pany seeks  to  acquire  under  such  petition  in  said  county;  and  that  • 
said  company  is  duly  incorporated ;  that  the  capital  stock  of  the  com- 
pany has  been,  in  good  faith,  subscribed,  as  required  by  this  act,  to 
organize  such  company ;  that  the  company  has  surveyed  its  depot 
grounds  and  the  route  of  its  proposed  tracks  in  said  coujity,  and 
made  a  map  and  survey  thereof,  by  which  said  depot  ground  and 
route  is  designated ;  and  that  it  has  located  the  same  according  to 
such  survey,  and  filed  a  certificate  thereof,  signed  by  a  majority  of 
the  directors  of  said  company,  in  the  register's  office  of  said  county; 
that  the  property  described  in  the  petition  is  required  for  the  pur- 
poses of  its  incorporation,  and  that  the  taking  thereof  is  necessary 
for  public  use,  and  that  the  company  has  not  been  able  to  acquire 
title  thereto,  and  the  reason  of  such  inability.  The  petition  must 
also  state  the  names  and  places  of  residence  of  the  parties  so  far  as 
the  same  can  with  reasonable  diligence  be  ascertained,  who  own,  or 
have,  or  claim  to  own,  or  have  estates  or  interests  in  said  lands  or 
property ;  and  if  any  such  persons  are  infants,  their  ages,  as  n^ar 
as  may  be,  must  be  stated,  and  if  any  of  them  are  idiots,  or  persons 
of  unsonnd  mind,  or  are  nnknown,  it  must  be  so  stated,  together 
with  such  other  facts  and  allegations  as  to  incumbrances  or  other- 
wise, as  will  be  sufficient  to  show  who  have  or  claim  to  have  inter- 
ests in  said  lands,  real  estate  or  property,  and  such  other  matters  as 
the  company  may  see  fit  to  make.  A  copy  of  such  petition,  with  a 
notice  of  the  time  and  plaoe,  when  and  where  the  same  will  be  pre* 
sented  to  such  court,  must  be  served  on  all  persons  whose  interests 
will  be  affected  by  the  proceedings  at  least  ten  days  prior  to  the  pre- 
sentation of  the  same  to  the  court,  as  follows,  viz.: 

Firsts  If  the  person  on  whom  service  is  to  be  made  resides  insarTieeof 
this  State,  and  is  not  an  infant,  under  the  age  of  fourteen  years,  v^^'^ 
idiot,  or  person  of  unsound  mind,  service  of  a  copy  of  said  petition 
and  notice  must  be  made  on  him,  or  his  agent,  or  attorney  author- 
ized to  contract  for  the  sale  of  real  estate  described  in  the  petition, 
personally,  or  by  leaving  the  same  at  the  usual  place  of  residence  of 
such  person  or  agent,  with  some  person  of  suitable  age;  and  if  he 
resides  out  of  tbis  State,  but  has  such  agent  us  aforesaid  residing  in 
this  State,  then  such  service  may  be  made  on  such  agent  in  the 
manner  aforesaid,  or  upon  him  personally  out  of  or  within  this 
State;  or  it  may  be  by  publishing  a  notice  stating  briefly  the  object 
of  the  application,  and  giving  a  description  of  the  land,  interest 
therein,  or  property  to  be  taken,  and  in  some  paper  published  in 
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the  county  in  which  said  lands  or  property  are  situated,  if  there  be 
one,  and  if  not,  then  in  some  weekly  paper  published  in  the  city  of 
Detroit)  once  in  each  week  for  six  weeks  next  previous  to  the  pre- 
sentation of  the  petition ;  and  if  the  residence  of  such  person  or 
persons  residing  out  of  this  State  be  known,  a  copy  of  such  petition 
and  notice  shatt  be  deposited  in  the  postoflSce  at  least  thirty  days 
previous  to  presenting  such  petition,  directed  to  such  person  at  bis 
place  of  residence,  as  near  as  may  be,  postage  prepaid ; 

Secondy  If  any  person  on  whom  such  service  is  to  be  made  is  a 
minor  under  the  age  of  fourteen  years,  or  an  idiot,  or  person  of 
unsound  mind,  and  resides  in  this  State,  such  service  shall  be  made 
as  aforesaid,  on  his  guardian ;  or  if  none,  then  on  the  person  who 
has  the  care  of,  or  with  whom  such  infant,  idiot,  or  person  of  un- 
sound mind  resides ; 

Thirdy  If  the  person  on  whom  such  service  is  to  be  made  be  un- 
known, or  his  residence  unknown,  then  such  service  may  be  made 
by  publication  for  six  weeks  in  the  same  manner  provided  in  the 
first  subdivision  of  this  section,  and  the  court  or  judge  shall  appoint 
an  attorney  to  appear  for  and  protect  the  rights  of  any  such  person ; 

Ibiirthj  In  case  any  party  to  be  affected  by  the  proceeding  is  an 
infant,  idiot,  or  person  of  unsound  mind,  and  has  no  guardian,  the 
said  court,  or  the  judge  of  said  court,  shall  appoint  a  special  guardian 
or  committee  to  appear  for  and  attend  to  the  interests  of  such  infant, 
idiot,  or  person  of  unsound  mind,  and  all  notices  to  be  served  in  the 
progress  of  the  proceeding  may  be  served  on  such  special  guardian; 

Fifth,  In  all  cases  not  otherwise  provided  for,  service  of  orders, 
notices,  and  other  papers  in  the  proceedings  authorized  by  this  act, 
may  be  made  as  the  said  court  or  judge  may  direct. 

Sbc.  8.  On  presenting  such  petition  to  said  court  or  the  judge 
thereof  at  chambers,  with  proof  of  service  of  a  copy  thereof,  and 
due  notice  as  aforesaid,  all  persons  whose  estate  or  interest  are  to 
be  affected  by  the  proceedings  may  show  cause  against  the  prayer 
of  the  petition,  and  may  disprove  any  of  the  facts  alleged  therein; 
and  said  court  or  judge  shall  hear  the  proofs  and  allegations  of  the 
parties;  and  if  no  suflScient  cause  is  shown  against  granting  the 
prayer  of  the  petition,  said  court  or  judge  shall  make  an  order 
appointing  three  disinterested  and  compe^nt  freeholders  as  com- 
missioners to  ascertain  and  determine  the  necessity  for  taking  such 
lands,  franchises,  or  other  property,  and  to  appraise  and  determine 
damages  or  compensation  to  be  aUowed  to  the  owners  and  persons 
interested  in  the  real  estate  or  property  proposed  to  be  taken  in 
such  county  for  the  purposes  of  the  company ;  and  such  court,  or 
the  judge  thereof,  shall  fix  the  time  and  place  for  the  first  meeting 
of  such  commissioners:  Provided^  That  any  person  or  persons,  or 
company,  whose  estate  or  interest  is  to  be  affected  by  the  proceed- 
ings, may  demand  and  have  from  such  court,  at  the  time  of  hearing 
of  said  petition,  a  jury  of  twelve  freeholders  of  said  county  to  ascer- 
tain  and  determine  the  necessity  for  taking  sach  lands,  franchises, 
or  other  property,  and  to  appraise  and  determine  the  damages  or 
compensation  to  be  allowed  therefor.  Thereupon  the  court  shall 
direct  the  sheriff  or  any  constable  of  the  county  to  make  a  list,  in 
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writing,  of  twenty-four  inhabitants  of  the  county,  qualified  to  serve 
as  jurors  in  the  courts  of  record  in  this  State.  Such  sheriff  or  officer 
shall,  before  he  proceeds  to  make  such  list,  be  sworn  by  the  court  or 
judge  to  select  such  persons  according  to  his  best  judgment,  and  with- 
out fayor  or  partiality  to  either  party.  From  such  list  the  person  or 
persons  demanding  such  jury  may  alternately  strike  off  six  names, 
and  the  petitioning  company  six  names,  and  in  case  of  either  of  them 
refusing  or  neglecting  to  do  so,  the  judge  shall  strike  off  from  said 
list  for  the  party  so  refusing  or  neglecting,  so  as  to  leave  only  twelve 
names  thereon.  Such  court,  or  the  judge  thereof,  shall  issue  a  venire, 
in  the  usual  form,  inserting  therein  the  twelve  names  so  remaining 
on  said  list,  and  requiring  such  jury  to  meet  at  the  time  and  place 
appointed  therefor  by  the  court,  which  said  venire  may  be  served 
by  the  sheriff,  any  constable,  or  other  proper  officer  of  the  county, 
as  in  other  cases ;  and  if  at  the  time  and  place  appointed  by  said 
court  or  judge  for  said  jury  to  meet,  any  of  the  persons  named  as 
jurors  do  not  attend,  or  if  any  named  in  the  venire,  or  chosen  as 
talesmen,  shall  be  rejected  in  a  challenge  for  cause  (which  right  of 
challenge  is  hereby  granted),  it  shall  be  competent  for  said  court, 
or  the  judge  thereof,  to  order  the  said  sheriff  or  other  officer  to  sum- 
mon immediately  as  many  competent  persons  as  may  be  necessary, 
with  the  persons  in  attendance  as  jurors,  to  furnish  a  panel  of 
twelve  jurors;  and  if  no  jury  be  demanded  on  the  part  of  any  per- 
son mentioned  in  said  petition,  his  or  her  right  to  the  same  shall  be 
deemed  to  have  been  waived.  In  case  any  parcel  of  land  is  owned  or 
occupied  by  parties  having  different  interests  or  estates  therein,  or 
in  any  part  thereof,  they  may  be  united  as  respondents  in  respect  to 
the  same  in  the  petition,  and  thereafter  the  proceeding  [proceedings] 
touching  the  same  shall  be  carried  on  as  one  suit.  The  demand  of 
any  one  of  the  respondents  for  a  jury  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  de- 
mand for  all;  and  if  they  shall  fail  or  neglect  to  unite  in  striking 
six  names  from  the  jury  list,  the  judge  shdl  strike  off  six  names  for 
them ;  and  in  such  cases  the  jury  shall  not  only  determine  the  en- 
tire damages  and  compensation  to  be  paid  for  the  whole  property 
taken,  but  shall,  in  their  report,  also  justly  and  impartially  appor- 
tion and  award  the  amounts  to  be  paid  to  the  owner  or  owners  of 
each  estate  in  the  land  so  taken. 

Bisa  9.  The  commissioners  shall  take  and  subscribe  the  oath  pre-  Da^^rofoom. 
scribed  by  article  eighteen  of  the  constitution.  Any  of  them  may '  '  ' 
issue  subpoenas,  administer  oaths  to  witnesses,  and  a  majority  of 
them  may  adjourn  the  proceedings  before  them  from  time  to  time 
in  their  discretion.  Whenever  they  meet,  except  by  appointment 
of  the  court  or  judge,  or  by  previous  adjournment,  they  shall  cause 
reasonable  notice  of  such  meeting  to  be  given  to  the  parties  who 
are  to  be  affected  by  their  proceedings,  or  the  attorneys  or  agents  of 
such  parties.  They  may  view  the  premises  descril)ed  in  the  peti- 
tion, and  shall  hear  the  proof  and  allegations  of  the  parties,  and 
shall  reduce  the  testimony,  if  any  is  taken  by  them,  to  writing,  if 
requested  to  do  so  by  either  party,  and  after  the  testimony  is  closed 
in  such  case,  and  without  any  unreasonable  delays,  and  before  pro- 
ceeding to  the  examination  of  any  other  claim,  all  being  present 
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and  acting,  shall  ascertain  and  determine  the  necessity  of  taking 
and  using  any  snch  real  estate  or  property  for  the  purposes  de- 
scribed; and  if  they  deem  the  same  necessary  to  be  taken,  they 
shall  ascertain  and  determine  the  damages  or  compensation  which 
ought  justly  to  be  made  by  the  company  therefor  to  the  party  or 
parties  owning  or  interested  in  the  real  estate  or  property  appraised 
by  them.  They  shall  also  determine  and  certify  what  sum  ought 
to  be  paid  to  the  general  or  special  guardian  of  an  infant,  idiot,  or 
person  of  unsound  mind,  or  to  said  court,  to  be  held  for  an  nn- 
.known  party  in  interest  not  personally  served  with  notice  of  the 
proceedings,  and  who  has  not  appeared,  for  damages  and  cost  or 
expenses  and  counsel  fees.  They  shall  make  a  report  to  said  court 
or  judge,  signed  by  them,  of  the  proceedings  before  them,  if  any, 
which  may  be  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the  court,  either  in  vacation 
or  term  time,  or  the  probate  court,  as  the  case  may  be.  Said  com- 
FftyofoommiB.  missiouers  shall  be  entitled  to  two  dollars  a  day  for  each  day  they 
■i<m«n.  ^j.^  engaged  in  the  performance  of  their  duties,  to  be  paid  in  the 

Dutjof  Jury,  first  instance  by  the  company.  In  case  a  jury  shall  have  been  de- 
'manded  and  ordered  by  the  court,  pursuant  to  section  eight  of  this 
act,  the  said  jury  shall  proceed  to  ascertain  and  determine  the  ne- 
cessity of  taking  and  using  any  snch  real  estate  or  property,  and  the 
damage  or  comfiensation  to  be  paid  by  the  company  therefor,  in  the 
same  manner  and  with  like  effect  as  is  provided  in  this  section  in 
the  case  of  commissioners,  and  as  is  further  provided  in  said  section 
eight;  but  they  shall  all  be  present  and  act  together  during  the 
proceedings,  and  before  acting  shall  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  that 
they  will  justly  and  impartially  ascertain  and  determine  the  neces- 
sity of  taking  and  using  any  such  real  estate  or  property  for  the 
purposes  proposed ;  and  if  they  deem  the  same  necessary  to  be 
taken,  will  ascertain  and  determine  the  -damages  or  compensation 
which  ought  justly  to  be  made  by  said  company  to  the  owners  of  or 
persons  interested  in  each  particular  description  of  real  estate  men- 
tioned in  said  petition  who  have  demanded  said  jury;  and  they 
shall  be  entitled  to  two  dollars  for  each  day  they  are  engaged  in  the 
performance  of  their  duties,  to  be  paid  in  the  first  instance  by  the 
company.  The  said  judge,  or  a  circuit  court  commissioner  to  be 
designated  by  him,  may  attend  said  jury,  to  decide  questions  of  law 
and  administer  oaths  to  witnesses,  and  he  may  appoint  the  sheriff 
or  other  proper  officer  to  attend  and  take  charge  of  said  jury  while 
engaged  in  said  proceedings.  And  the  jury  shall  proceed  to  deter- 
mine the  amount  of  damages  to  be  awarded,  and  shall  have  all  the 
powers  hereby  conferred  upon  commissioners ;  and  a  report  signed 
by  the  jury,  whether  the  judge  is  or  is  not  in  attendance,  shall 
be  valid  and  legal.  At  any  time  before  the  report  of  the  jury 
or  commissioners  shall  be  made  to  the  court,  it  shall  be  com- 
petent for  the  company,  after  sufficient  cause  has  been  shown 
and  with  leave  of-  the  court,  to  discontinue  all  pending  pro- 
ceedings in  any  case  and  to  institute  new  proceedings  at  any 
time  thereafter;  but  the  company  in  all  such  cases  shall  pay  all  the 
costs  of  all  proceedings  so  discontinued,  with  an  attorney  fee  to  be 
taxed  as  in  cases  at  law. 
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Ssc.  10.  On  such  report  being  made  by  the  commissioners  or 
jury,  the  coart,  on  motion,  shall  confirm  the  same  on  the  next  or 
any  subsequent  day  when  in  sessiou,  unless  for  good  cause  shown 
by  either  party ;  and  when  said  report  isconfirmed,  said  court  shall 
make  an  order  containing  a  recital  of  the  substance  of  the  proceed- 
ings in  the  matter  of  the  appraisal,  and  a  description  of  the  real 
estate  or  property  appraised,  for  which  compensation  is  to  be  made, 
and  shall  also  direct  to  whom  the  money  is  to  be  paid,  or  when 
and  where  it  shall  be  deposited  by  the  company.  Said  court,  as  to 
the  confirmation  of  such  report,  shall  have  the  powers  usual  in 
other  cases. 

Sbc.  11.  a  certified  copy  of  the  order  so  to  be  made  shall  be  JgJjJJJJJ®' 
recorded  in  the  ofiSce  of  the  register  of  deeds  for  said  county,  in. the 
book  of  deeds ;  and  thereupon,  on  the  payment  or  deposit  by  the 
said  company  of  the  sum  to  be  paid  as  compensation  for  such  land, 
franchise,  or  other  property,  and  for  costs,  expenses,  and  counsel 
fees  as  aforesaid,  and  as  directed  by  said  order,  the  company  shall 
be  entitled  to  enter  upon  and  take  possession  of  and  use  the  said 
land,  franchise,  and  other  property  for  the  purpose  of  its  incorpor- 
ation ;  and  all  persons  who  have  been  made  parties  to  the  proceed- 
ings, either  by  publication  or  otherwise,  shall  be  divested  and 
barred  of  all  right,  estate,  and  interest  in  such  real  estate,  franchise, 
or  other  property,  until  such  right  or  title  shall  be  again  legally 
vested  in  such  owner;  and  all  real  estate  or  property  whatsoever 
acquired  by  any  company  under  and  in  pursuance  of  this  act,  for 
the  purpose  of  its  incorporation,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  acquired 
for  public  use :  Provided,  The  said  sum  to  be  paid  as  damages  and  P«>Ti«>- 
compensation,  and  costs,  expenses,  and  counsel  fees  as  aforesaid, 
shall  be  paid  by  the  company,  or  deposited  as  provided  in  this  act, 
within  sixty  days  after  the  confirmation  of  said  report  by  the  said 
conrt;  and  in  case  said  company  fail  or  neglect  so  to  do,  such  fail- 
ure or  neglect  shall  be  deemed  as  a  waiver  and  abandonment  of  the 
proceedings  to  acquire  any  rights  in  said  land  or  property.  Within  AppaaL 
twenty  days  after  the  confirmation  of  the  report  of  the  commis- 
sioners or  jury,  as  above  provided  for,  either  party  may  appeal,  by 
notice  in  writing  to  the  other,  to  the  supreme  court,  from  the 
appraisal  or  report  of  the  commissioners  or  jury ;  such  notice  shall 
specify  the  objections  to  the  proceedings  bad  in  the  premises,  and 
the  supreme  court  shall  pass  on  such  objections  only,  and  all  other 
objections,  if  any,  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  waived;  such 
appeal  shsdl  be  heard  by  the  supreme  court  at  any  general  or  special 
term  thereof,  on  notice  thereof  being  given  according  to  the  rules 
and  practice  of  the  court.  On  the  hearing  of  such  appeal,  the 
court  may  direct  a  new  appraisal  before  the  same  or  new  commis- 
sioners or  jury,  in  its  discretion.  The  second  report  shall  be  final 
and  conclusive  npon  all  parties  interested.  If  the  amount  of  the 
compensation  to  b6  allowed  is  increased  by  the  second  report,  the 
difference  shall  be  a  lien  on  the  land  appraised,  and  shall  be  paid 
by  the  company  to  the  parties  entitled  to  the  same,  or  shall  be 
deposited  as  the  CQurt  shall  direct;  and  in  such  case,  all  costs  of 
the  appeal  shall  be  paid  by  the  company ;  but  if  the  amount  is

dimiDisfaed,  the  difference  shall  be  refunded  to  the  company  by  the 
party  to  whom  the  same  may  have  been  paid,  and  judgments  there- 
for and  for  all  costs  of  the  appeal  shall  be  rendered  against  the 
party  so  appealing.  On  the  filing  of  the  report,  such  appeal,  when 
made  by  any  claimant  of  damages,  shall  not  affect  the  said  report 
as  to  the  right  and  interests  of  any  party,  except  the  party  appeal- 
ing; nor  shall  it  affect  any  part  of  said  report  in  any  case,  except 
the  part  appealed  from ;  nor  shall  it  affect  the  possession  of  such 
company  of  the  land  appraised ;  and  when  the  same  is  made  by 
others  than  the  company,  it  shall  not  be  heard  except  on  a  stipula- 
tion of  the  party  appealing  not  to  disturb  such  possession  during 
the  pendency  of  such  proceedings. 

Sec.  12.  If  there  are  doubts  about  the  title,  or  to  whom  the 
money,  or  any  part  of  it,  to  be  paid  as  compensation  for  the  real 
estate  or  property  taken  belongs,  the  court  may  direct  the  money 
to  be  paid  into  the  said  court  by  the  company,  and  may  determine 
who  is  entitled  to  the  same,  and  direct  to  whom  the  same  shall  be 
paid,  and  may  in  its  discretion  order  a  reference  to  ascertain  the 
facts  on  which  such  determination  and  order  are  to  be  made. 

Sec.  13.  The  court  shall  have  power  at  any  time  to  amend  any 
defect  or  informality  in  any  of  the  special  proceedings  authorized 
by  this  act,  as  may  be  necessary,  or  to  cause  new  parties  to  be  added 
and  to  direct  such  further  notices  to  be  given  to  any  party  in  inter- 
est as  it  deems  proper;  also  to  appoint  other  commissioners  in  the 
place  of  any  who  shall  die,  or  refuse,  or  neglect,  or  are  unable  to 
serve,  or  who  may  leave  or  be  absent  from  the  State. 

Sec.  14.  At  any  time  after  an  attempt  to  acquire  title  by  any 
such  company  by  an  appraisal  of  damages  or  otherwise,  if  it  shall 
be  found  that  the  title  thereby  attempted  to  be  acquired  is  defec- 
tive, the  company  may  proceed  anew  to  acquire  or  perfect  the  same 
in  the  same  manner  as  if  no  appraisal  had  been  made,  and  at  any 
stage  of  such  new  proceedings  the  court  may  authorize  the  corpo- 
ration, if  in  possession,  to  continue  in  possession,  and  if  not  In 
possession,  to  take  possession  of  and  use  such  real  estate  or  other 
property  during  the  pendency  and  until  the  final  conclusion  of 
such  new  proceedings;  and  may  stay  all  actions  or  proceedings 
against  any  company,  or  any  officer  or  workman  of  such  company, 
on  account  thereof,  on  such  company  paying  into  court  a  sufficient 
sum,  or  giving  security,  as  the  court  may  direct,  to  pay  the  compen- 
sation therefor  when  finally  ascertained;  and  in  every  such  case 
[cause]  the  party  interested  in  such  real  estate  or  other  property 
may  conduct  the  proceedings  to  a  conclusion  if  the  company  de- 
lays or  omits  to  prosecute  the  same. 

Sec.  15.  It  shall  be  competent  and  lawful  for  the  trustees,  in  any 
deed  of  trust  or  mortgage  of  and  upon  the  property  of  such  com- 
pany, in  case  of  the  inability  of  such  company,  or  its  default  in  the 
payment  of  the  principal  or  interest  money  secured  thereby,  in 
pursuance  of  any  power  of  sale  contained  therein,  to  offer  the  same 
for  sale  according  to  the  power,  and  in  pursuance  of  its  terms,  and 
on  such  sale  to  execute  a  deed  of  the  premises  sold,  which  said  deed 
duly  executed  shall  convey  the  title  to  the  purchaser  or  purchaserB, 
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and  authorize  them  to  enter  into  possession  and  enjoyment  thereof, 
as  Tally  as  may  be  provided  in  said  mortgage  or  deed  of  trust ;  and  it 
shall  be  competent  and  lawful  for  all  companies  organized  under 
this  act,  for  the  purpose  of  securing  their  bonds,  authorized  to  be 
issued  in  accordance  with  its  provisions,  to  execute  such  mortgage 
or  deed,  with  such  power  contained  therein  for  the  sale  of  the  prop- 
erty tnortgaged  or  deeded,  as  shall,  in,  its  judgment,  or  the  judg- 
ment of  the  board,  be  found  expedient,  and  such  power  of  sale  in 
accordance  therewith  shall  be  lawful  and  valid. 

Sec.  10.  All  companies  organized  under  this  act  shall  have  power  Borrowing 
from  time  to  time  to  borrow  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  neces-  ^^^^^' 
sary  for  completing,  finishing,  equipping  or  operating  their  tracks, 
depot,  and  other  property,  or  for  paying  any  indebtedness  necessa- 
rily incurred  for  completing,  finishing,  or  operating  the  same^  or  any 
put  thereof;  and  to  issue  and  dispose  of  their  bonds  or  obligations 
for  any  amount  necessarily  borrowed  tor  such  purpose,  for  such 
sums  and  for  such  rate  of  interest,  not  exceeding  ten  per  cent,  as 
they  may  deem  advisable,  and  to  mortgage  their  corporate  property 
and  franchises  and  the  income  thereof  to  secure  the  payment  of  any 
debt  conft'acted^  or  to  defray  any  expenditure  by  the  company  for 
the  purpose  aforesaid.  And  the  directors  of  any  such  company  may 
confer  on  any  holder  of  any  such  bond  or  obligation  the  right  to 
convert  the  same  into  the  stock  of  said  company  at  any  time  not 
exceeding  ten  years  from  the  date  of  said  bonds,  on  such  terms  and 
under  such  regulations  as  the  company  may  see  fit  to  adopt ;  and 
said  company  may  sell  their  bonds  or  obligations,  either  within  or 
without  this  State,  and  at  such  rates  and  prices  as  they  may  deem 
proper.  Any  such  company  may  at  any  time,  with  the  concurrence  iMoingctpitai 
of  the  stockholders  representing  a  majority  of  the  stock  at  any  "'°*^  •**• 
annual  meeting,  or  at  any  special  meeting  of  the  stockholders  called 
for  that  purpose^  increase  its  capital  stock,  or  provide  for  the  issue 
of  preferred  or  secured  stock,  for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  upon  such 
terms  and  conditions  as  to  them  may  seem  meet.  lu  case  the  capital 
stock  of  any  such  company  or  corporation  organized  under  this  act 
shall  be  found  insufficient  for  acquiring  and  maintaining  the  neces- 
sary property  to  meet  the  purposes  of  its  organization,  such  corpo- 
ration may,  with  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds  in  value  of  all  its 
stock,  increase  its  capital  stock  from  time  to  time  to  any  amount 
required  for  the  purpose  aforesaid ;  such  increase  shall  be  by  a  vote 
in  person  or  by  proxy  of  two-thirds  in  amount  of  all  of  the  stock  of 
such  corporation,  at  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders  called  by  the 
directors  of  the  corporation  for  such  purpose,  by  giving  notice  in 
writing  to  each  stockholder,  to  Ije  served  personally,  or  by  deposit- 
ing the  same  in  a  postoffice,  directed  to  the  postoffice  address  of 
•each  of  said  stockholders  severally,  with  necessary  postage  for  the 
transmittal  of  the  same  prepaid,  at  least  sixty  days  prior  to  the  day 
appointed  for  such  meeting,  and  by  advertising  the  same  in  some 
newspaper  published  in  the  county  in  which  the  said  depot  shall  be 
located,  or  if  a  newspaper  shall  not  be  published  therein,  then  such 
meeting  shall  be  advertised  in  two  newspapers  published  in  the  city 
of  Detroit  at  least  sixty  days  prior  to  the  day  appointed  for  such 
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meeting;  and  such  notice  shall  state  the  time  and  place  of  the 
meeting,  the  object  thereof,  and  the  amonnt  to  which  it  is  proposed 
to  increase  such  capital  stock,  and  at  such  meeting  the  corporate 
stock  of  such  corporation  may  be  so  increased  by  a  vote  of  two- 
thirds  in  amount  of  the  corporate  stock  of  such  corporation,  to  an 
amount  not  exceeding  that  mentioned  in  the  notice  so  given. 

Sec.  17.  Every  corporation  incorporated  under  this  act  shall,  on

shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  one  thousand  dollars;  and  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  auditor  general,  and  he  is  hereby  required

day  of  May  and  the  first  day  of  September  of  each  year.  The  pimidimeiitfor 
taking,  carrying,  or  sending,  by  any  means  whatever,  into  or  through  SS2d  wnS^ 
any  county  of  this  State,  any  of  the  game  or  animals  which  have  toUw. 
been  killed  or  captured  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  section, 
or  the  hides  of  such  animals,  shall  be  illegal,  and  is  declared  to  be 
an  offense  against  the  provisions  of  this  act,  in  any  county  in  or 
through  which  such  game,  animals,  or  hides  may  be  taken,  and 
such  offense  may  be  punished  as  provided  in  section  six  of  the 
act  hereby  amended. 

Sbc.  2.  No  person  shall  kill  or  destroy,  or  attempt  to  kill  or  des-  ^^^  ^V^ 
troy,  any  colin  or  quail,  sometimes  called  Virginia  partridge,  save  SSjteuued!^ 
only  during  the  months  of  November  and  December  of  each  year, 
nor  kill,  nor  attempt  to  kill,  any  pinnated  grouse  or  prairie  chicken, 
before  September  first,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-two,  and  there- 
after only  in  the  months  of  September  and  October  in  each  year. 

Sbc.  4.  No  person  or  persons  shall  at  any  time  kill,  or  attempt  xming  with 
to  kill,  any  wild  duck,  or  other  wild  fowl,  with  or  by  means  of  a  JJ^SmiSl^**^' 
swivel  or  punt  gun,  or  rob  or  destroy  the  nests  of  any  wild  duck. 
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or  wild  goose,  or  brant,  or  in  any  manner  kill  or  molest  the  same, 
at  night,  nor  at  any  time,  on  their  nesting  places. 

Sec.  5.  No  person  or  persons  shall  sell,  or  expose  for  sale,  or  have  in 
possession  for  the  pnrpose  of  selling,  or  exposing  for  sale,  any  of  the 
kinds  or  species  of  birds  or  animals  protected  by  tiiis  act,  after  the  ex- 
piration of  eight  days  next  sncceeding  the  times  limited  and  prescribed 
for  the  killing  of  any  such  birds  or  animals :  Provided^  however. 
That  it  shall  be  lawfnl  to  expose  for  sale  and  to  sell  any  live  quaO« 
for  the  purpose  of  preserring  the  same  alive  through  the  winter. 
And  it  shall  also  be  lawfnl  for  any  person  to  take  alive,  on  his  own 
premises,  at  any.time  and  in  any  manner,  any  wood  duck,  teal  dnck^ 
or  mallard  duck,  or  wild  turkey,  for  the  sole  purpose  of  domestica- 
tion, or  for  scientific  or  breeding  purposes;  and  possession  and 
transportation  alive  of  such  wild  fowl  so  taken  on  one's  own  prem- 
ises, may  be  had  for  any  such  purpose :  Provided,  That  in  any 
prosecution  for  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  the 
person  claiming  the  benefit  of  this  section  shall  prove  on  the  bear- 
ing or  trial,  that  in  good  faith  he  so  took  alive  such  wild  fowl  or 
fowls  for  one  of  the  purposes  specified  in  this  section,  and  if  prose- 
cuted for  transporting  them,  that  he  is  in  good  faith  transporting 
them  alive  for  such  purpose,  and  it  shall  not  be  necessary  for  the 
prosecution  to  aver  or  prove  that  the  taking  alive  or  transporting 
alive  of  any  such  wild  fowl  or  fowls  was  not  done  for  domestication 
or  for  scientific  or  for  breeding  purposes. 

Seo.  6.  Any  person  or  persons  violating  any  of  the  foregoing  pro- 
visions of  this  act  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and 
shall  likewise  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  fifty  dollars  for  each  offense, 
and  shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  stand  committed  to  the  common 
jail  of  the  county  until  such  penalty  is  paid :  Provided,  That  such 
imprisonment  shall  not  exceed  thirty  days. 

Sec.  7.  Any  person  who  shall  at  any  time,  within  this  Stat^  kill 
any  robin,  night-hawk,  whippoorwill,  finch,  thrush,  lark,  sparrow, 
cherry  bird,  swallow,  yellow  bird,  blue  bird,  brown  thrasher,  wren, 
martin,  oriole,  woodpecker,  bobolink,  or  any  song  bird,  or  rob  the 
nests  of  such  birds,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and 
on  conviction  thereof  shall  be  fined  five  dollars  for  each  bird  so 
killed,  and  for  each  nest  so  robbed,  or  confined  in  the  county  jail 
for  ten  days,  or  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment  in  the  discretion 
of  the  court 

Sec.  8.  That  any  railroad,  express  company,  or  other  common 
carriers,  or  any  of  their  agents  or  servants,  or  other  persons,  having 
any  of  the  above  named  birds  or  animals  in  their  possession  for 
transportation,  or  shall  transport  the  same  after  the  expiration  of 
five  days  next  succeeding  the  time  limited  and  prescribed  for  the 
killing  of  such  birds  and  animals,  shall  be  punished  by  fine  not  less 
than  ten  dollars,  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars :  Provided, 
That  such  penalty  shall  not  apply  to  the  transportation  of  live 
quail  which  are  to  be  kept  alive  throughout  the  winter,  or  to  the 
transportation  of  such  birds  or  animals  in  transitu  through  this 
State,  from  other  States,  where  it  is  lawful  to  kUl  such  birds  or 
animals  at  the  time  of  such  transportation. 
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Sec.  12.  All  prosecutions  under  the  proyisions  of  this  act  shall  ^*^i. 
be  commenced  within  one  year  from  the  time  such  oflGense  was  com-  *°        "*"' 
mitted.

mencement of  suit  send  notice  by  mail  to  the  corporation  defendant 
at  its  home  oflSce. 

Sec.  2.  That  when  the  cause  of  action  has  accrued  prior  to  the  whoi 
passage  of  this  act,  suit  may  be  brought  as  provided  in  the  first  sec-  Jl^to 
tion  of  this  act:  Provided^  That  the  cause  of  action  at  the  time^^^*'*^ 
such  suit  is  brought  would  not  have  been  barred  by  the  statute  of 
limitations,  had  such  corporation  been  organized  within  this  State.

Section  1.    Tlie  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enact.   That  8«etiomi 
sections  three  and  fifteen  of  act  number  one  hundred  and  eighty-  ^^"'^ 
seven  of  the  session  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-five, 
entitled  ^'An  act  for  the  incorporation  of  manufacturing  com- 
panies," approved  May  one,  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-five,  be 
and  the  same  are  hereby  amended  so  they  shall  read  as  follows: 

Sec.  3.  The  amount  of  capital  stock  in  every  corporation  formed  oapdWitodk. 
under  this  act,  shall  not  be  less  than  ten  thousand  dollars,  and  shall 
be  fixed  and  limited  by  the  stockholders  in  their  article  of  associ- 
ation, and  shall  be  divided  into  shares  of  twenty-five  dollars  each ; 
but  every  such  corporation  may  increase  its  capital  stock,  and  the 
number  of  shares  therein,  at  any  meeting  of  the  stockholders  called 
for  that  purpose,  or  at  any  annual  meeting,  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds 
in  interest  of  its  stockholders.  The  amount  of  capital  stock  shall 
not  exceed  five  million  dollars. 

Sbc.  15.  Every  such  corporation  shall,  by  its  corporate  name,  Anthodfyto 
have  power  to  acquire  and  hold  such  lands,  tenements,  and  heredita-  Jn^^f^^''^ 
ments,  and  such  other  property  of  every  kind  as  shall  be  necessary 
for  the  purpose  of  said  corporation,  and  such  other  lands,  tene- 
ments, and  hereditaments  as  shall  be  taken  in  payment  of,  or  as 
security  for,  debts  due  to  such  corporation,  and  to  manage  and 
dispose  of  the  same  at  pleasure.  It  may  also  purchase  and  hold 
any  grant  of  lands  maA^  by  the  general  government  to  aid  in  any 
work  of  internal  improvement  in  this  State.

AN  ACT  to  amend  sections  one  and  two  of  an  act  entiUed  ^<Aa  act 
to  promote  immigration  in  Michigan/'  being  compiler's  sections 
two  hundred  and  six  and  two  hnndred  and  seven  of  the  compiled 
laws  of  eighteen  hnndred  and  seventy-one. 

Section  1.  Hie  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enact,  That 
sections  one  and  two  of  an  act  entitled  ^'An  act  to  promote  immigra- 
tion in  the  State  of  Michigan/'  being  compiler's  sections  two  hun- 
dred and  six  and  two  hundred  and  seven  of  the  compiled  laws  of 
eighteen  hnndred  and  seventy-one,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

(206.)  Seo.  1.  The  governor  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered 
to  appoint  a  citizen  of  the  State,  at  a  salary  not  to  exceed  two 
thousand  dollars  per  annum,  to  act  as  a  commissioner  of  emigra- 
tion for  the  purpose  of  encouraging  immigration  to  Michigan  from 
the  other  States  and  from  the  countries  of  Europe,  said  commis- 
sioner to  act  under  the  advice  and  direction  of  the  governor,  to 
*  carry  out  the  object  of  this  act. 

(207.)  Sec.  2.  The  governor  is  authorized  to  draw  upon  the 
general  fund  for  such  an  amount,  not  exceeding  five  thousand  dol- 
lars in  any  one  year,  as  he  may  consider  necessary  to  defray  the  ex- 
pense of  said  commissioner  and  his  assistant,  exclusive  of  salaries: 
Provided^  however^  That  in  addition  to  the  above  provision  for 
expenses,  all  printing,  binding,  or  map  work  that  can  be  done  un- 
der any  contract  the  State  has  for  such  work  shall  be  done  there- 
under, and  the  expense  thereof  be  audited  and  paid  for  as  other 
State  printing  is  audited  and  paid.  The  governor  is  also  author- 
ized hereby  to  appoint  an  assistant  to  said  commissioner,  at  an 
annual  si^y  not  to  exceed  fifteen  hundred  dollars  and  actual 
expenses,  who  shall  be  subject  to  the  direction  of  the  said  commis- 
sioner, with  the  approval  of  the  governor,  as  to  the  place  where  and 
the  kind  of  labor  to  be  performed.

AN  ACT  to  regulate  the  sale  of  spirituous,  malt,  brewed,  fermented, 
and  vinous  liquor^  to  prohibit  the  sale  of  such  liquors  to  minorB, 
to  intoxicated  persons,  and  to  persons  in  the  habit  of  getting  in- 
toxicated, to  provide  a  remedy  against  persons  selling  liquor  to 
husbands  or  children  in  certain  cases,  and  to  repeal  all  acts  or 
parts  of  acts  inconsistent  herewith. 

Section  1.  The  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enacty  That 
it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  except  druggists  to  sell,  fumidi 
to,  or  give  any  spirituous,  malt,  brewed,  fermented,  or  vinous  liquors, 
or  any  beverage,  liquor  or  liquids,  containing  any  spirituous,  malt, 
brewed,  fermented,  or  vinous  liquors,  without  first  having  executed 
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and  delivered  to  the  county  treasnrer  of  the  county  in  which  such 
business  is  proposed  to  be  prosecuted  or  carried  on,  the  bond  re- 
quired by  section  nine  of  this  act. 

8x0.  2.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  (6x.uept  druggists,  saiunguqaor 
who  shall  be  governed  by  section  thirteen  of  this  act)  to  sell,  far-  SriSSdpL*^ 
nish  to,  or  give  any  spirituous,  malt,  brewed,  fermented,  or  vinous  S5Jj^-»  p"** 
liquors,  or  any  beverage,  liquor,  or  liquids  containing  any  spirit- 
uous, malt,  brewed,  fermented,  or  vinous  liquor  to  any  minor,  to 
any  intoxicated  person,  nor  to  any  person  in  the  habit  of  getting 
intoxicated,  nor  to  any  person  whose  husband,  wife,  parent,  child, 
guardian,  or  employer  shall  forbid  such  selling,  furnishing,  or  giv- 
ing.

Sec.  5.  All  saloons,  restaurants,  bars,  in  taverns  or  ebewhere,  and  whenniooni, 
all  other  places  where  any  of  the  liquors  mentioned  in  sections  one  •^ttotedowd. 
and  two  of  this  act  are  or  ms^r  be  sold,  or  kept  for  sale,  either  at 
wholesale  or  retail,  shall  be  closed  on  the  first  day  of  the  week, 
commonly  called  Sunday,  on  all  election  days,  on  all  legal  holidays, 
and  until  seven  o'clock  of  the  following  morning,  and  on  each  week 
day  night  from  and  after  the  hour  of  nine  o'clock  until  seven 
o'clock  of  the  morning  of  the  succeeding  day.

Whenever  the  person  so  subpoenaed  shall  appear  before  the  justice, 
municipal  or  police  court,  to  testify  as  aforesaid,  he  shall  be  required 
to  answer  on  oath  the  following  questions,  to  wit:  When,  where, 
and  of  whom  did  you  procure,  obtain,  or  receive  the  liquor  or  bev- 
erage, the  drinking  or  using  of  which  has  been  the  cause  of  the  in- 
toxication mentioned  in  the  complaint?  And  if  such  person  shall 
refuse  to  answer  fully  and  fairly  such  questions  on  oath,  he  shall  be 
punished  and  dealt  with  in  the  same  manner  as  for  a  contempt  of 
Baeoid  of  trial,  oourt  as  in  other  cases.  If  it  shall  appear  frpm  the  testimony  of 
snch  pei-son  that  any  of  the  offenses  specified  in  this  act  have  been

It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  druggist,  nor  for  anyKottogiT* 
person  whose  business  consists  in  whole  or  in  part  of  the  sale  of  ^^Qto^w' 
drugs  and  medicines,  directly  or  indirectly,  by  himself,  his  clerk,  <^p«^^«^ 
agent,  or  servant,  at  any  time,  to  sell,  furnish,  give,  or  deliver,  any 
spirituous,  malt,  brewed,  fermented,  or  vinous  liquor,  or  any  mixed 
liquor,  a  part  of  which  is  spirituous,  malt,  brewed,  fermented,  or 
vinous,  to  a  minor,  except  for  medicinal  or  mechanical  purposes, 
on  the  written  order  of  the  parent  or  guardian  of  such  minor,  nor 
to  any  adult  person  whatever  who  is  at  the  time  intoxicated,  nor  to 
any  person  in  the  habit  of  getting  intoxicated,  nor  to  any  Indian 
or  any  person  of  Indian  descent,  nor  to  any  person  whose  husband, 
wife,  parent,  child,  guardian,  or  employer  shall  forbid  the  same, 
nor  to  any  other  person,  to  be  used  as  a  beverage ;  but  such  drug- 
gist shidl  be  allowed  to  sell  said  liquors  for  medicinal,  mechanical, 
and  sacramental  purposes  only,  and  subject  to  the  following  restric- 
tions and  conditions :    Every  such  dealer  in  drugs  and  medicines  B«ooid  of  niM 
shall  procure  and  keep  a  suitable  blank  book  in  which  shall  be**^*™***^ 
recorded  by  said  druggist,  his  clerk,  or  employ^,  the  names  of  all 
persons  applying  for  such  liquor  for  any  of  these  lawful  purposes, 
the  date  of  each  sale,  the  amount  and  kind  of  liquor  sold  to  each 
person,  and  the  purpose  to  which  the  same  was  to  be  applied,  as 
stated  by  the  purchaser,  which  book  shall  be  kept  in  the  store  of 
said  druggist,  and  shall  be  open  to  all  persons  for  examination 
during  aU  business  hours ;  and  the  failure  to  keep  a  record  of  every 
such  sale,  or  the  delivery  of  liquor  for  any  purpose  other  than 
above  named,  shall  subject  such  druggist  to  the  penalties  provided 
for  in  this  section.    Every  such  druggist  shall,  before  commencing  Bond  of  drag. 
business,  and  on  or  before  the  first  Monday  in  May  in  each  year  sm. 
thereafter,  execute  and  file  with  the  county  treasurer  a  bond  to  the 
people  of  the  State  of  Michigan  in  the  penal  sum  of  not  less  than 
one  thousand  nor  more  than  three  thousand  dollars,  with  two  good 
andsufficieut  sureties,  to  be  approved  by  the  township  board  of  the  . 
township  or  the  board  of  trustees  or  the  common  council  of  the 
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laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  Beyenty-five,  entitled  ^' An  act  to 
prevent  the  sale  and  delivery  of  intoxicating  liquors,  wine,  and  beer 
to  minors,  and  to  drunken  persons,  and  to  habitual  drunkards,  and 
to  provide  a  remedy  against  persons  selling  liquor  to  husbands  or 
children  in  certain  cases,''  approved  May  first,  eighteen  hundred 
and  seventy-five,  and  all  acts  amendatory  thereof,  are  hereby 
repealed.

AN  ACT  to  provide  for  the  protection  of  children. 

Skotioit  1.  The  Peoph  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enacts  Thatsiiiibittoiicf 
any  person  having  the  care,  custody,  or  control  of  any  child  under  Su£iiBMrtaia 
sixteen  years  of  age,  who  shall  exhibit,  use,  or  employ^  or  who  shall  ^*"**> 
ai^rentioe,  give  away,  let  out,  or  otherwise  dispose  of  any  such  child 
to  any  person  in  or  for  the  vocation,  service  or  occupation  of  rope 
or  wire  walking,  gymnast,  contortionist,  rider,  or  acrobat,  dancing 
or  begging,  in  any  place  whatsoever,  or  for  any  obscene,  indecent 
or  immond  purpose,  exhibition  or  practice  whatsoever,  or  for  any 
exhibition  injurious  to  the  health  or  dangerous  to  the  life  or  limb 
of  such  child,  or  who  shall  cause,  procure,  or  encourage  such  child 
to  engage  therein,  and  any  person  who  shall  take,  receive,  hire, 
employ,  use,  exhibit,  or  have  in  custody  any  such  child  for  any  of 
the  purposes  mentioned  in  this  section,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor. 

Sbo.  2.  No  minor  child  under  sixteen  years  of  age  shall  be  per-  GhudnaBotto 
mitted  to  remain  in  any  saloon,  bar  room,  or  other  place  where  any  S^oof^Sof  ^ 
spirituous  or  intoxicating  liquor,  or  any  wine  or  beer,  or  any  bever- 
age, liquor  or  liquors  containing  any  spirituous  or  intoxicating 
liquor,  beer,  or  malt  liquor,  is  sold,  given  away,  or  furnished  for  a 
beverage;  or  in  any  place  of  amusement  known  as  dance  housesi 
concept  saloons,  variety  theatres;  or  in  any  house  of  prostitution; 
or  in  any  room  or  hall  occupied  or  used  for  hire,  gain,  or  reward, 
for  the  purpose  of  playing  billiards,  nine-pins,  ca^s,  dice,  or  any 
other  unlawful  game,  or  in  any  room  or  hi^l  used  or  occupied  for 
gaming,  pool-selling,  or  betting  in  any  manner  whatever.  Any  vmAtf. 
proprietor,  keeper,  or  manager  of  any  such  place  who  shall  permit 
such  child  to  remain  in  any  such  place,  and  any  person  who  shall 
encourage  or  induce  in  any  way  such  child  to  enter  such  place  or 
to  remain  therein,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and, 
on  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
twenty-five  dollars  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment 
in  the  county  jail  not  less  than  ten  days  nor  more  than  thirty  days, 
(or  both  fine  and  imprisonment  in  the  discretion  of  the  court.) 

Sbc.  3.  No  child  under  sixteen  years  of  age  held  for  trial,  or  on  GhndmiiBjaiii 
conviction  in  any  jail  or  other  place  of  confinement,  shall  be  placed  ^^^mSS^ 
or  allowed  to  remain  in  the  same  cell  or  room  in  company  with 
adult  prisoners.    It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  oflBcer  in  charge  of  such 
place  of  confinement,  to  secure  as  far  as  the  construction  of  such 
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place  will  admit,  the  exclasion  of  sach  children  from  the  society  of 
snch  adult  prisoners  during  their  confinement. 

Sec.  4.  That  on  and  after  January  first,  eighteen  hnndred  and 
eighty-two,  it  shall  not  be  lawful  to  place  or  maintain  in  any  county 
poor-house  any  child  who  by  law  is  admissible  to  the  State  public 
school.  That  whenever,  after  that  date,  there  shall  be  in  any  county 
poor-house,  any  such  children  who  cannot  be  received  in  said  school 
for  the  reason  there  shall  be  then  no  room  for  them,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  superintendents  of  the  poor  of  such  county,  to  place  and 
maintain  such  children,  at  the  expense  of  such  county,  in  some 
suitable  family  or  charitable  institution  until  they  can  be  received 
in  said  school:  Provided^  That  nothing  in  this  act  shall  prevent 
any  county  from  maintaining  and  educating  such  children  in  a 
building  separate  from  the  county  poor-house,  devoted  to  the  sole 
use  of  children  of  sound  mind  and  body,  and  cared  for  by  other  than 
pauper  labor :  And  provided  further^  That  no  child  under  the  age 
of  two  years  shall  be  separated  from  its  mother,  if  such  mother  shall 
be  an  inmate  of  such  connty  house:  And  pwvided  fwrih&r^  That 
no  child  under  the  age  of  four  years  shall  be  separated  from  the 
mother,  if  such  mother  shall  be  an  itfmate  of  such  county  house, 
without  the  consent  of  the  mother. 

Seo.  5.  Any  person  who  shall  sell,  give  away,  or  in  any  way 
furnish  to  any  minor  child  any  book,  pamphlet,  or  other  printed 
paper  or  other  thing,  containing  obscene  language,  or  obscene  prints, 
pictures,  figures  or  descriptions  tending  to  the  corruption  of  the 
morals  of  youth,  or  any  newspapers,  pamphlets  or  other  printed 
paper  devoted  to  the  publication  of  criminal  news,  police  reports, 
or  criminal  deeds,  and  any  person  who  shall  in  any  manner  hire, 
use,  or  employ  such  child  to  sell,  give  away,  or  in  any  manner  dis- 
tribute snch  books,  pamphlets,  or  printed  papers,  and  any  person 
having  the  care,  custody,  or  control  of  any  such  child,  who  shall 
permit  him  or  her  to  engage  in  any  snch  employment,  shall  on  con- 
viction thereof  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor. 

Sso.  6«  Every  person  who  shali  exhibit  upon  any  public  street  or 
highway,  or  in  any  other  place  within  the  view  of  children  passing 
on  any  public  street  or  highway,  any  book,  pamphlet,  or  other 
printed  paper  or  thing  containing  obscene  language  or  obscene 
prints,  figures,  or  descriptions,  tending  to  the  corruption  of  the 
morals  of  youth,  or  any  newspapers,  pamphlets,  or  other  printed  paper 
or  thing  devoted  to  the  publication  of  criminal  news,  police  reports 
or  criminal  deeds,  shall  on  conviction  thereof  be  deemed  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor.

The  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enact,  That  2^«J^ 
section  two  of  an  act  entitled  ''  An  act  to  revise  and  consolidate  the  *™*° 
several  acts  relating  to  the  snpport  and  maintenance  of  poor  per- 
sons, approved  April  fifth,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-nine,  being 
compiler's  section  eighteen  hundred  and  seventeen,  of  the  compiled 
laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-one,  relative  to  the  snpport 
and  maintenance  of  poor  persons,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows :

for  the  records  or  files  of  each  year,  except  for  officers  of  the  court; 
receiving  and  filing  the  papers  of  any  insolvent,  twelve  cents  in 
each  case;  copies  of  such  papers,  eight  cents  for  each  folio;  to  every 
county  clerk  for  attendance  in  canvassing  the  votes  given  at  any 
election,  one  dollar  for  each  day,  and  five  cents  per  mile  for  travel ; 
for  drawing  all  necessary  certificates  of  the  result  of  such  convass, 
thirteen  cents  for  each  folio;  for  recording  such  certificate,  eight 
cents  for  each  folio;  notifying  every  person  appointed  or  elected  to 
an  office,  when  required  by  law,  twenty-five  cents;  for  administering 
the  oath  of  office  to  any  officer  and  certifying  the  same,  twelve 
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cents ;  for  determining  and  certifying  the  sufficiency  of  the  snreties 
in  any  bond  required  by  law  to  be  approved  by  him,  twenty-five 
centfi ;  for  all  services  required  by  law  to  be  performed  by  such  clerks 
respectively,  and  not  specially  provided  for  by  law,  such  fees  as  the 
supreme  court  shall,  by  general  rule  or  order  prescribe,  correspond- 
ing, as  near  may  be,  with  the  rates  herein  prescribed:  Provided,

AN  ACT  to  ratify  and  confirm  the  action  of  the  board  of  control  of 
railroads  of  the  State  of  Michigan  in  disposing  of  and  conveying 
certain  lands  for  railroad  purposes,  as  to  so  much  of  such  lands 
as  are  situate  north  and  south  of  the  railroad  constructed  from 
the  city  of  Port  Huron  to  the  city  of  Flint. 

Segtiok  1.  The  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enact.  That  the 
action  of  the  board  of  control  of  railroads  on  the  first  day  of  May, 
eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-threcy  in  conferring  upon  the  Port 
Huron  and  Lake  Michigan  railroad  company  certain  lands  granted  by 
the  congress  of  the  United  States  to  the  State  of  Michigan  June  third, 
eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-six,  to  aid  in  the  construction  of  a  railroad 
from  Grand  Haven  and  Pere  Marquette  to  Flint  and  thence  to  Port 
Huron,  as  to  all  of  such  lands  as  are  situated  north  and  south  of  the 
railroad  constructed  from  Port  Huron  to  Flint,  is  hereby  ratified  and 
confirmed,  with  like  force  and  effect  as  if  said  board  had  at  the  time  of 
its  action  due  and  full  authority  in  that  behalf ;  and  as  to  such  of  said 
lands  above  mentioned  as  have  been  conveyed  by  said  company,  tiie 
title,  so  far  as  the  State  of  Michigan  is  empowered  to  act  in  ^ 
premises,  is  hereby  vested  in  such  purchasers  from  said  company: 
Provided,  however.  That  nothing  in  this  act  shall  impair  or  eflfoet 
any  valid  right  or  interest  heretofore  acquired  by  any  iudividind, 
corporation,  or  other  party  in  said  lands  or  any  part  thereof. 

Sbo.  2.  The  Port  Huron  and  Lake  Michigan  railroad  company 
having  heretofore  constructed  its  road  from  Port  Huron  to  Flint 
upon  the  line  contemplated  by  the  act  of  congress  granting  said 
lands  to  the  State  of  Michigan,  and  said  State  having  since  acquired

The  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enacts  That  Ettthudunent 
water-courses,  ditches,  and  drains  for  the  drainage  of  swamps,  ®' ****"'•  •^'^ 
marshes,  and  other  low  lands,  may  be  established,  constructed,  and 
maintained  in  the  several  counties  and  townships  of  this  State  for 
the  benefit  of  the  public  health  under  the  provisions  of  this  act. 
The  word  ^  drain,^  when  used  as  a  noun  in  this  act,  shall  be  deemed 
to  include  any  natural  water-course  opened  or  proposed  to  be 
opened  and  improved  for  the  purpose  of  drainage,  and  any  artificial 
ditch  or  drain  proposed  or  constructed  for  such  purpose.

If  within  twenty  days  after  such  determination,  all  of  the  ^SjJJ^JjSrt  «, 
persons  through  whose  lands  the  proposed  drain  is  to  pass  shall  not  ^otntmentof ' 
have  executed  a  release  of  right  of  way  and  all  damages  on  account  3^,  ^^"^ 
thereof,  the  commissioner  shall  appoint  a  time  and  place  of  hearing 
upon  the  application,  which  shall  not  be  less  than  thirty  nor  more 
than  fifty  days  thereafter,  and  shall  immediately  make  application 
to  the  probate  court  of  the  county  for  the  appointment  of  three 
special  commissioners  to  ascertain  the  necessity  for  such  drain  and 
for  taking  private  property  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  public  for 
the  purpose  thereof,  and  the  just  compensation  to  be  made  therefor. 
Such  application  shall  be  in  writing,  and  shall  describe  the  drain 
and  the  route  and  dimensions  thereof  according  to  the  survey,  and 
shall  also  state  the  time  and  place  of  hearing  upon  the  application 
for  such  drain,  and  at  which  the  special  commissioners  are  required 
to  attend.  The  court  to  whom  such  application  is  made  shall  at 
once  appoint  a  time  for  hearing  and  considering  the  same,  and  shall 
issue  a  citation  to  all  persons  whose  lands  are  traversed  by  such 
drain  to  appear  at  the  time  appointed  and  be  heard  with  respect  to 
such  application  if  they  desire  to  do  so,  which  citation  shall  be 
annexed  to  a  copy  of  the  commissioner's  application  to  the  court, 
and  served  by  the  commissioner  or  by  some  other  competent  person 
as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  9.  The  citation  required  by  the  last  preceding  section  shall  serring  of 
be  served  upon  all  persons  whose  lands  are  traversed  by  the  drain,  ^*»**®°* 
who  are  known,  and  who  reside  within  the  township  in  which  any 
such  lands  are  situated,  or  upon  the  occupants  of  such  lands,  in 
writing,  at  least  five  days  before  the  day  of  hearing,  by  delivering  a 
copy  to  such  persons,  or  by  leaving  a  copy  at  the  residence  of  such 
persons,  with  some  person  of  suitable  age;  and  if  any  such  owners 
are  minors,  or  are  insane  or  otherwise  incompetent,  or  if  such  lands 
are  non-resident,  such  citation  and  application  shall  be  served  upon 
the  legal  representatives  of  such  persons,  or  upon  the  agent  of  such 
non-resident  land  owners  residing  within  the  limits  aforesaid.  But 
if  no  such  legal  representative  or  agent  shall  there  be  found,  such 
47 
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citation  and  application  shali  be  posted  in  not  less  than  three  of 
the  most  public  places  in  each  township  in  which  such  unrepre- 
sented lands  may  be  situated,  at  least  ten  days  before  the  day  of 
hearing.  In  case  of  personal  service,  at  least  five  full  days  shdl 
intervene,  exclusive  of  the  day  of  service  and  day  of  hearing,  and 
in  case  of  notice  by  posting,  at  least  ten  full  days  shall  in  like 
manner  intervene.  The  court  issuing  such  citation  shall  require 
proof  of  its  service  by  afSdavit,  showing  the  manner  of  such  service. 

A^vmmtot  Seo.  10.  The  court  to  whom  the  application  is  made  shall,  at  the 
'"""  "*  time  named  in  said  citation,  or  at  uny  time  to  which  the  hearing 
may  be  adjourned  upon  proper  showing,  appoint  such  special  com- 
missioners, and  deliver  to  the  drain  commissioner  a  certificate  of 
their  appointment,  and  the  drain  commissioner  shall  notify  such 
commissioners  of  their  appointment  and  of  the  time  and  place  of 
meeting.  Such  special  commissioners  shall  meet  with  the  drain 
commissioner  and  other  parties  in  interest  at  the  time  and  place 
appointed,  and  they  shall  be  sworn  faithfully  to  discharge  the  duties 
of  special  commissioners  in  the  matter  in  which  they  are  called  to 
act.  Such  commissioners,  with  the  drain  commissioner  and  other 
parties  in  interest  who  may  be  present,  shall  proceed  to  view  the 
premises,  and  may  ent^r  upon  any  lands  for  that  purpose,  and  the 
said  special  commissioners  shall  hear  the  proofs  and  allegations  of 
the  parties.  The  application  for  the  laying  out  of  such  drain,  with 
minutes  of  the  action  of  the  drain  commissioner  thereon  so  far  as 
had,  including  a  copy  of  the  application  to  the  probate  court  with 
the  citation  annexed,  and  proof  of  service  thereof,  with  the  minutes 
of  the  survey,  signed  by  the  surveyor,  shall  be  present  at  snch  view- 
ing and  hearing.  The  commissioners  may,  for  any  good  cause,  con- 
tinue the  hearing  from  day  to  day,  and  may  adjourn  the  same  from 
time  to  time,  by  consent  of  the  drain  commissioner,  public  announce- 
ment thereof  being  made. 

Dofyof  oommii.  ^EO.  11.  Such  special  commissioners  shall  ascertain  the  necessity 
for  such  drain  and  for  taking  private  property  for  the  use  and  benefit 
of  the  public  for  the  purpose  thereof,  and  the  just  compensation  to 
be  made  therefor,  which  compensation  shall  be  determined  without 
reference  to  any  benefits  that  may  accrae  to  the  land  in  consequence 
of  the  construction  of  such  drain.  In  case  of  an  adverse  finding 
by  the  commissioners  upon  any  application,  no  further  application 
for  the  same  object  shall  be  entertained  within  one  year  thereafter. 
Sec.  l:;^.  The  said  special  commissioners  shall  make  return  in 
writing  of  their  hearing,  determination,  and  award  in  the  premises, 
signed  by  them,  and  shall  file  the  same  with  the  drain  commissioner 
as  soon  as  may  be  after  such  hearing,  determination  and  award. 
Such  return  shall  be  deemed  a  sufficient  conveyance  to  vest  the  fee 
of  the  lands  necessary  to  be  taken  for  such  drain,  and  upon  which 
damages  are  awarded,  in  the  county  in  which  they  are  situated,  in

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the  proper  township  or  connty  for  the  amount  of  any  such  dam-  FumAtor 
ages,  and  tendered  to  the  person  entitled  to  such  damages,  shall  be  *■"*"«* 
deemed  a  snfiScient  secnrity  for  the  amount  thereof.  If  the  owner 
of  any  lands  upon  which  any  damages  may  be  awarded  be  unknown, 
and  such  lands  be  not  occupied,  an  order  for  the  amount  thereof 
shall  be  drawn  upon  the  county  or  township  treasurer  and  deposited 
with  the  connty  or  township  clerk,  as  the  case  may  be,  pay- 
able to  the  owner  of  the  description  of  land  upon  which  such 
damages  were  awarded,  describing  such  lands  by  their  legal  subdi- 
vision in  such  order,  which  order  shall  be  held  by  such  clerk 
to  be  delivered  to  the  owner  of  such  lands  when  called  for,  or 
otherwise  lawfully  demanded,  and  the  same  shall  thereby  be 
deemed  lawfully  tendered  to  the  owner  of  such  lands :  Provided,  Protiio. 
That  when  benefits  are  assessable  upon  lands  on  which  damages

Upon  release  of  right  of  way,  or  upon  the  determination  oidarof  oonu 
and  award  of  special  commissioners,  the  drain  commissioner  shall  ^SH^S^^ 
make  his  order  establishing  the  drain,  and  he  shall  give  the 
same  a  name  by  which  it  shall  be  recorded  and  indexed.  He  shall 
also  assess  the  per  cent  of  the  cost  of  construction  and  maintenance 
of  such  drain  "^hich  any  township,  city,  or  village  shall  be  liable  to 
pay  by  reason  of  the  benefit  of  such  drain  to  the  public  health,  or 
as  a  means  of  improving  any  public  highway,  and  he  shall  assess 
the  benefits  to  accrue  to  any  piece  or  parcel  of  land  by  reason  of 
the  construction  of  such  drain.  The  cost  of  the  construction  and 
maintenance  of  such  drain  over  and  above  the  per  cent  assessable 
against  municipal  corporations,  including  townships,  shall  be  appor- 
tioned upon  and  assessed  against  the  lands  benefited,  according 
to  such  assessment  of  benefits ;  but  such  assessment  shall  be  subject 
to  review  by  the  commissioner  upon  the  request  of  parties  in  inter- 
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est,  at  or  before  the  time  of  letting  contracts  for  the  constraction  of 
snch  drain. 
Betm^d  _  Sec.  16.  Upon  the  establishment  of  any  drain  and  the  assesa- 
■ "'""  ment  of  benefits  as  provided  in  the  last  preceding  section,  the  com- 
missioner, if  a  county  drain  commissioner,  shall  make  retarn  thereof 
to  the  county  clerk,'and  if  a  township  drain  commissioner,  to  the 
township  clerk  of  his  township,  and  the  clerk  to  whom  snch  retnm 
is  made  shall  record  the  same  in  a  book  to  be  provided  for  that 
purpose.  Such  return  shall  contain  the  application  for  the  drain, 
or  a  copy  thereof,  the  minutes  of  the  survey,  signed  by  the  surveyor, 
and  the  release  of  right  of  way  where  the  same  has  been  released, 
together  with  the  commissioner's  minutes  of  his  doings  in  the 
premises,  his  order  establishing  the  drain,  and  his  assessment  of 
benefits;  and  where  special  commissioners  have  been  called,  the 
return  shall  also  contain  the  application  to  the  judge  of  probate  for 
the  appointment  of  such  commissioners,  with  the  citation  and  proof 
of  service,  and  a  certificate  of  their  appointment,  or  copies  thereof, 
with  their  determination  and  award:  Provided^  That  the  letum 
required  by  this  section  shall  not  be  made  until  after  a  review  of 
the  assessment  as  provided  by  the  last  preceding  section. 
CoDitnietioiiof  Sec.  17.  If  at  this  or  at  any  prior  stage  of  the  proceeding,  all  the 
Mn^  owntn  owners  of  the  lands  through  which  or  for  the  benefit  of  which  any 
drain  is  located  shall,  by  themselves,  their  agents  or  attorneys,  pay 
to  the  commissioner  all  the  costs  and  expenses  thus  far  incurred  by 
him,  and  severally  enter  into  contract,  with  good  and  sufficient 
surety,  and  in  such  sum  as  the  commissioner  may  require,  to  con- 
struct so  much  of  such  drain,  and  on  such  route,  and  of  such  dimen- 
sions as  the  commissioner  may,  in  such  contracts  determine  and 
assign  to  such  owners  respectively,  and  the  expenses  incurred  or

SS?£t?Bec  ^^^*  ^^*  ^P^^  *^®  establishment  of  any  drain,  as  hereinbefore 
ttoDf^vtc.  "^  provided  (except  as  by  the  last  preceding  section),  the  commissioner 
shall,  without  delay,  proceed  to  divide  the  route  thereof  into  con- 
venient sections,  for  the  purpose  of  construction,  and  shall  make 
diagrams  of  the  same,  with  specifications  of  the  width  of  excavation 
at  the  bottom,  slope  of  sides,  and  other  things  necessary  to  be  done 
in  the  opening  and  construction  of  such  drain,  and  he  shall  set 
stakes  not  more  than  forty  rods  apart  along  the  center  line  of  such 
drain,  and  indicate  distinctly  on  each  stake  the  number  of  the

Seo.  21.  The  commissioner  shall  apportion  to  each  township.  Apportionment 
city,  or  village  benefited  by  such  drain  from  sanitary  or  other  con-  Sii^gS!  "^^ 
Biderations,  the  amount  chargeable  against  each  such  municipality 
on  account  of  the  construction  of  such  drain  according  to  the  per 
cent  which  by  section  fifteen  of  this  act  he  is  required  to  fix  and 
determine,  and  he  shall  apportion  the  balance  of  the  cost  of  con- 
struction upon  the  lands  to  be  benefited  by  such  drain  according 
to  the  sum  of  the  assessment  of  benefits  on  each  description  which 
by  said  section  fifteen  he  is  required  to  make.  He  shall  make  a 
list  showing  such  apportionment,  and  shall  s§rve  a  copy  thereof 
upon  the  supervisor  of  each  township,  or  upon  the  clerk  of  any  city 
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or  Tillage^  against  which  any  sam  is  assessable*  or  in  which  any 
lands  are  situated  that  are  assessable  under  such  apportionment, 
and  the  amount  assessable  upon  any  such  township,  city  or  Tillage 
shall  be  levied  as  a  part  of  the  township  tax  for  the  year,  and  the 
amount  assessable  upon  any  description  of  land,  except  State  lands, 
shall  be  assessed  and  levied  against  such  lands,  by  the  supervisor  or 
assessing  ofScer  as  drain  .taxes,  naming  the  particular  drain  for  the 
construction  of  which  the  same  is  assessed.  Any  amount  appor- 
tioned on  Slate  lands  shall  be  at  once  reported  by  the  commissioner 
to  the  commissioner  of  the  State  land  office,  who  shall  enter  on  the 
books  of  his  office,  against  each  description  of  such  State  lands,  the 
amount  of  drain  taxes  assessed  thereon,  and  shall  certify  the  same 
to  the  auditor  general,  who  shall  draw  his  warrant  on  the  State 
treasurer  therefor,  and  the  amount  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  drain 
commissioner,  and  no  patent  shall  issue  for  such  lands  until  such 
drain  taxes  are  paid. 

Sec.  22.  In  case  of  drains  established  by  the  county  drain  com- 
missioner,  the  drain  taxes  when  collected,  and  all  moneys  received 
on  account  of  State  lands,  shall  be  returned  to  the  county  treasurer, 
and  in  case  of  drains  established  by  township  drain  commissioners, 
such  taxes,  when  collected  in  other  townships  or  municipalities, 
and  moneys  received  on  account  of  State  lands,  shall  be  returned 
to  the  treasurer  of  the  township  in  which  the  full  record  of  the 
drain  is  made,  and  all  moneys  so  collected  or  returned  shall  be  cred- 
ited to  the  drain  fund  to  which  they  belong,  and  such  county  or 
township  treasurer,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  be  [the]  treasurer  of 
such  drain  fund.  Orders  drawn  by  a  drain  conmiissioner  in  pay- 
ment for  the  construction  of  any  drain,  shall  be  payable  from  the 
proper  drain  fund,  and  shall  be  receivable  for  the  taxes  levied  for 
the  construction  of  such  drain  by  the  county  or  township  treasurer 
or  by  the  auditor  general,  as  the  case  may  be. 

Ssc.  23.  If  the  taxes  levied  for  the  construction  of  any  drain  are 
not  collected  by  the  township  treasurer,  the  land  upon  which  they 
are  levied  shall  be  returned  to  the  county  treasurer,  in  a  separate 
return,  at  the  same  time  and  manner  as  lands  are  returned  for  other 
taxes ;  and  such  taxes  may  be  paid  to  the  county  treasurer,  with 
seven  per  cent  interest  and  cost  of  advertising,  at  any  time  before 
sale,  as  hereinafter  provided.  And  a  list  of  such  uncollected  taxes 
shall  be  returned  to  the  auditor  general  for  the  information  of  non- 
resident owners,  but  no  application  to  pay  the  same  at  the  auditor 
generals  office  shall  relieve  the  lands  from  such  taxes,  until  the 
same  are  actually  paid  to  the  county  treasurer  or  auditor  general, 
with  interest  and  charges;  and  if  paid  to  the  auditor  general,  he 
shall  immediately  forward  his  warrant  for  the  amount  thereof  to 
the  county  treasurer. 

Sec.  24.  If  such  taxes,  interest,  and  costs  are  not  paid,  the  county 
treasurer  shall  advertise  and  sell  the  lands  against  which  the  same 
are  levied,  as  delinquent  ditch  lands,  at  the  same  time,  place,  and 
manner  as  lands  are  advertised  and  sold  for  other  taxes,  and  he  shall 
give  certificates  to  purchasers  at  such  sales,  as  in  other  cases,  and 
tbe  owners  of  the  lands  or  persons  interested  may  redeem  such 
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lands  as  in  other  cases  at  the  county  treasurer's  ofiSce,  and  within 
the  same  .time,  with  ten  per  cent  interest  and  cost  of  advertising, 
and  twenty-five  cents  for  the  certificate,  to  the  treasurer;  and  if  all 
the  lands  so  returned  shall  not  be  sold  at  public  sale,  those  remain- 
ing may  be  purchased  at  private  sale  at  any  time,  and  certificates 
of  sale  given  to  purchasers  in  like  manner  as  in  case  of  public  sales, 
and  they  may  be  in  like  manner  redeemed,  with  interest  and  costs, 
within  one  year  from  sale. 

Sec.  25.  The  lands  so  sold  at  public  or  private  sale,  if  not  re-  B«dempttoii. 
deemed  within  one  year  after  such  sale,  shall  be  conveyed  to  the 
purchaser  or  his  assigns,  by  deed  from  the  county  treasurer,  on  sur- 
render of  the  certificate  of  sale  in  the  same  manner,  as  near  as  may 
be,  as  the  auditor  general  is  authorized  to  convey  other  lands  on 
sales  for  non-payment  of  taxes,  and  the  deeds  so  given  by  the  coun- 
ty treasurer  shall  have  the  same  force  and  effect  as  deeds  given  by 
the  auditor  general  upon  the  sale  of  lands  for  delinquent  taxes,  and 
the  same  may  be  recorded  and  admitted  in  evidence  in  all  courts 
with  the  same  force  and  effect  as  tax  deeds  in  other  cases,  except 
that  such  lands  shall  be  subject  to  all  State,  county,  town, 
school,  and  highway  taxes,  and  subordinate  to  State  deeds  for  non- 
payment of  taxes. 

Sec.  26.  Persons  occupying  lands  or  holding  title  thereto  under  Homestead 
any  preemption  or  homeste^  law  shall  be  liable  for  any  drain  ^^^ 
taxes  assessed  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  against  lands  so  occu- 
pied or  held.    No  amount  exceeding  twenty-five  per  cent  of  the 
assessed  valuation  of  any  piece  of  property  shall  be  assessed  against 
such  property  under  this  act.    The  taxes  assessed  upon  any  lands  ^«  umi  on 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  and  are  hereby  declared 
to  be  a  perpetual  lien  upon  such  lands,  to  remain  such  until  such 
taxes,  with  all  lawful  costs,  interest,  and  charges  are  fully  paid  or 
otherwise  legally  discharged. 

Sec.  27.  In  case  the  amount  realized  from  the  assessment  made  New  Mie«neiit. 
for  the  construction  of  any  drain  shall  not  be  sufScient  to  complete 
such  drain,  and  to  pay  the  commissioner's  fees  and  all  incidental 
expenses,  or  in  case  an  enlargement  or  deepening  of  such  drain,  or 
an  extension  of  the  line  thereof  becomes  necessary,  a  further  assess- 
ment shall  be  made  to  meet  the  deficit  or  additional  expense,  and 
the  amount  thereof  shall  be  levied  and  collected  in  the  manner 
hereinbefore  provided. 

Sec.  28.  The  commissioner  shall  have  power  to  grant  a  reasonable  Eztendonof 
extension  of  time  for  the  completion  of  any  contract.  When  any  ti^V crafirMt 
contract  shall  not  be  finished  within  the  time  specified,  or  to  which 
it  may  be  extended,  the  commissioner  may,  in  his  discretion,  or  at 
any  time  thereafter,  relet  such  unfinished  portion  or  any  part 
thereof,  by  public  sale  or  otherwise,  after  not  less  than  five  days' 
public  notice  thereof,  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder  or  bidders, 
and  shall  take  security  as  before.  The  cost  of  completing  such 
parts,  over  and  above  the  contract  price,  and  the  expense  of  notices 
and  reletting  shall  be  collected  by  the  commissioner  of  the  parties 
at  first  contracting:  Provided^  That  in  no  case  shall  the  commis- 
sioner forfeit  and  annul  a  contract  without  ten  days'  notice  to  the 
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contractor,  if  found,  and  if  not  found,  then  by  written  notice  left 
at  his  last  place  of  resideuce,  if  known  to  be  within  the  county. 

Sec.  29.  The  powers  conferred  by  this  act  for  establishing  and 
constructing  drains  shall  also  extend  to  and  include  the  deepening 
and  widening  of  any  drains  which  have  heretofore  been  or  may 
hereafter  be  constructed;  also  to  straightening,  clearing  out,  and 
deepening  the  channels  of  creeks  and  streams,  and  the  construc- 
tion, maintaining,  remodeling,  and  repairing  of  levees,  dykes,  and 
barriers  for  the  purpose  of  drainage,  and  the  commissioner  may 
relocate  or  extend  the  line  of  any  drain  if  the  same  be  necessary  to 
provide  a  suitable  outlet,  and  shall  cause  a  survey  thereof  to  be 
made ;  but  no  proceeding  affecting  the  rights  of  persons  or  prop- 
erty shall  be  had  under  this  section  except  upon  the  notice,  hear- 
ing, and  award  prescribed  in  this  act  for  the  construction  of  drains 
in  the  first  instance. 

Sec.  30.  In  any  case  where  a  State  ditch  or  drain  may  have 
been  or  may  hereafter  be  established  and  partly  constructed  by 
means  of  lands  or  other  State  appropriations,  but  left  uncompleted, 
the  same  if  situated  within  any  one  township  shall  be  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  drain  commissioner  of  such  township,  or  the  board 
of  supervisors  may  assign  the  same  to  the  county  drain  commissioner. 
Such  drains,  if  situated  in  more  than  one  township,  shall  be  assigned 
by  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  in  which  the  same  may  be 
situated  to  the  county  or  to  a  township  drain  commissioner,  and  if 
any  such  drain  be  situated  in  more  than  one  county,  the  boards 
of  supervisors  of  the  counties  in  which  situated  may  appoint  a 
special  drain  commissioner,  to  whom  such  drain  shall  be  assigned. 
Any  drain  thus  assigned  shall  be  deemed  to  be  established,  and  the 
commissioner  having  charge  thereof  shall  proceed  to  its  comple- 
tion as  under  sections  fifteen,  eighteen,  nineteen,  twenty,  twenty- 
one,  and  twenty-two  of  this  act.  In  case  an  extension  of  any  such 
drain  becomes  necessary,  the  same  proceedings  shall  be  had  as  in 
establishing  a  drain  in  the  first  instance,  but  no  application  there- 
for shall  be  required. 

Sec.  31.  In  case  of  similar  applications  being  made  to  a  county 
drain  commissioner  and  to  a  township  drain  commissioner  in  the 
same  county  by  different  persons,  for  the  construction  of  the  same 
drain  at  or  near  the  same  time,  the  commissioner  first  applied  to 
shall  have  jurisdiction  of  the  subject  matter. 

Sec.  32.  When  application  shall  be  made  to  any  drain  commis-

papers  relating  thereto  shall  be  transferred  to  and  shall  be  heard

AN  ACT  to  amend  sections  thirty-five  and  thirty-seven,  of  chapter 
one  hundred  and  fifty-four  of  the  revised  statutes  of  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  forty-six,  relative  to  offenses  against  property,  being 
compiler's  sections  seven  thousand  five  hundred  and  eighty-six 
and  seven  thousand  five  hundred  and  eighty-eight  of  the  com- 
piled laws  of  etghteen  hundred  and  seventy-one. 

Section  1.  The  People  of  the  Slate  of  Michigan  enact,  That  i 
sections  thirty-five  and  thirty-seven  of  chapter  one  hundred  and ' 
fifty-four,  of  the  revised  statutes  of  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-six, 
being  compiler's  sections  seven  thousand  five  hundred  and  eighty- 
six  and  seven  thousand  five  hundred  and  eighty-eight,  of  the  com- 
piled laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-one,  be  and  the  same 
are  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows :

JTie  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enact,  That 
sections  five  and  six  of  act  number  one  hundred  and  ninety-eight 
of  the  session  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-seven,  being 
an  act  entided  '*  An  act  to  provide  for  a  tax  upon  dogs,  and  to  cre- 
ate a  fund  for  the  payment  of  certain  damages  for  sheep  killed  or 
wounded  by  them  in  certain  cases,"  approved  May  twenty-three, 
eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-seven,  be  and  the  same  are' hereby 
f^mended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 
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Sec.  5.  Whenever  any  person  shall  sustain  a  loss  by  the  killing 
or  wounding  of  his  sheep  or  lambs  by  a  dog  or  dogs,  he  may  c»ll 
on  a  disinterested  justice  of  the  peace  of  the  township  or  city 
where  such  killing  or  wounding  occurred,  not  of  kin  to  such  per- 
son, and  not  a  member  of  the  township  board  or  city  council,  who 
shall  proceed  to  view  the  sheep  or  lambs  so  killed  or  wounded,  and 
if  from  such  view  he  shall  be  satisfied  that  the  same  were  killed  or 
wounded  by  a  dog  or  dogs,  he  shall  make  a  certificate  thereof  in 
writing,  stating  the  amount  of  damage  sustained  by  such  person, 
and  shall  deliver  the  same  to  the  clerk  of  said  township  or  city, 
who  shall  file  the  same  in  his  o£Bce  and  record  it  in  the  records  of 
the  township  or  city.  The  said  justice  shall'  receive  for  his  services 
in  each  case  the  sum  of  two  dollars,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  aforesaid 
fund,  on  the  order  of  the  township  board  or  proper  city  officer  or 
officers.

That  it 
M17  to.oii»niM.  gjj^ii  ijg  lawful  for  any  number  of  persons,  not  less  than  seven,  to  or- 
ganize themselves  into  a  corporation  for  the  purpose  of  constraeting, 
operating,  and  maintaining  a  railroad,  railroad  bridge,  or  railroad 
Artid«of  tunnel;  and  for  such  purpose  such  persons  shall  subscribe  articles 
..^._  ^^  association,  in  which  shall  be  set  forth  the  name  of  the  corpora- 
tion, the  number  of  years  the  same  is  to  be  continued,  the  amount 
of  capital  stock  of  said  company,  which  shall  not  be  less  than  four 
thousand  dollars  per  mile  of  road  constructed,  or  proposed  to  be 
constructed,  with  flat-bar  rail,  or  with  a  gaage  not  exceeding  three 
feet  six  inches  in  width,  and  not  less  than  eight  thousand  dollars 
per  mile  of  road  constructed,  or  proposed  to  be  constructed,  of  "T** 
rails  with  gauge  exceeding  three  and  one-half  feet  in  width,  and 
not  less  than  one-half  the  estimated  cost  of  any  such  bridge  or 
tunnel ;  the  number  of  shares  of  which  the  stock  shall  consist, 
which  shall  be  the  amount  of  one  hundred  dollars  each;  the  num- 
ber of  directors,  which  shall  not  be  less  than  five  nor  more  than 
fifteen,  and  their  names ;  the  places  from  and  to  which,  and  the 
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mtmB  of  each  county  into  or  through  which  it  is  or  is  intended  to 
he  oonstncted,  and  its  length  as  near  as  may  be.  Each  subscriber  Sva^um 
to  SQch  articles  of  aaaociation  shall  set  opposite  his  name  his  place  ^^'^"^ 
of  lesidencey  and  the  namber  of  shares  of  stock  by  him  subscribed. 
Whenever  five  hundred  dollars  per  mile  of  such  railroad,  or  one-half 
^e  estimated  cost  of  such  bridge  or  tunnel,  shall  have  been  sub- 
scribed upon  such  articles  of  association,  and  five  per  cent  of  the 
amount  thereof  shall  have  been  paid  in  to  the  directors  named  in 
such  articles,  in  good  faith,  in  cash,  and  an  a£Bdavit  shall  have  been 
made  and  attached  thereto  by  any  two  of  said  directors,  that  said 
amount  has  been  subscribed,  and  said  amount  of  five  per  cent  paid 
in,  in  good  faith,  in  cash,  as  before  provided,  such  articles  of  asso-  whmvudci 
ciation  shall  be  filed  in  the  ofiSce  of  the  secretary  of  State,  and  there-  fli^ 
upon  the  persons  who  have  subscribed  such  articles,  and  all  other 
persons  who  shall  from  time  to  time  thereafter  subscribe  to  or 
become  the  holders  of  the  capital  stock  of  said  corporation,  in  the 
manner  to  be  provided  in  its  by-laws,  shall  be  a  body  corporate,  by 
the  name  specified  in  such  articles,  and  shall  be  capable  of  suing 
and  being  sued,  and  may  have  a  common  seal,  and  may  make  and 
alter  the  same  at  pleasure,  and  be  capable  in  law  of  purchasing, 
holding,  and  conveying  any  real  and  personal  property  whatever 
necessary  for  the  construction,  maintenance,  and  operation  of  said 
railroad,  and  for  the  erection  of  all  necessary  buildings,  yards,  and 
appurtenances  for  the  use  of  the  same :  Provided^  Any  railroad  rnriMo. 
company  existing  in  whole  or  in  part  under  the  laws  of  this  State, 
at  any  general  or  special  meeting  of  its  stockholders,  called  and 
held  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  State  in  that  behalf,  may 
increase  or  decrease  the  number  o/  its  directors  provided  for  in  its 
articles  of  association,  by  a  resolution  to  that  effect :  Frovidedy  Two-  ^nriao, 
thirds  of  the  entire  stock  of  the  company  shall  be  voted  therefor: 
And  provided  further,  That  in  no  case  shall  the  number  of  the  pro^iio, 
directors  be  less  than  five  nor  more  than  fifteen.  A  copy  of  any 
resolution  so  passed  shall  be  certified  by  the  secretary  of  the  com- 
pany and  shall  be  filed  and  recorded  in  the  ofiSce  of  the  secretary  of 
State  in  like  manner  as  provided  by  law  for  the  filing  and  recording 
of  articles  of  incorporation  of  railroad  companies. 

Sec.  2.  That  article  two  of  said  act  be  amended  by  adding  two  g^^^ 
new  sections  thereto,  to  stand  as  sections  forty-two  and  forty-four,  •mended. 
and  to  read  as  follows: 

Ssa  42.  Any  railroad  company  organized  under  the  general  rail-  power  to  Madn 
road  laws  of  this  State  shall  possess  power  to  acquire  either  by  pur-  p»v«tr. 
chase  or  condemnation,  and  to  own  the  same,  an  amount  of  land  at 
any  and  all  places  on  its  line,  sufficient  to  afford  the  necessary  depot 
accommodations  for  its  own  business,  and  the  business  of  any  other 
railroad  companies  operating  a  railroad  to  and  from  the  same  place, 
with  which  it  may  have  made  an  agreement  to  furnish  such  accom- 
modations, and  also  for  the  necessary  rights  of  way  to  afford  such 
railroad  companies  access  thereto. 

S£G.  44.  When  any  part  of  the  land  of  any  railroad  company  in  HowmayMqniM 
this  State,  in  or  adjacent  to  its  depot  grounds,  is  not  in  actual  use  JSJJSSlf'" 
for  depot  or  other  purpose  pertaining  to  the  operation  of  a  railroad,  ^ 
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and  sacfa  land  is  not  needed  by  said  railroad  company  for  the  pur- 
pose of  a  depot  or  other  terminal  facilities,  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
any  other  railroad  company  organized  as  aforesaid,  needing  such 
land  for  the  purpose  of  a  depofc  or  terminal  facilities,  to  acquire  the 
same  in  the  same  manner  as  may  now  be  done  for  such  purpose 
from  individuals.  The  question  of  actual  use  and  of  necessity  for 
the  aforesaid  purposes  by  said  railroad  company  owning  and  not 
using  said  land,  shall  be  determined  in  addition  to  other  questions 
as  provided  by  law  in  cases  of  condemnation  of  land  for  the  pur- 
pose aforesaid^  and  the  same  proceedings  in  all  respects,  as  near  as 
may  be,  shall  be  had  for  the  aforesaid  purpose  as  now  provided  by 
law  where  land  is  acquired  for  such  purpose  from  individuals. 

8Mti(m  Sec.  3.  That  section  fifteen  of  article  four  of  said  act  be  amended 

*"**  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

TttOM^howuid     Sec.  15.  Every  railroad  company  formed  under  this  act,  or  any 

when  bout  fonuer  act,  and  every  corporation  owning  or  operating  any  such 
railroad,  shall  erect  and  maintain  fences  on  the  sides  of  their  re- 
spective roads,  of  the  height  and  strength  of  a  division  fenoe  re- 
quired by  law,  with  fences  and  cattle-guards  at  all  highway  and 
street  crossings,  sufficient  to  prevent  cattle  or  other  animals  from 
getting  on  such  railroad;  also  convenient  farm  crossings,  and  gates 

DtiMgwi  or  bars  therefor.  Until  such  fences  and  cattle-guards  or  ditches 
shall  be  duly  made,  such  company  or  corporation  owning  or  oper-

made  and  maintained,  such  company  or  corporation  shall  not  be

And  every  corporation  owning  or  operating  any  such  railroad  shall^ 
within  six  months  from  the  time  any  section  or  portion  of  suoh 
road  is  finished  and  put  in  general  use  by  running  regular  trains 
thereon,  and  in  case  of  roads  now  in  use  within  six  months  from 
the  time  this  act  shall  take  effect,  shall  erect  and  maintain  such 

Fenauy  fences  or  obstructions  as  aforesaid.    Any  violation  of  the  provisions 

of  this  section  by  any  railroad  company  or  corporation  owning  or 
operating  such  railway,  shall  be  punished  by  a  penalty  of  two  han- 
dled dollars  per  week  for  each  and  every  week  that  they  shall  fiul 
to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  section :    Provided,  That  if 

i^vMao,  Buch  fences  or  obstructions  are  not  built  as  aforesaid  along  su^di 

portions  of  any  such  line  of  road  as  is  or  may  be  situate  north  of  m 
line  extending  due  west  from  the  Saginaw  river,  the  corporation  own* 
ing  or  operating  such  line  of  road  shall  not  be  liable  to  said  penalty 
of  two  hundred  dollars  per  week,  but  shall  be  liable  to  all  the  other 
provisions  of  this  section ;  and  if  any  person  shall  ride,  lead,  or 
drive,  or  intentionally  permit  any  horse  or  other  animal  upon  sucdi 
road  and  within  such  fences,  and  catUe-guards,  or  ditches*  other 
than  farm  crossings,  or  shall  injure  or  destroy,  or  make  openings  or 
passages  through  or  over  such  fences,  cattle-guards,  or  ditches,  or 
neglect  to  close  any  gates  or  bars  immediately  after  passing  through 
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the  same,  withoafc  the  consent  of  snch  company  or  corporation,  he 
shall  for  every  snch  offense  be  liable  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  one 
hundred  dollars,  and  shall  pay  all  damages  which  shall  be  sustoined 
thereby  to  the  party  aggrieved.

Sbotiok  1.-  The  Pbople  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enact.  That  j 
sections  one  and  two  of  act  number  one  hundred  and  sixty  of  the 
session  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-seven,  being  an  act 
to  authorize  the  board  of  control  of  State  swamp  lands  to  cause  the 
removal  of  a  jam  or  raft  of  flood-wood  from  the  Shiawassee  river, 
in  the  township  of  St  Charles,  in  the  county  of  Saginaw,  and  to 
appropriate  not  exceeding  ten  sections  of  State  swamp  lands  to 
defray  the  cost  thereof,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  amended  so  as 
to  read  as  follows :

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  board  of  control,  on  or  before  ^if;;^^^ 
the  first  day  of  August  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-  **^****'^ 
one,  if  upon  such  examination  they  shall  deem  the  same  necessary, 
to  advertise  for  sealed  proposals  for  the  doing  of  said  work,  stating 
in  the  notice  that  the  work  is  to  be  paid  for  in  State  swamp  land, 
which  notice  shall  be  published  once  a  week  for  six  consecutive 
weeks  in  two  newspapers  printed  and  published  in  said  county  of 
Saginaw.

Whebeas,  The  interests  of  the  St  Mary's  Falls  ship  canal^  for  its  pro- 
tection, situated  as  it  is  on  our  national  frontier,  and  for  speedier  repairs, 
isolated  as  it  now  is  in  winter,  from  all  basiness  centers,  where  material  and 
skilled  labor  can  be  had;  and  also,  the  nayigation  interests,  requiring  easy 
communication  for  the  owners  and  others,  with  their  vessels,  passing  tlurongh 
said  canal,  it  being  the  only  point  where  vessels  touch  in  their  throngh  trips 
from  Detroit  to  Duluth ;  and  also,  the  interests  of  development,  for  the  settle- 
ment of  that  vast  wilderness  now  embraced  in  the  eastern  end  of  the  upper 
peninsula  of  Michigan,  demand  a  railway  connection  of  the  St  Mary's  Falls 
ship  canal  with  the  Marquette  and  Mapkinaw  railroad ;  therefore 

Be  it  resolved^  That  we  most  earnestly  and  respectfully  request  the  con- 
gress of  the  United  States  to  appropriate  a  reasonable  quantity  of  United 
States  lands  situated  in  the  eastern  end  of  the  upper  peninsula  of  Michigan, 
to  aid  the  construction  of  the  Sault  Ste.  Marie  and  Marqaette  railroad;  a  com- 
pany for  the  construction  of  said  road  being  now  organized  under  the  laws  of 
the  State  of  Michigan,  for  the  purpose  of  connecting  the  St  Mary's  Falls  ship 
canal  with  the  Marquette  and  Mackinaw  railroad. 

Besolved,  That  our  senators  and  representatives  in  congress  be  hereby 
instructed  to  use  all  honorable  means  to  secure  the  immediate  passage  of  such 
grant,  and  that  the  governor  be  requested  to  forward  copies  of  this  resolution 
to  the  presiding  ofiScer  of  each  house  of  congress.

Be  it  resolved  by  the  Senate  and  Bouse  of  Representatives  of  the  State  of 
Michigan,  That  the  board  of  State  auditors  are  hereby  authorized  to  settle  and 
pay  such  claim  to  such  an  amount,  with  or  without  interest,  as  they  shall  deem 
just  and  equitable.

Whebbas,  Section  two  of  article  twenty  of  the  constitution  of  this  State 
provides  that  the  question  of  a  general  revision  of  the  constitution  of  this 
State  shall  be  submitted  to  the  electors  qualified  to  Tote  for  members  of  the 
legislature,  at  the  general  election  to  be  held  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  sixty-six,  and  in  each  sixteenth  year  thereafter; 

AsfD  WHEBEAS,  It  seems  to  be  the  duty  of  the  legislature  to  provide  the 
mode  of  such  submission ;  therefore 

Resolved^  That  the  question  of  a  general  revision  of  the  constitution  of  this 
State  shall  be  submitted  at  the  election  to  be  held  on  the  first  Tuesday  after 
the  first  Monday  in  November,  in  the  year  one'  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
eighty-two,  and  that  notice  of  such  submission  be  given  in  the  same  manner 
and  at  the  same  time  as  notice  is  now  i*equired  to  be  given  for  the  election  of 
State  officers;  that  the  inspectors  of  election  of  the  several  townships  and 
-wards  provide  a  separate  ballot  box  to  receive  all  votes  that  may  be  cast  at  such 
election,  for  or  against  such  revision  of  the  constitution ;  and  that  the  electors 
voting  in  favor  of  a  general  revision  of  the  constitution  shall  have  written  or 
printed,  or  partly  written  or  partly  printed  on  their  ballots,  the  words  '*  for  a 
revision  of  the  constitution;"  and  those  voting  against  such  revision  shall  have 
written  or  printed,  or  partly  written  and  partly  printed  on  their  ballots  the 
words,  "against  a  revision  of  the  constitution;"  which  votes  shall  be  can- 
vassed and  certified,  as  near  as  may  be,  as  the  votes  for  governor  and  lieuten- 
ant-governor are  required  to  be  canvassed. 

Eesolved,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  secretary  of  State  to  report  the 
result  of  said  election  to  the  legislature  at  the  next  session  thereafter,  within 
ten  days  after  the  commencement  thereof;  and  in  case  a  majority  of  the  qual- 
ified electors  voting  at  such  election  shall  have  decided  in  favor  of  a  revision  of 
the  constitution,  the  legislature  shall  provide  by  law  for  the  election  of  dele- 
gates to  a  convention,  for  the  purpose  of  making  sach  revision,  and  shall  pre- 
scribe the  number  of  delegates,  and  the  time,  place,  and  manner  of  holding 
such  convention".

JOINT  BESOLUTION  to  amend  section  six  of  article  six,  of  the  constitu- 
tion of  the  State  of  Michigan,  relative  to  circuit  courts. 

Mesolved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  State  of  Michigan, 
That  the  following  amendment  to  the  constitution  of  this  State  be  and  the 
same  is  hereby  proposed,  that  is  to  say,  that  section  six  of  article  six  of  said 
constitution  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

Segtiok  6.  The  State  shall  be  divided  into  judicial  circuits,  in  each  of 
which  the  electors  thereof  shall  elect  one  circuit  judge  who  shall  hold  his 
office  for  the  term  of  six  years,  and  until  his  successor  is  elected  and  qual- 
ified. (The  legislature  may  provide  for  the  election  of  more  than  one  cir- 
cuit judge  in  the  judicial  circuit  in  which  the  city  of  Detroit  is  or  may  be 
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situated,  and  the  circuit  judge  or  judges  of  said  circuit  ia  addition  to  the 
salary  provided  by  this  constitution  shall  receive  from  said  county  of  Wayne 
such  additional  salary  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  fixed  and  determined  by  the 
board  of  supervisors  of  said  county). 

Be  it  further  resolved^  That  said  constitutional  amendment  shall  be  submit- 
ted to  the  people  of  the  State  at  the  annual  election  to  be  held  on  the  first 
Monday  in  April,  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-one;  and 
the  secretary  of  State  is  hereby  required  to  give  notice  of  the  same  to  the 
^sheriffs  of  the  several  counties  of  this  State,  in  the  same  manner  that  he  ia  now 
required  to  do  in  case  of  an  election  of  justices  of  the  supreme  court  and 
regents  of  the  university,  and  the  inspectors  of  election  in  the  several  town- 
.ships  and  cities  of  this  State  shall  prepare  a  suitable  box  for  the  reception  of 
hallots  cast  for  or  against  said  amendment.  Each  person  voting  for  said 
amendment,  shall  have  written  or  printed,  or  partly  written  and  partly  printed, 
on  his  ballot  the  words,  <'  Amendment  relative  to  circuit  courts, — Yes.''  And 
•each  person  voting  against  said  amendment  the  words,  **  Amendment  relative 
to  circuit  courts,— No.''  The  ballots  shall  in  all  respects  be  canvassed  and 
returns  be  made  as  in  elections  of  justices  of  the  supreme  court  and  regents  of 
the  university.

Whebeas,  Between  the  Manitou  islands  and  the  main  land  is  a  channel  of 
about  six  and  three-fourths  miles,  in  the  narrowest  place,  through  which  pass 
about  four-fifths  of  all  the  commerce  of  the  great  lakes  that  touches  I^e 
Michigan,  and  a  signal  station  at  that  point  is  of  the  greatest  importance ; 

And  whebeas,  There  is  at  the  islands  a  most  excellent  natural  harbor  of 
refuge,  the  only  one  of  importance  on  an  exposed  and  dangerous  coast  of  more 
than  one  hundred  miles;  * 

Akd  whebeas.  The  life-saving  stations  and  light-house  upon  the  islands  are 
without  means  of  communication  with  the  main  land  in  storms  or  danger,  and 
the  islands  have  been,  and  are  liable  to  be,  infested  with  dangerous  and  lawless 
persons,  and  life  and  property  in  case  of  wrecks  are  imperiled ; 

And  whebeas,  Hundreds  of  vessels  are  yearly  compelled  to  seek  refuge  at 
these  islands  without  means  of  communicating  their  wants  in  distress ;  therefore 

Reaolved  iy  the  Smote  and  House  of  Bepreeentatives  of  the  State  of  Midi- 
dgarif  That  the  senators  and  representatives  of  Michigan  in  congress  are  hereby 
requested  to  secure  the  laying  and  maintenance  of  a  proper  telegraphic  eaUe 
And  communication  between  the  Manitou  islands  and  the  main  land  of  Mich- 
igan, as  a  part  of  the  light-house,  signal,  and  life-saving  service  of  the  United 
States,  and  that  the  senators  and  representatives  in  congress  of  all  States  inter- 

•  Became  a  law  under  aectloa  U,  of  article  IV,  of  the  oonftttutton  without  the  approval  of  the 
governor. 
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ested  in  the  commerce  on  the  great  lakes,  be  aud  they  are  respectfully  asked  to 
join  them  therein. 

Resolvedy  That  the  governor  of  Michigan  be,  and  he  is  respectfully  requested 
to  forward  a  certified  copy  of  this  resolution  to  each  of  our  senators  and  repre- 
sentatives in  congress,  and  to  those  of  the  States  of  New  York,  Pennsylvania^

Resolved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  State  of  Michigan, 
That  an  amendment  to  section  one  of  article  nine  of  the  constitution  of  this 
State  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  proposed,  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  governor  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  one  thoosand 
dollars ;  the  judges  of  the  circuit  court  shall  each  receive  an  annual  salary  of 
two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars ;  the  State  treasurer  shall  receive  an  annual 
salary  of  one  thousand  dollars ;  the  superintendent  of  public  instruction  shall 
receive  an  annual  salary  of  one  thousand  dollars ;  the  secretary  of  State  shall 
receive  an  annual  salary  of  eight  hundred  dollars ;  the  commissioner  of  the 
land  office  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  eight  hundred  dollars;  the  attor* 
ney  general  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  eight  hundred  dollars.  They 
shall  receive  no  fees  or  perquisites  whatever  for  the  performance  of  any  duties 
connected  with  their  office.  It  shall  not  be  competent  for  the  legislature  to 
increase  the  salaries  herein  provided. 

Be  it  further  resolved,  That  said  amendment  shall  be  submitted  to  the  peo- 
ple of  this  State  at  the  next  general  election  to  be  held  therein  on  the  first 
Tuesday  after  the  first  Monday  in  November,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty- 
two,  and  the  secretary  of  State  is  hereby  required  to  give  notice  of  the  same 
to  the  sherifEs  of  the  several  counties  in  this  State  in  the  same  manner  that  he 
is  now  required  to  do  in  case  of  the  election  of  a  governor  or  lieutenant  gov- 
ernor, and  the  several  townships  and  cities  in  this  State  shall  prepare  suitable 
boxes  for  the  reception  of  ballots  cast  for  or  against  said  amendment  Each 
person  voting  for  said  amendment  shall  have  written  or  printed,  or  partly 
written  and  partly  printed,  on  his  ballot,  the  words,  '^  Amendment  to  the  con- 
stitution relative  to  the  salaries  of  circuit  judges, — ^Yes;"  and  each  person 
voting  against  said  amendment  shall  have  on  his  ballot  in  like  manner  the 
words,  ^^  Amendment  to  the  constitution  relative  to  the  salaries  of  circuit 
judges, — No."  The  ballots  shall  in  all  respects  be  canvassed  and  returns  be 
made  as  in  the  election  of  governor  and  lieutenant  governor.

Owing  to  said  fact,  and  to  the  additional  fact  that  the  pre- 
vailing winds  on  said  lake  are  west  winds,  the  said  east  shore  is  a  very  dangerous 
shore,  and  much  property  and  many  lives  are  annually  lost,  which  might  be 
saved  if  a  safe  harbor  of  refuge  were  provided  into  which  storm  driven  ships 
could  run  for  safety ; 

Akd  whebeas,  Portage  Lake,  in  the  county  of  Manistee,  possesses  peculiar 
natural  advantages  for  the  formation  of  such  a  harbor,  being  centrally  located 
on  said  east  shore,  well  protected  by  surrounding  hills,  lying  very  close  to  Lake 
Michigan,  so  that  a  channel  from  one  lake  to  the  otiier  can  be  made  at  com- 
paratively small  expense,  and  being  deep  enough  to  accommodate  any  vessel 
that  floats  on  Lake  Michigan ; 

Akd  whebeas,  The  United  States  government  has  already  appropriated 
ten  thoussind  dollars  for  the  purpose  of  improving  said  harbor  at  Portage  Lake; 
now,  therefore.

That  section  ten  of  article  ten  of  the  constitution  of  this  State  be  and  the  same 
is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  10.  The  board  of  supervisors,  or  in  the  county  of  Wayne  the  boaid 
of  county  auditors,  shall  have  the  exclusive  power  to  prescribe  and  fix  the  com- 
pensation for  all  services  rendered  for,  and  to  adjust  all  claims  against  their 
respective  counties;  and  the  sum  so  fixed  or  defined  shall  be  subject  to  no  ap« 
peal.  But  the  legislature  may  by  general  statute  provide  for  the  establishment 
of  a  board  of  county  auditors  in  any  county;  and  any  suoh  board,  when  estab- 
lished according  to  law,  shall  have  exclusive  power  to  prescribe  and  fix  the  com- 
pensation for  all  services  rendered  for,  and  to  adjust  all  claims  against  such 
county,  and  the  sum  so  fixed  or  defined  shall  be  subject  to  no  appeal :  Provided^ 
That  no  such  board  shall  be  established  in  any  county  unless  the  board  of 
supervisors  of  such  county  shall  so  direct  by  vote  of  a  majority  of  all  the  mem- 
bers elect 

Be  it  further  resolved,  That  said  constitutional  amendment  shall  be  submit- 
ted to  the  people  of  this  State  at  the  general  election  to  be  held  on  the  first 
Tuesday  succeeding  the  first  Monday  of  November  in  the  year  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  eighty-two,  and  the  secretary  of  State  is  hereby  required  to  give  notice 
of  the  same  to  the  sheriff  of  the  several  counties  of  this  State,  in  the  same 
manner  that  he  is  now  required  to  do  in  the  case  of  an  election  of  judge  of  the 
supreme  court,  and  the  inspectors  of  elections  in  the  several  townships  and 
cities  of  this  State  shall  prepare  a  suitable  box  for  the  reception  of  ballots  cast 
for  or  against  said  amendment.  Each  person  voting  for  said  amendment  shall 
have  written  or  printed,  or  partly  written  and  printed,  on  his  ballot  the  words 
'^  Amendment  relative  to  county  auditors, — ^Yes,''  and  each  person  voting  against 
the  amendment  the  words  "Amendment  relative  to  county  auditors, — No."  The 
ballots  shall  in  all  respects  be  canvassed  and  returns  be  made  as  in  elections  of 
judges  of  the  supreme  court

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And  WHEBEASy  The  general  goyernment  has  jurisdiction  over  our  entire 
railway  and  transportation  system^  and  alone  has  sufficient  power  to  cope  sac- 
cessfuUy  with  corporations  and  combinations,  and  to  protect  that  class  of  pro- 
dnoers  who  are  nnable  to  protect  themselyes;  therrfore.

Whereas,  During  the  late  rebellion  many  soldiers  and  sailors  of  the  federal 
army  and  navy,  through  the  fortunes  of  war,  became  prisoners  and  were  con- 
fined in  so  called  confederate  prisons,  to  the  detriment  and  permanent  injury 
of  their  health,  but  whose  debility  is  of  such  a  general  and  indefinable  character 
as  to  exclude  them  from  the  benefits  of  existing  pension  laws ;  therefore, 

Resolved  ly  the  House  of  Representatives  (the  Senate  concurring).  That  onr 
senators  and  representatives  in  congress  be,  and  hereby  are  respectfully 
requested  to  use  all  honorable  means  to  secure  the  passage,  at  the  earliest  prac- 
ticable time,  of  House  Besolution  four  thousand  four  hundred  and  ninety-five, 
being  a  bill  to  secure  a  pension  to  such  soldiers  in  the  late  war  for  the  union, 
as  were  confined  in  southern  prisons  a  stated  length  of  time,  or  contracted 
physical  disability  therein,  and  that  the  governor  be  requested  to  forward  cop- 
ies of  this  resolution  to  the  presiding  officer  of  each  house  of  congress.

Whebeas,  The  following  memorial  has  been  presented  to  the  legislature  of 
thisState,  to  wit: 

To  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Michigan : 

Your  memorialists,  Hermann  Eeifer,  August  F.  Diedrich,  and  Bernhardt 
[Bemhard]  Stroth  [Stroh],  of  Detroit,  Michigan,  respectfully  present: 

First.  That  by  an  act  of  the  legislature  of  this  State,  entitled  ''An  act  to 
amend  act  number  one  hundred  and  seventy-five,  to  grant  twenty-five  thousand 
acres  of  State  swamp  lands  to  the  Gkrman  American  seminary  of  the  city  of 
Detroit,''  approved  March  fifth,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-three,  twenty-five 
thousand  acres  of  State  swamp  lands  were  granted  to  the  (krman  American 
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seminary  of  Detroit,  a  corporation,  in  order  to  '^aid  said  seminary  in  erecting 
buildings  for  the  use  and  occupancy  of  said  seminary  on  land  owned  by  the 
seminary  in  the  city  of  Detroit;" 

Second.  That  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  said  act,  said  seminary  as  princi- 
pal, and  your  memorialists,  with  certain  other  parties  now  deceased,  as  sureties, 
executed  and  delivered  to  the  people  of  this  State  a  bond  in  the  sum  of  twenty- 
five  thousand  dollars  "  conditioned  that  the  net  proceeds  of  the  sales  of  said 
lands  shall  be  faithfully  and  forever  applied  to  the  purposes  contemplated  in 
said  (this)  grant ;" 

Third.  That  a  part  of  the  proceeds  of  said  lands  had  been  expended  in  accord- 
ance with  the  terms  of  said  grant,  and  a  certain  other  part  of  such  proceeds,  as 
well  as  part  of  the  lands  so  granted,  now  remains  in  the  hands  of  said  semi- 
nary corporation  undisposed  of; 

Fourth.  That  they  are  fearful  that  the  said  proceeds  and  said  land  will  be  mis- 
applied and  appropriated  for  purposes  not  contemplated  by  said  grant,  and  they 
therefore  give  notice  that  they  will  not  further  hold  themselves  liable  as  sure- 
ties on  said  bond  for  the  future  administration  of  the  trust  created  in  and  by 
said  grant,  and  they  present  this  memorial  for  the  purpose  of  absolving  them- 
selves from  further  liability  on  said  bond,  and  that  you  may  take  such  action 
as  may  be  best  to  protect  the  interest  of  the  State.

ABTICLE  XHL — BDUCATION. 

Sectiok  12.  The  legislabare  shall  also  proYide  for  the  establishment  of  at  least

$265,931.54.  This  is  a  condition  of  the  finances  never  before  known  in 
the  history  of  our  State.  The  fact  that  there  is  a  credit  balance  in  every 
fund  is  due  to  our  general  prosperity,  as  exhibited  by  the  prompt  payment  of 
taxes. 

Under  the  provisions  of  act  No.  200,  laws  of  1863, 1  have  placed  on  deposit

In  my  report  for  the  fiscal  year  closing  September  30,  1879,  I  referred  at 
some  length  to  the  conditions  of  the  Sinking  Fund,  and  to  the  proviBions  of 
Section  1  of  Article  14  of  our  State  constitution ;  and  to  which  I  would  again 
respectfully  invite  the  attention  of  your  Excellency. 

The  proTlsions  of  the  constitution  above  referred  to  is  the  law  creating  the 
Sinking  Fund,  and  which  designates  specifically  what  application  shidl  be 
made  of  the  moneys  coming  into  the  Fund,  and  wherein  it  is  provided  ''  that 
all  sums  arising  from  specific  taxes,  other  than  those  received  from  mining 
companies  in  the  upper  peninsula,  shall  be  applied  first  to  the  payment  of 
the  interest  upon  the  educational  funds,  and  next  to  the  payment  of  the  prin- 
cipal and  interest  of  the  State  debt  until  the  extinguishment  of  the  State 
debt,  when  such  specific  taxes  shall  be  added  to  and  constitute  a  part  of  the 
Primary  School  interest  fund/' 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  foregoing  statements  that  there  is  already  to  the 
credit  of  the  Sinking  Fund  $318,895.27  more  than  is  required  to  pay  the 
State  debt  in  full ;  but  as  no  part  of  the  outstanding  indebtedness  matures 
earlier  than  January  1st,  1883,  and  a  large  portion  of  it  not  until  May  1st, 
1890,  it  becomes  a  very  important  question  at  this  time  as  to  what  shall  be 
dbne  with  the  lar^e  surplus  which  must  annually  pass  into  the  Sinking  Fond 
under  the  provisions  of  the  constitution  as  they  now  stand. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  the  Attorney  General,  that  providing  the  amount  neces- 
sary to  pay  and  discharge  the  State  indebtedness  in  full,  without  actual  pay- 
ment, is  not  such  a  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  constitution  cited  as 
will  authorize  the  transfer  of  the  surplus  to  the  Primary  School  interest  fond, 
where  the  law  directs  it  shall  go  when  the  State  debt  is  extinguished. 

Since  the  date  of  my  last  report,  for  the  purpose  of  procuring  the  decision 
of  the  highest  tribunal  of  the  State  upon  this  important  question,  proceedings 
have  been  commenced  in  the  Supreme  Court  in  an  action  for  mandamns 
brought  in  the  name  of  the  Auditor  General  vs.  the  State  Treasurerj  asking 
for  an  order  directing  the  State  Treasurer  to  transfer  on  the  books  of  his 
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office  the  sarplus  now  in  the  Sinking  Fand  to  the  Primary  School  interest  fund. 

The  case  has  been  twice  argned  and  submitted  to  the  court,  but  the  decision 
has  not  yet  been  published.  Should  the  court  in  its  findings  determine  that 
the  language  of  the  law  will  not  warrant  the  construction :  that  providing  and 
netting  apart  the  necessary  amount  for  the  payment  of  the  debt  is  equivalent 
to  its  extinguishment,  there  will  be  no  mode  by  which  the  large  accumulations 
thus  locked  up  in  the  Sinking  Fund  can  be  liberated  and  made  available 
excepting  through  an  amendment  to  the  constitution,  which  should  be  effected 
at  the  earliest  practicable  moment. 

There  is  one  other  question  connected  with  the  above  proposed  action  and 
growing  immediately  therefrom,  to  which  I  think  the  attention  of  the  Legisla- 
ture should  be  called  at  this  time.  The  constitution  now  provides  that  all 
£ums  arising  from  specific  taxes  which  are  applicable  to  the  payment  of  the 
interest  and  principal  of  the  public  debt,  shall  be  added  to  and  constitute  a 
part  of  the  Primary  School  interest  fund  after  the  State  debt  is  extinguished, 
and  which  is  now  practically  accomplished. 

Basing  our  estimates  upon  the  receipts  of  the  past  year  and  upon  the  partial 
returns  for  the  current  year,  received  from  corporations  paying  specific  taxes 
which  come  into  this  fund,  we  find  that  there  will  accrue  to  the  Primary  School 
interest  fund  during  the  present  and  future  years,  if  the  prosperity  of  the 
country  continues  as  at  present,  an  annual  sum  approximating  $400,000.00 
from  this  source;  which  amount  added  to  the  sum  of  1201,665.00,  the  amount 
of  interest  that  will  be  received  from  the  permanent  school  fund  as  it  now 
atands,  gives  us  a  total  of  nearly  $600,000.00  to  be  distributed  to  our  public 
schools  annually. 

While  I  believe  it  is  the  desire  of  every  good  citizen  that  our  school  fund 
should  bo  strengthened  to  the  utmost  limit  to  which  support  may  be  carried 
without  causing  actual  injury  to  the  schools,  yet  there  is  great  diversity  of 
opinion  among  our  most  liberal  educators  as  to  how  far  an  arbitrary  system 
of  support  may  be  carried  by  a  State  without  endangering  the  efficiency  and 
practical  working  of  the  system,  by  relieving  and  removing  from  the  tax 
payers  and  patrons  of  the  schools  the  necessity  for  a  constant  and  active 
aupervision  of  the  financial  and  business  affairs  of  the  district.  For  there  are 
few  sayings  more  thoroughly  verified  in  the  affairs  of  men  than  the  old  adage 
''that  what  seemingly  costs  nothing  is  but  poorly  appreciated."  It  is  possible 
that  the  large  amounts  which  will  now  come  into  the  school  interest  fund 
annually  may  be  disbursed  without  injurious  effecte.  But  the  public  school 
interests  of  our  State  should  at  all  times  be  held  by  our  people  as  most  sacred, 
and  guarded  with  jealous  care.  And  especially  at  this  time  under  the  new 
conditions  of  the  fund  enumerated,  does  the  subject  assume  additional 
importance,  and  demand  at  the  hands  of  our  Legislature  a  most  thorough  and 
careful  consideration. 

I  would  also  respectfully  call  the  attention  of  your  excellency  to  the  expedi- 
ency of  adopting  in  our  State,  by  appropriate  legislation,  a  system  authorizing 
the  chief  officer  of  any  of  the  State  departments  to  submit  in  person,  or 
through  the  Attorney  General,  directly  to  the  Supreme  Oourt,  any  important 
•questions  which  may  arise  in  the  transaction  of  the  business  of  his  department 
(affecting  only  the  interests  of  the  State),  and  involving  the  construction  of  a 
atatute  or  provisions  of  the  Constitution,  without  the  necessity  of  resorting  to 
fictitious  proceedings,  or  to  the  expenses  and  delay  necessary  to  the  forms  and 
pleadings  as  in  litigated  cases.

In  conclusion  I  would  say  that,  during  the  past  year,  I  have  been  unable  to 
make  very  much  progress  in  the  way  of  retiring  oar  outstanding  indebtedness, 
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owing  to  the  extremely  high  premiums  exacted  by  the  owners  of  onr  bonds, 
rendering  it  impossible  to  buy  them  in,  excepting  at  a  heavier  sacrifice  than  I 
felt  justified  in  submitting  to.  But  I  am  strongly  of  the  opinion  that,  during 
the  present  year,  I  shall  be  able  to  secure  a  large  part  of  our  bonds  maturing 
January  1st,  1883;  as  the  owners,  must  realize  that  to  presist  in  holding  them 
until  the  day  of  maturity  arrives,  is  to  see  all  premium  on  which  they  rely  for 
profit  wither  in  their  grasp. 

The  last  of  the  St.  Mary's  Falls  Ship  Canal  Bonds  have  been  paid  during 
the  year,  and  the  account  with  that  institution  will  be  practically  closed  on 
the  books  of  this  office  by  the  transfer  of'  the  canal  from  the  State  to  the 
United  States  government. 

I  take  great  pleasure  in  being  able  to  state  that  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal 
year  a  condition  existed  in  our  finances  which  has  not  been  known  for  many 
years,  if  ever  before  in  the  State — that  every  fund  had  a  balance  to  its  credit, 
no  fund  or  appropriation  was  overdrawn,  and  the  treasury  was  fully  prepared 
to  meet  on  demand,  every  obligation  against  the  State,  whether  matured  or 
unmatured. 

I  believe  the  people  will  find  in  the  foregoing  exhibits  much  that  will  gratify. 
In  the  largely  increased  receipts  from  specific  taxes  we  have  evidence  of  a 
great  increase  of  business  at  our  mines  and  along  our  railways ;  and  in  the 
prompt  payment  by  counties  of  the  amounts  due  to  the  State  we  have  unmis- 
takable evidence  of  a  general  and  healthy  prosperity  among  the  people. 

In  the  management  of  the  business  pertaining  to  this  department,  although 
the  work  of  the  office  has  increased  largely  in  volume,  yet  it  has  been  promptly 
performed  without  an  increase  of  clerical  force,  owing  to  the  faithful  and 
efficient  labors  of  the  regular  corps  of  employes,  whose  meritorious  services  I 
desire  especially  to  recognize.
